I  guess  I  am  not  yet  quite  ready  for  the  new  year.  I  am  still 
trying  to  cope  with  my  perennial  problem — an  inability  to 
remember  the  new  anno  Domini  on  checks  and  letters.  For 
just  a  little  while  longer  I'd  like  to  hang  on  to  my  security 
blanket — the  familiar,  the  tried  and  true.  When  it  comes 
to  entertaining,  that  means  leisurely,  low-key,  old-fashioned 
parties:  high  teas,  rather  stately  Saturday  luncheons,  and 
Sunda)   night  suppers  complete  with  chafing  dish. 

On-the-spot  cuisine  particularly  appeals  to  me.  It  of- 
fers a  wonderful  opportunity  to  resurrect  some  great  old 
recipes  not  in  my  usual  repertoire.  For  a  simple,  intimate 
gathering:  a  good  rarebit  or  Swiss  fondue;  lots  of  crunchy 
French  bread;  tomatoes  stuffed  with  mushrooms  and  peas; 
and  a  sweet,  homemade  orange  jelly  served  right  in  the 
scooped  out  shells  and  dolloped  with  whipped  cream.  For  a 
more  social  but  still  informal  function:  anchovy  toast,  clam 
canapes.  Sally  Lunn  (that  slightly  sweetened  coffee  cake  so 
popular  in  the  South)  along  with  panned  kidneys,  tomato  and 
egg  scallop,  duck  in  aspic,  a  pilau,  fried  green  peppers.  For 
dessert,  coffee  Bavarian  cream  and  macaroons.  You  can  pre- 
pare the  hot  dishes  in  advance  and  keep  them  hot  in  chafing 
dishes  or  cook  the  kidneys  and  peppers  at  the  last  moment  at 
the  table.  For  supper  for  a  select  few:  a  chafing  dish  of  veal 
and  white  asparagus  tips  in  a  rich,  creamy  sauce;  green  noo- 
dles: a  strawberry  or  peach  omelette — again  prepared  in  plain 
sight.  Or  panned  oysters  to  be  ladled  into  cream  filled  rame- 
kins: bard-cooked  eggs  in  a  Newburg  sauce;  a  concoction  of 
six  beaten  eggs  cooked  at  the  last  minute  in  butter  and  an- 
chovy paste,  then  blended  with  a  dozen  chopped  oysters; 
shrimp  wiggle — these  are  all  dandy  supper  dishes  to  be 
prepared  with  flair  by  the  chafing  dish  chef.  But  to  quote  my 
grandmother's  Supper  Cool  Hook.  "Try  no  new  dishes  when 
guests  are  present,  if  they  are  persons  concerning  whom  you 
have  the  least  diffidence.  '

NOTES  OF  A  HAPPY 


HOUSEKEEPEK 

BY    MARY    ELIZABETH    FALTER 


I  was  much  dismayed  the  other  evening  to  find  that  the  long 
cotton  velvet  hostess  dress  I  was  about  to  put  on  was  full  of 
wrinkles.  As  our  dinner  party  was  scheduled  for  seven,  I 
had  no  lime  to  fool  around  with  pressing  so  1  followed 
a  tip  Jenn)  once  gave  me.  I  put  the  dress  plus  a  damp  (not 
wet)  towel  in  the  dryer  and  ran  it  at  medium  heat  for  about 
fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  while  I  put  on  make-up  and  fixed 
my  hair.  When  I  was  reach  to  put  on  the  dress,  it  had  shed 
every  w  tinkle.  This  is  also  a  good  trick  for  other  types  of 
cotton,  wool,  and  synthetics  in  simple  clothes  like  trousers, 
skirts,  dresses.  I  wouldn't  recommend  it  for  silks  or  for  any- 
thing that  is  elaborately  made. 


Yesterday  I  gathered  up  an  armful  of  sweaters,  socks,  mittens, 
and  mufflers  and  went  to  work  with  a  new  wool  washing 
mixture  by  J.  Goddard  &  Sons.  Three  or  four  capfuls  in  a 
basin  of  lukewarm  water  make  generous  suds  and  when 
gently  washed  and  rinsed,  the  woolens  come  out  soft  and 
clean — no  running,  no  yellowing,  no  matting.  After  rinsing 
I  like  to  run  the  things  through  a  dry  spin  in  the  washing 
machine.  This  gets  out  every  last  bit  of  excess  water,  helps 
to  restore  their  original  shape  and,  of  course,  dries  them  faster. 


Those  little  aluminum  tabs  you  pull  to  open  a  zip-top  can 

of  soda  or  whatever  can  be  dangerously  sharp  and  capable  of 
delivering  cjuite  a  cut.  Tommy  sliced  his  finger  very  badly 
the  other  day  when  he  started  fooling  around  with  a  can  he 
had  already  opened.  No  stitches,  but  a  near  miss  because 
there  is  a  razor-sharp  edge  where  the  metal  pulls  apart. 
Mothers  of  small  children  (plus  mothers  and  fathers  them- 
selves )  take  note. 


Funny  how  small  things  can  be  very  annoying.  I  picked  up 
an  unfamiliar  brand  of  paper  toivels  the  other  day  because 
I  was  in  a  tearing  hurry.  After  I  had  put  them  on  the  roller- 
dispenser.  I  discovered  that  every  time  I  tried  to  pull  one 
off  the  roll,  I  was  left  with  only  a  part  of  a  towel  in  my  hands, 
and  raggy  shreds  hung  down  from  the  dispenser.  Was  glad 
to  get  back  to  the  store  this  morning  and  lay  in  a  stock  of  my 
favorite  brand — Scott's  Viva.

BREWSTER  CHAIR

Your  chair  is  a  Brewster 
chair,  not  a  Carver.  Both  were 
named  after  the  Pilgrim  fa- 
thers who  are  reputed  to  have 
brought  them  over  on  the 
Mayflower.  The  Brewster  has  many  more  vertical  spindles  than 
the  Carver,  which  usually  has  only  three.  Many  of  these  chairs 
were  made  until  about  1700.  Subsequently  copies  appeared  and, 
judging  from  your  snapshot,  vour  Brewster  chair  seems  to  date 
from  the  last  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century  when  a  Colonial 
revival  was  fostered  by  the  Philadelphia  Centennial  of  1876.

Whatpeople 
are  doing. . . . 


A  one-wall  dressing  room  was  created  within  a  4-by-6- 
foot  space  when  Mrs.  Donald  Sheff  recently  remodeled  her 
bedroom  and  took  the  sliding  doors  off  a  no-longer-needed 
wardrobe.  Banks  of  drawers  built  in  below  a  mirror- 
topped  counter  were  lacquered  brilliant  red.  A  wig  shelf 
was  installed  overhead,  walls  at  back  and  ends  of  niche 
were  mirrored,  and  the  whole  framed  with  theatre  dress- 
ing-room lights Architect  Charles  Moore,  who  loves 

graphics,  especially  in  the  form  of  letters  of  the  alphabet, 
incorporated  handsome  graphics  in  kitchen  built-ins 
in  the  Paul  Klotzes'  house.  On  the  wall  cabinets,  huge 
decorative  letters  spell  out  '"kitchen."  Elsewhere  in  the 
house,  a  window  seat  is  informatively  labeled  "bench." 
...In  his  own  house,  architect  William  S.  Ehrlich  is  install- 
ing a  see-through  shower  room  in  the  middle  of  the 
top-floor  master  bedroom.  The  little  room-within-a-room 
will  have  glass  walls  on  three  sides,  sliding  glass  doors  on 
the  fourth,  and  reach  upward  15  feet  to  a  skylight  that  is 
7  feet  higher  than  the  bedroom  ceiling.  In  the  blessed 
humidity  of  the  shower,  the  Ehrlichs  plan  to  grow  orchids 
and  tropical  plants,  and  arrange  them  so  they  can  be  seen 

comfortably  from  the  bed The  traditional  New  England 

formula  of  colored  house  with  white  trim  has  been  reversed 
in  the  new  modern  wing  architect  Michael  Graves  added  to 
Professor  Paul  Benacerraf's  house  on  the  Princeton 
campus.  Walls,  where  not  glass,  are  mainly  white,  but  the 
structural  details  are  in  vivid  color.  Steel  beams  and 
posts  are  clear  yellow  or  sharp  yellow-green ;  deck  railings, 
brilliant  blue;  balustrade  panels  below  them,  deep  red  — 
Visitors  driving  up  to  the  main  entrance  of  the  Earl  Jen- 
netts'  house  in  Hillsborough,  Calif,  pass  first  beneath  an 
elevated,  glass  walled  bridge  that  connects  the  two 
wings.  Designer  John  Carden  Campbell  planned  the 
bridge  to  give  the  Jennetts  unhampered  views  — as  they 
cross  from  bedrooms  to  living  room  — of  the  magnificent 

live  oak  trees  that  surround  the  house Building  on  the 

bias  is  becoming  popular  as  a  way  of  creating  spatial  sur- 
prises, of  breaking  away  from  boxy  foursquare  rooms. 
What  it  means  is  simply  setting  interior  partitions  at  a 
diagonal  to  the  outer  walls  of  the  house.  Architects  Hardy- 
Holzman-Pfeiffer  have  done  this  in  Mrs.  Otto  Spaeth's  new 


house  on  Long  Island  —  Architect  Robert  Stern  did  the 
same  in  remodeling  his  New  York  apartment  — replaced 
old  walls,  sometimes  with  diagonal  partitions,  sometimes 
with  curved  partitions.  In  remodeling  his  house  in  the 
country,  he  gave  a  foursquare  room  a  new  shape  by  build- 
ing against  a  straight  wall  a  modern  armoire  and  other 
cabinets,  all  designed  with  convex  curved  fronts Archi- 
tect Hugh  Jacobsen  is  keeping  an  eye  on  workmen  pouring 
terrazzo  into  an  oval  hole  in  the  floor  of  the  master  bed- 
room in  a  house  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Woods  Vest  in  St.  Croix. 
Sunken  recess  will  be  a  terrazzo  bathtub  to  match 
floor. ..  .When  they  move  into  their  all-foam  ski  house  in 
Vermont,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Princevalle  will  have  built- 
in  foam  furniture  designed  by  their  architect,  Felix 

Drury,  to  follow  the  shape  of  the  curvilinear  walls Two 

stone  walls,  17  feet  high  and  30  inches  thick,  bisect  the 
Robert  Graham,  Jr.,  house  in  Cos  Cob,  Conn.,  make  a 
handsome  contrast  to  the  dark  stained  vertical  siding.  But 
instead  of  having  the  walls  built  up  stone  by  stone,  archi- 
tect Eliot  Noyes  specified  a  quick  way  to  lay  the 
masonry  — stones  and  mortar  were  piled  into  removable 
wood  forms,  saving  considerable  time  and  labor.  Forms 
were  constructed  with  niches  at  certain  points  to  allow  space 
for  storage  cabinets  almost  as  deep  as  the  walls  themselves. 
...Balcony  rooms  are  great  for  increasing  the  flow  of 
space  and  light  without  decreasing  room-to-room  privacy. 
In  remodeling  a  New  York  town  house  for  the  Stanley 
Selenguts,  architect  Martin  Stein  cantilevered  a  balcony 
sitting  room  over  one  end  of  the  two-story  living  room, 
topped  it  with  a  huge  skylight  that  floods  both  rooms  with 
light.  Open  side  of  sitting  room  makes  small  space  seem 
much  larger,  hut  balcony  balustrade  cuts  off  view  of  it  from 

living  room Skylights  galore  are  giving  modern  houses 

a  new  dimension  of  light.  The  Peter  F  McSpadden  house 
looking  out  o/i  Long  Island  Sound  has  almost  a*  many 
skylights  as  windows.  Some  follow  the  slant  of  the 
pitched  roof  that  sweeps  down  from  the  peak  of  the  third 
story  tn  the  floor  level  of  the  second  story.  Some  are  like 
reverse  dormers  — instead  of  projecting  from  the  roof.  ;

In  the  super  kitchen,  built  for  us  by  the  Formica  Corporation,  the 
food-center  island,  cooking-dining  table,  and  all  storage  shelves 
are  surfaced  in  Formica — white,  green,  and  black.  \\  alls  and  ceil- 
ing are  painted,  floor  is  carpeted.  Cooking  section  of  table,  which 
includes  the  new  ceramic  glass  cooktop  by  Corning  Glass,  is  less 
than  2  feet  deep,  leaves  room  for  five  people  to  eat  in  comfort.

THE  NEW  SUPER   BATH   continued 


A  truly  luxurious  bathroom  can  give  you  a  marvelous  combination  of 
exhilaration  and  calm  that,  in  a  way.  transcends  the  room's  function. 
French  designer  Francois  Catroux's  plan  for  our  new  super  bath,  built 
for  us  by  Kohler,  fills  a  space  measuring  20  by  20  feet — a  spacious, 
private  oasis  for  two  people.  The  ideas,  the  fixtures,  and  the  wonder- 
fully practical  materials  could  all  be  adapted  to  create  an  equally  luxuri- 
ous, smaller  bathroom.  Mr.  Catroux  organized  all  the  fixtures  into  super- 
sized  islands,  and  arranged  them  like  pieces  of  furniture.  The  largest 
island  holds  Kohler's  brand-new  super  tub  (S1^  by  7  feet  I  and  an 
indoor  garden  of  the  same  size.  In  the  second  island  (4%  by  5%  feet) 
are  two  wash  basins  separated  by  a  mirrored  medicine  cabinet  that  opens 
on  both  sides  and  pivots  to  any  desired  angle.  Both  islands  are  made 
of  a  slatelike  plastic  laminate  curved  (or  post-formed  )  around  special!) 
designed  wood  frames.  Third  island  is  a  giant  pouf  (7  by  5%  feet  I  cov- 
ered with  make-believe  lambskin — perfect  for  exercising  or  after-bath 
relaxing.  Creamy  white  carpeting  covers  the  floor;  bronze-tinted  glass 
at  the  windows  filters  light.  Nonwindow  walls  are  covered  with  either 
plastic  laminate  or  mirror.  Unexpected  in  a  bathroom,  but  perfecth  at 
mp  home,  are  the  clean-lined,  subtle  sculptures  of  Larry  Bell  (near  the  tub) 
and  Harold  Persico  Paris  (near  the  pouf).  Floor  plan,  below,  shows 
relationship  of  bath  to  adjacent  walled  terraces.  Largest  window  i- 
screened  with  mirrored  louvers  adjustable  to  the  sun's  orbit;  toilet  and 
bidet  have  a  room  of  their  own,  and  all  lighting  is  controlled  b\  dim- 
mers.

A great  barn 
reconstructed 
for  the  sporting  life 
of  a  big  family 

After  years  dividing  their  time  between 
the  city  and  country,  the  Edelman  family,  JP 
Arthur  and  Teddy  and  their  six  children 
aged  4  to  18.  decided  to  settle  in  the  coun- 
try, which  they  always  loved  the  best.  In  a 
grand  gesture,  they  sold  their  town  house 
and  country  cottage  to  buy  an  old  barn, 
30  acres  with  a  trout  stream  and  a  miles- 
from-anywhere  feeling.  They  moved  the 
old  barn  4  miles  to  a  spot  on  the  bank  of 
the  stream.  All  the  beams  were  carefully 
numbered  and  tagged,  taken  down  and  re- 
assembled with  the  architect  Charles  Coiro 
directing  a  skillful  Norwegian  carpenter, 
Asbjorn  Kristiansen.  Result:  a  spacious 
house,  marvelously  designed  to  cope  w  ith  the  life  style 
of  a  large  family.  "In  the  city,  we  were  constantly 
up  against  problems  of  space,"  Mrs.  Edelman  recalls. 
"If  the  children  had  a  party,  we  had  to  sit  in  our 
bedroom.  When  one  child  wanted  to  work  quietly  at 
homework,  there  was  always  another  making  too 
much  noise."  With  nine  bedrooms — one  for  each 
child  on  the  upper  dormitory  level — a  big  playroom, 
in  addition  to  the  great  barn  living  spaces,  there  is 
privacy  for  all.  The  master  bedroom  was  purposefully 
placed  on  the  living  room  level,  out  of  the  children's 
area,  so  when  they  finally  all  leave  home  the  parents 
won't  feel  that  they're  left  among  a  lot  of  empty 
bedrooms.  With  such  heavy  traffic  throughout  the 
house,  people-proof  textures  and  materials  were  a 
top  priority.  Concrete  interior  walls,  the  barn  timber- 
ing, plus  ceramic  floor  tiles,  and  industrial  carpeting 
for  the  bedrooms  are  the  solution.  What  makes  this 
family  happy  above  all  is  the  outdoors  on  the  door- 
step, with  fishing,  swimming,  and  horseback  riding 
from  their  own  stables.

"The  most  exciting  part 
of  this  house  is  the 
green  room — a  light- filled, 
plant-filled  space." 

An  unusual  situation  in  the  old  inn  turned  out  to  be  a  glorious  advantage. 
Glassing  in  an  open  alley  between  two  wings  of  the  house  created  the 
green  room — all  windows  and  light,  a  beautiful,  plant-filled  connecting 
space,  1,  and  5,  between  the  dining  room  and  the  living  room.  The 
former  exterior  architecture,  with  shuttered  windows,  remains  un- 
touched. The  architects  chose  an  inexpensive  industrial  skylight  for  the 
transparent  roof,  8.  "My  husband's  the  plant  man  in  this  house,  so  the 
green  room  is  definitely  very  much  his  room,"  explains  Mrs.  Barney, 
7,  with  her  younger  son,  Philip.  The  floor  of  hexagonal,  terra-cotta  tiles 
is  polished  to  a  soft,  burnished  gleam.  At  the  far  end,  a  door  leads  to 
the  deck  and  garden.  To  the  left  of  the  green  room,  some  white-painted 
stairs  lead  down  to  the  living  room.

Contrasting  rooms  to  relax  in:  The  library,  1,  is  full  of  dark,  rich  colors  and  patterns,  the  master  bed- 
room. .">,  light  and  fresh.  A  charming  bay  window  was  added  to  capture  the  marvelous  seascape.  "We 
wanted  a  quiet,  comfortable  room  for  just  the  two  of  us  in  the  evening,"  Mrs.  Barney  admits.  '"The  li- 
brarv  is  just  that,  it's  so  warm  and  friendly."  They  may  watch  television  (hidden  in  the  cupboard  in  the 
center  of  the  bookcase),  listen  to  music,  or  read.

What  is  science  doing  about  it? 


used  and  very  often  misused  phrase?

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In  lie  among  the  strangest  on  earth.  Viruses,  the  scientists  learned. 
exist  in  a  slate  between  life  and  nonlife.  between  the  aliveness  of  an 
elephant,  say,  and  the  deadness  of  a  stone.  And  they  are  so  tiny 
that  they  can  only  be  seen  beneath  the  most  powerful  electron 
microscopes. 

When  outside  a  living  cell,  a  virus  looks  like  the  tiny  crystal 
thai  Dr.  Stanley  isolated  in  his  workshop.  In  this  "free  floating"  state 
a  virus  is  a  simple  beast.  It  consists  of  a  central  core  of  nucleic  acid 
wrapped  neatly  in  a  coat  of  protein.  The  central  acid  is  either  DNA1 
(the  stuff  the  genes  in  your  cells  are  made  of)    or  RNA   (the  stuff  f 
that  helps  your  genes  regulate  the  chemical  factory  found  in  each'  ll 
of  y  our  cells) . 

Once  it  invades  a  living  cell,  however,  the  virus  makes  a  Jekvll-  ' 
and-Hyde  transformation,  taking  the  cell  over  completely  for  its' 
own  purposes  and  propagation  (because  a  virus  lacks  the  machinery 
to  make  its  own  protein ) .  Some  researchers  think  viruses  simply 
bore  a  hole  through  the  cell  wall,  while  others  think  that  healthy 
cells  have  "receptor"  sites  that  are  vulnerable  to  viral  attacks. 

When  the  virus  takes  over,  the  cell  begins  to  churn  out  new 
viruses  under  the  direction  of  the  invader.  It  stops  making  the  sub 
stances  it  needs  for  its  own  life.  After  il  produces  hundreds  or 
thousands  of  new  viruses,  the  cell  often  dies.  The  virus  may  tag  along 
with  that  same  cell  or  move  on  to  invade  other  healthy  cells,  and  the 
disease  process  has  begun. 

Different  viruses  like  to  attack  different  kinds  of  cells  or  tissues. 
The  so-called  enteroviruses  such  as  polio,  for  example,  go  after  the 
intestinal  tract.  Polio  viruses  may  also  spread  to  the  central  nervous 
system.  Twent)  or  so  varieties  of  adenoviruses  head  toward  the 
adenoids,  often  causing  severe  sore  throats  in  their  victims.  Two 
different  viruses  in  the  herpes  group  (herpes  means  creeping  in 
Greek  )  cause  chicken  pox.  shingles,  and  fever  sores.  There  are  about 
500  known  viruses  and  more  are  being  discovered  each  year. 
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Very  likely  the  last  cold  you  had  was  caused  by  a 
virus.  In  fact,  there  are  more  than  one  hundred 
different  viruses  that  cause  "the  common  cold."'  and 
in  each  instance  there  is  little  you  can  do  about  it 
except  wait  out  the  course  of  the  infection. 

Viruses  are  responsible  for  man)  familiar  childhood  diseases — 
mumps,  measles,  chicken  pox,  and  rubella  (the  red  measles).  Some 
other  virus  diseases,  which  scourged  the  world  for  centuries  and 
still  do  in  places,  are  smallpox,  polio,  rabies,  yellow  fever,  mono- 
nucleosis, encephalitis,  and  hepatitis.  Some  can  be  prevented  while 
others  still  elude  medical  treatment. 

Finally,  there  is  a  growing  body  of  evidence  that  points  to  the 
virus  as  the  culprit  in  main  forms  of  cancel.  Certain  animal  leuke- 
mias.  for  example,  have  been  definitely  linked  with  viruses  and 
scientists  strongly  suspect  that  many  human  cancers  may  be 
similarly    related. 

What  i-  tin--  little  "bug"  that  can  sometimes  kill  without  warn- 
ing, at  other  limes  make  you  mildly  sick,  and  at  still  other  times 
initiate  a  disease  that  kills  slowly,  painfully? 

for  a  long  lime,  no  one  knew.  Then,  around  1900,  a  Dutch 
botanist  tried  an  experiment.  He  ground  up  some  diseased  leaves  of 
the  tobacco  mosaic  plant  and  pressed  the  juice  through  a  fine  por- 
celain filter  w  ilh  pores  -mall  enough  to  trap  bacteria.  To  his  surprise, 
the  fluid  transmitted  ease  to  healthy    plants.  He  pronounced 

it  a  "contagious  living   llu    :     or  virus,  the  Latin  word   for  poison. 

ll  was  no!  until  19.'>5  thai  a  young  scientist,  Wendell  Stanley, 
was  able  lo  isolate  a  virus  in  the  laboratory.  Hut  what  he  had  was 
not  a  living  fluid,  ll  was  a  small  grain,  or  crystal,  that  looked  some- 
thing like  a  mini  rain  of  -all  i  ar.  Nevertheless,  it  was  a 
virus,  ll  transmitted         ;ase  lo  health  tiisms.

rhe  body,  however,  is  not  totally  helpless  against  viral 
infections.  Each  virus  carries  with  it  an  "alarm  sig- 
nal" or  a  sort  of  tag  announcing  its  presence  to  the 
body.  The  tag  is  called  an  antigen:  each  virus  wears 
one  or  more  specific  to  it  on  its  outer  coat.  But  the 
dy  has  the  ability  to  make  antibodies — counterparts  to  the  foreign 
^stances  called  antigens.  When  your  body  is  alerted  to  the  presence 
foreign  substances,  it  forms  antibodies  that  rush  to  the  site  of 
!  infected  cells.  There,  the  antibodies  fit  the  antigens,  like  keys 
ing  locks,  rendering  the  virus  helpless.  The  disease  is  prevented, 
ereafter,  the  disease-specific  antibodies  circulate  freely  in  the 
)odstream  (sometimes  for  a  lifetime)  providing  immunity  against 
epeat  of  the  infection. 

Scientists  have  taken  advantage  of  this  natural  defense  in  liv- 

I  organisms   to   create  vaccines — injections   that  can   prevent   a 
althy  being  from  contracting  a  disease. 

A  vaccine  is  usually  a  weakened,  killed  or  innocuous  virus  simi- 
to  the  dangerous  virus  that  must  be  warded  off.  Salk  polio  vac- 
le,  for  example,  is  a  killed  strain  of  polio.  Once  a  vaccine  is  in 
ur  bloodstream,  your  body  goes  to  work  manufacturing  anti- 
dies  against  the  virus.  But  you  do  not  get  sick  because  the  virus 
the  vaccine  is  harmless.  Nevertheless,  your  body  now  has  the 
tibodies  it  needs  to  ward  off  the  virulent  strain  of  disease  that 
uld  attack  anytime. 

Vaccines  exist  today  for  rabies,  yellow  fever,  polio,  measles, 
umps,  and  rubella.  Other  vaccines  are  in  an  experimental  stage  and 

II  others  are  being  sought. 

But  aside  from  preventing  virus  diseases  through  vaccines, 
ere  is  really  no  way  as  yet  to  treat  such  diseases.  There  is  some 
ipe  for  the  development  of  antiviral  drugs,  but  today  these  are 
11  in  an  experimental  stage.  The  antibiotics  and  sulfa  compounds, 
nich  have  proved  so  useful  in  treating  nonviral  diseases  like  strep 
roat  or  certain  kinds  of  pneumonia  caused  by  tiny,  living  organisms 
ch  as  bacteria,  have  no  effect  on  viruses. 

Quite  recently  scientists  have  begun  to  investigate  a  new  and 
omising  way  to  treat  virus  diseases  opened  up  by  the  discovery 
|  interferon.  Interferon  is  a  natural  substance  produced  by  the 
[>dy  to  fight  viruses.  Apparently,  the  attacking  virus  stimulates  the 
:11  to  produce  the  interferon  protein,  which  is  then  carried  in  the 
oodstream  to  other  cells  and  somehow   protects  them.  Interferon 


differs  from  antibodies  in  that  it  is  not  specific  to  any  one  vim-.  It 
is  a  natural  shield  against  them  all.  Investigators  today  are  looking 
for  compounds  that  might  induce  interferon  production  so  that  once 
a  disease  has  started,  it  might  he  abated  early. 

The  battle  against  viruses  will  not  be  easy  to  win  because  viruses 
are  so  tricky.  They  "(heat."  Some  have  the  nift\  ability  to  take  on 
new  forms.  This  process  is  called  mutation.  A  virus,  for  example. 
can  alter  an  antigen  just  slightly  on  its  protein  coat.  When  it  invades 
an  organism  that  had  immunity  (or  antibodies  i  against  its  old  form. 
the  virus  finds  free  territory  in  which  to  multiply,  until  new  anti- 
bodies are  formed. 

The  Asian  flu  epidemic  of  1968-69  was  caused  bv  such  a  mutant 
strain  of  one  influenza  virus.  It  became  an  epidemic  because  no  one 
had  antibodies  providing  immunity  or  protection  to  that  new  t\  pe 
of  virus. 

Viruses  are  transmitted  easily  and  quickly.  Many  pass  from 
one  person  to  another  through  the  respiratory  tract — that  is.  your 
friend  sneezes,  you  breathe,  and  the  virus  is  transmitted.  Some  travel 
in  food  or  water  while  others  actually  bore  through  the  skin.  Certain 
insects  carry  and  transmit  viruses — the  mosquito  is  a  carrier  of  en- 
cephalitis, for  example. 

It  is  relatively  simple  to  see  how  viruses  travel  around  the 
earth,  but  the  question  remains — where  did  they  come 
from?  Scientists  frankly  do  not  know,  although  they  have 
theories. 
Some  believe  viruses  may  have  been  the  original  form 
of  life  on  this  planet.  The  chemical  environment  at  that  time  may 
have  been  quite  similar  to  the  environment  found  today  in  living 
cells.  Perhaps  the  virus  learned  to  organize  that  environment  around 
itself,  thereby  giving  birth  to  the  first  living  cell  on  earth. 

Other  scientists  suggest  that  viruses  are  renegade  molecule-  ol 
nucleic  acid  that  became  semi-independent  from  cells,  hut  that  need 
to  return  now  and  again  to  reproduce  themselves. 

Finally,  there  are  theorists  who  believe  that  viruses  have  an 
extraterrestrial  origin,  that  the\  entered  the  earth  via  meteorites  or 
in  some  other  unexplained  fashion. 

Whatever  the  origin,  viruses  are  here  and  they  can  make  you 
sick,  from  the  common  cold  even  perhaps  to  cancer.  Current  research 
is  aimed  at  finding  ways  to  ward  off  virus  diseases  before  they  begin 
and  to  try  to  find  ways  to  treat  them  once  they  have  taken  hold.

When  they  bought  a  1770 
Connecticut  farmhouse,  the)  set  about  planting  their  herb  garden  by  the  front  porch,  right, 
and  a  few  years  later,  a  more  formal  one  in  a  meadow.  As  if  fragrant  lilac  and  wisteria  were 
not  enough  to  enchant  an)  visitor  at  the  Larsons,  their  dooryard  herb  garden,  only  about 
12  by  22  feet,  is  redolent  with  tin  me  lapping  the  flagstone  paths  and  neat  borders  of  sweet 
alyssum,  lavender,  germander,  and  strawberries.

With  a  flick  of  a  switch,  you 
can  garden  even  without  a 
garden  plot  or  sunny  win- 
dow. The  secret  is  fluores- 
cent lighting  tubes,  widely 
used  in  offices  and  easily 
adapted  under  a  kitchen 
cabinet,  in  a  bookcase, 
hutch,  or  room  divider. 
Fluorescent*  recprire 
no  more  electricity  than  or- 
dinary incandescent  bulbs 
of  the  same  wattage  yet  give 
three  times  as  much  light 
and  last  longer.  Fluorescent 
light  is  diffuse  and  cool. 
Plants  will  grow  under  any 
tube — cool  white,  daylight, 
even  warm  white  and  nat- 
ural. But  many  gardeners 
prefer  the  pinkish  growth 
lubes  coated  inside  with 
phosphors  that  stress  red 
and  blue,  the  rays  plants 
respond  to  even  in  sunlight. 
Both  t\  pes  come  in  sizes  15 
inches  to  8  feet  long. 
For  Bicrh  »row  in» 
you  might  combine  cool 
white  and  daylight  tubes,  or 
use  Sylvania  Gro-Lux,  Gro- 
Lux  Wide  Spectrum,  West- 
inghouse  Plant  Gro,  G.  E.

Shrimp  Paste.  This  inter- 
esting first  course  was  suggested 
by  Elizabeth  David.  Mash  or 
pound  V2  pound  peeled  cooked 
shrimp  to  a  paste  by  hand  or  in 
a  blender.  Very  gradually,  add 
4-6  teaspoonfuls  olive  oil.  Sea- 
son with  cayenne  pepper  and 
about  1/2  teaspoonful  of  dried 
basil  warmed  in  the  oven  and 
finely  crumbled.

Parsley  Soup

bold  from  Julie  Dannenbaum. 

12  tablespoons  chopped  onion

I  cups  strong  chicken  stock 
*/2  cup  dry  white  nine 

1  teaspoon  salt 

3-4  drops  Tabasco  sauce

Cook  onion  in  butter  until  trans- 
parent, about  2  minutes.  Add 
chopped  parsley  and  cook  3  min- 
utes longer,  stirring  with  a  wood- 
en spatula.

Add  herbs,  cover,  and  turn 
heat  very  low  for  1-2  minutes. 
Serve  shrimp  on  small  plates  and 
pour  pan  sauce  over.  Serve  1/2 
lime  with  each  and  chunks  of 
French  bread  or  rolls  to  sop  up 
the  herby  juice.

(try  marjoram,  chervil,  chives, 
or  parsley  )  give  color  and  flavor 
to  cream  cheese.

He  also  dresses  a  salad  of 
sliced  raw  mushrooms  with  olive 
oil,  white  wine  vinegar,  and  a 
sprinkling  of  fresh  herbs. 

Fennel  Sauee  for  poached 
or  broiled  fish,  suggests  Craia; 
Claiborne.  Melt  !/>  cup  butter 
carefully.  Remove  and  cool 
slightly.  Add  Vi  cup  finely 
chopped  fennel  leaves,  1  table- 
spoon lemon  juice,  and  salt  and 
freshly  ground  black  pepper  to 
taste.  Serve  immediately.  Makes

Escarole  is  served  herbed  as 
a  vegetable  by  Mr.  Claiborne. 
(From  his  book,  Cooking  with 
Herbs  &  Spices."')  Wash  2 
pounds  escarole  and  trim  off 
outside  leaves.  Separate  and 
drain.  Cut  the  leaves  into  quar- 
ters.

Adds 
chopped  fresh  mint  to  hollan- 
daise  sauce  to  serve  with  lamb: 
mixes  chopped  fresh  herbs  into 
dough  for  a  savory  piecrust.

At  some  point  in  everybod)  s  lift-,  some  furniture  needs  refinishing.  It 
may  be  a  small  painted  table  vou  wish  were  a  different  color,  a  country 
chest  \  ou  loved  and  bought  despite  its  worn  spots  and  water  marks,  a 
fine  desk  you  inherited  that  has  lost  it-  luster  under  dull  veils  of  wax. 
Whatever  the  project.  \ou  want  to  do  the  job  yourself,  and  to  do  it 
creatively,  expertly.  \\  ith  this  in  mind  we  sought  the  advice  of  a  New 
York  interior  designer,  Frederick  Victoria,  who  is  famous  for  the 
qualit)  of  the  antiques  he  imports  and  for  his  restoration  work.  He  was 
kind  enough  to  let  us  ask  the  craftsmen  in  his  workroom  to  share  with 
us  their  years  ol  experience.  Their  techniques  land  surprises)  are 
marvelousl)  applicable  at  home.  For  one  thing,  don't  feel  vou  always 
have  to  take  off  all  the  old  finish.  In  Mr.  Victoria's  workroom,  a  piece 
is  vers  rarel)  stripped  all  the  wa\  to  the  raw  wood.  The  workmen  have 
respect  for  "the  original  varnish,  the  original  stain,  part  of  the  quality 
of  an  antique."  Even  in  refinishing  a  painted  piece  at  home,  you  might 
find  thai  a  smooth  undertone  of  old  color  adds  charm.  Another  tip:  If 
in  the  finishing  oi  a  piece  \ ou  w ant  to  add  a  hint  of  color,  tint  the  wax 
with  a  little  japan  paint.  \nd  a  commonsensical  reminder:  These 
skilled  craftsmen  do  all  their  work  barehanded  b\  custom  and  prefer- 
ence bul  sa\  anyone  at  home  oughl  to  wear  protective  rubber  gloves. 
Ta  remitre  paiat:  Stroke  surface  in  om-  direction  with  brush  dipped 
in  nonflammable  paint  remover,  such  as  Zip-Strip.  Paint  will  bubble. 
When  it  looks  like  ''alligator  skin''  take  up  loose  paint  with  coarse 
^00  steel  wool  pads,  gently.  Reapply  remover  if  needed. 
Tit  elean  a  varnished  finish:  Saturate  a  ^£00  steel  wool  pad  in 
mixture  of  '  :;  oil  and  -:.  benzine.  Squeeze  it  out,  and  rub  the  surface 
to  remove  dirt,  water  marks,  and  wax.  This  solution  will  not  cut  into 
varnish.  \\  ipe  with  pieces  of  cheesecloth  until  no  more  dirt  comes  up. 
Dip  fresh  cheesecloth  into  alcohol,  squeeze,  and  rub  to  neutralize  oil 
and  benzine  film.  If  dull  spots  remain — indicating  places  where  varnish 
has  worn  through  to  wood— lighten  spots  with  cheesecloth  dampened 
in  a  quick-drying  nitrocellulose  mixture  such  as  H.  Behlen's  American 
Lacquer.  (  Editors  note:  A  light  bleaching  solution  such  as  60  percent 
Clorox,  40  percent  water,  might  be  substituted:  lest  first.) 
Tit  apply  a  natural  wood  finish:  Shellac  applied  with  cheesecloth 
instead  of  a  brush  makes  a  smooth  finish.  Dip  cloth  in  mixture  of  !/£> 
white  shellac  and  l •_•  alcohol,  with  touch  ol  orange  shellac  for  tint; 
squeeze,  Glide  over  surface.  Let  dr\  one  day.  Hub  line  ^fOO(H)  steel 
wool  with  I  never  against)  wood  grain  for  satiny  finish.

THE  <.ltl  l\  BAY  TREE,  EXEMPLAR  OF  THINGS  THAT  FLOURISH,  is  one  of  the  com- 
mon kitchen  herbs  that  can  do  double  duty  as  a  house  plant.  Sometimes  called  laurel, 
Laurus  nobilis  may  be  trained  to  tree  form  or  left  to  its  own  devices  as  a  rangy  shrub- 
its  size  depending  on  the  container  you  grow  it  in.

the  handling  they  must  undergo  between  growing  field  and 
home  garden.  Lightweight  plastic  pots  filled  with  lightweight 
soil  and  wrapped  in  evaporation-retarding  plastic  film  reduce 
shipping  costs  and  give  the  plants  the  best  possible  protection 
in  transit.  Seeds,  of  course,  have  never  posed  any  shipping 
problem  but  some  of  the  newest  ways  of  handling  seeds  go  a 
long  way  toward  easing  the  gardener's  work  load.  Pre-seeded 
pots,  for  example,  need  only  to  be  kept  moist  and  well  supplied 
with  light  to  produce  setting-out  sized  plants  of  petunias  or 
what  have  you — no  bother  with  handling  tiny  seeds,  messy 
soil,  etc.,  and  the  pots  themselves  being  made  of  peat,  go 
into  the  ground  along  with  the  plants.

Winter  sports  are  double  the  fun  when  everybody  can  gather 
afterward  for  a  satisfying  collation.  No  need  an  elaborate 
repast — more  sensible  to  look  on  these  after-sports  events  as 
indoor  picnics.  Box  lunches  or  suppers,  prepared  well  in 
advance  before  hosts  and  guests  gather  at  the  slopes,  can  be 
prettily  packed,  then  enjoyed  in  unwinding  leisure  after  ' 
everyone  has  come  in.  Commercial  cake  boxes  picked  up  at  a 
bakery  serve  nicely.  Inside  might  go  cold  Rock  Cornish  game 
hens  that  have  been  roasted  with  a  hint  of  tarragon  and  grated 
fresh  ginger:  eggs  stuffed  with  chopped  ripe  or  green  olives: 
cherry  tomatoes;  cold,  small  carrots  that  have  been  baked 
with  orange  juice,  ginger,  and  olive  oil  and  dusted  with 
chopped  mint;  plus  sesame  sticks,  Swedish  crisp  bread,  an 
apple  or  pear,  and  a  foil-wrapped  serving  of  Camembert.

Stopped  by  a  sewing  center  the  other  day  to  pick  up  some 
elbow  patches  for  Tommy's  sweater  and  came  away  with  a 
real  treasure — transparent  nylon  thread.  You  can  use  it 
on  any  color,  and  it  will  sew  anything  on  your  sewing  machine 
so  you  don't  have  t<>  keep  changing  spools  and  bobbins  as 
you  work  on  different  colors  and  fabrics.  I  also  like  it 
for  drawing  together  small  holes  and  rips  in  the  children's 
sweaters,  and  I'm  planning  to  buy  another  spool  to  keep  in  the 
laundry  room  for  quick  repairs.  Gudebrod  Sew-Gud  Com- 
pan\   makes  it. 


We  finally  got  around  to  washing  the  neiv  Nottingham 

lace  curtains  in  our  bedroom.  They're  awfully  pretty  in  this 
old  Victorian  house  because  they're  worked  in  one  of  the 
original  old  patterns.  But  although  I  knew  they  were  wash* 
aide.  I  was  concerned  about  drying  them  without  stretchers, 
which  are  hard  to  conic  by  these  days.  Taking  no  chances 
with  the  washing  procedure.  Jenny  and  f  filled  the  machine 
with  lukewarm  water  and  a  modest  amount  of  our  regular 
laundry  powder  and  let  the  curtains  soak  for  about  half  an 
hour  before  we  started  the  washer,  which  we  set  for  drip-dry 
and  a  cold  rinse. 

To  dry  the  curtains  we  rigged  up  two  clotheslines  in  the 
laundry  room,  about  a  foot  apart,  pinned  one  end  of  each 
curtain  to  one  line  and  the  other  end  to  the  second,  smoothing 
it  as  much  as  we  could.  To  keep  the  lace  taut  as  it  dried,  we 
put  a  bamboo  rug  pole  in  the  middle  of  the  curtain  to  hold  it 
down.  Since  the  pole  was  round  it  didn't  leave  a  mark,  and 
il  was  heavy  enough  to  provide  the  tension.  Happy  to  say 
the  curtains  came  out  beautifully. 


The  latest  item  to  delight  this  gadgetdiappy  family  is  a 
dimmer  for  individual  lamps — a  device  designed  to  turn 
any  type  of  lamp  into  a  completely  adjustable  source  of  light. 
The  dimmer,  which  is  about  3  inches  long  and  has  its  own 
control,  screws  into  the  lamp  socket:  and  the  light  bulb,  in 
turn,  screws  into  the  dimmer.

ANTIQLTE 
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CHINESE 
MINIATURE  CANNON 

/  friend  of  mine  dug  up 
this  miniature  cannon  in

Your  small-scale  fertress  cannon  made  of  steatite  (the  real  name 
of  soapstone)  was  made  in  China  early  in  the  nineteenth  century. 
It  illustrates  well  the  Chinese  zest  for  copying  and  the  extent  to 
which  they  carried  it.  Much  more  commonly  found  are  the  ex- 
amples made  of  metal.

II  hat  can  you  tell 
me  about  it?  M.C. — Arlington,  Id. 

Jennens  and  Bettridge  of  Birmingham  pio- 
neered the  use  of  papier-mache  for  furniture 
in  the  l»2()s.  Their  famous  pearl  shell  inlay 
was  patented  in  1825,  and  in  time  they  made 
the  hulk  of  all  papier-mache  furniture.  How- 
ever, owing  to  the  limitations  of  papier- 
mache  and  its  unsuitahility  for  legs  and  frames  of  furniture, 
much  thai  survives  has  a  wood  or  metal  frame,  and  only  chair 
harks  and  nonstructural  parts  are  papier-mache.  Your  chair, 
painted  ^ill  and  set  with  mother-of-pearl,  would  have  to  be  ex- 
amined to  determine  if  it  is  entirely  or  only  in  part  papier-mache.

In  1887.  a  second  company  was 
formed  under  the  same  management  known  as  La  Belle  China 
Co.  They  called  their  semiporcelain  "La  Belle  China."  and  your 
mark  is  one  used  since  1893.  So  your  china  dates  after  that.

An  authentic  Japanese  house,  for  sale  in  upper  New 
York  State,  so  intrigued  producer  George  Abbott  that  he 
bought  it,  moved  it  to  some  property  he  owns  nearby,  and 
added  a  bedroom  wing  completely  faithful  to  the  architec- 
ture of  the  house  — now  his  country  retreat. 
By  building  down  instead  of  out,  Atlanta  architect  John 
C.  Portman  acquired  a  pool  house  for  the  swimming  pool  on 
the  grounds  of  his  new  house  without  encroaching  on  the 
handsome  woodland  that  fringes  the  pool  terrain.  The  pool, 
itself  an  oval,  is  set  into  a  round,  slightly  raised  terrace  from 
which  steps  lead  down  to  a  round  living  area  with  a  bow- 
front  fireplace,  a  round  bedroom,  and  two  bath-dressing 
rooms  — all  tucked  away  underground  beneath  the  pool  and 
its  companion  terrace. 

With  no  place  to  go  but  up,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dale  Keller, 
who  live  on  the  top  floor  of.  a  Hong  Kong  apartment  house, 
got  the  rights  to  the  roof  and  built  on  it  an  entertaining-room 
(access  is  provided  by  a  spiral  iron  staircase)  surrounded 
by  a  terrace  that  is  really  their  garden —  always  green  with 
pots  of  flowering  plants. 

Children's  playroom  into  grown-up  party  room  was 
a  bright  idea  Mrs.  Marion  Lewis  had  for  her  house  in  San 
Francisco.  ''The  children  always  had  so  much  fun  there,  so 
why  shouldn't  we?"

can  seat  twenty-four. The  turnabout  twist:  For  parties,  Mrs. 
Zell  separates  the  dining  tables,  normally  pushed  together 
in  the  center  of  the  room,  opens  up  two  of  the  consoles  and 
moves  them  away  from  the  wall.  This  gives  her  a  quartet  of 
tables,  each  seating  six.  The  third  console,  still  a  buffet, 
goes  just  outside  the  dining  room  door. 

Wash  basins  under  the  windows  is  one  of  English 
designer  David  Hicks's  tricks  for  a  bathroom  with  a  view  so 
beautiful  it  must  be  admired.  And  in  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Peter 
Saunders's  country  house,  he  designed  a  bathroom  for  Mrs. 
Saunders  (an  American,  loving  living  in  England  )  with  not 
only  a  splendid  view  but  also  two  decorative  obelisks  that 
support  a  glass  make-up  table.

The  American  life  style  involves  children  joining  in  with  the  grown-ups.  In  today's  version  of  the  New  England  farmhouse, 
the  family  gets  together  in  this  great  room  for  dining,  reading,  playing  games,  or  listening  to  music.  The  wood-siding  walls 
from  a  Massachusetts  tohacco  barn  are  most  practical  for  young  people  and  pets.  So  too,  the  dark  quilted  print  on  the  sofa, 
chairs,  and  window  seat.  Lots  of  storage  space  for  toys,  books,  and  games  is  along  one  wall,  with  more  drawers  for  comic  papers 
under  the  window  seat.  Because  the  parents  wish  their  children  to  "learn  to  appreciate  good  things,"  Sheraton  chairs  group 
around  an  extendible  Louis  XVI  mahogany  dining  table.  The  antique  Welsh  dresser  is  filled  with  beautiful  Wedgwood  plates. 
"This  family  lives  as  a  family,"  says  the  architect  Edward  Collins.  "Although  this  room  is  so  large  to  serve  many  purposes,  it 
feels  right  for  any  one  function."

In  the  New  England  farmhouse,  the  marvelous  bathroom,  opposite  page,  with  side-by-side  tubs  is  a  great  room  for  two  people 
to  relax  in,  with  an  adjustable  exercise  bench,  a  soft  expanse  of  white  carpet,  books  within  elbow  reach,  and  favorite  drawings 
and  photographs  on  the  walls.  In  the  gloriously  sunny  farmhouse  kitchen,  below,  with  working  surfaces  of  buttermilk  tiles, 
the  traffic  circulates  around  the  center  cooking  island.  Equipment  for  the  large  family  includes  two  dishwashers,  two  self- 
cleaning  ovens,  two  warming  drawers  and  a  do-every thing  electric  food  center.  The  mud  room,  above,  is  one  of  two  special 
entrances  for  children  with  barnyard  dirty  boots  and  clothes,  has  individual  storage  for  each  child.  The  carpet,  grass  green  to 
bring  the  outdoors  in,  is  of  carefree  acrylic  fiber.  Bright  vinyl  wallpaper  in  the  adjoining  washroom  resists  muddy   fingers.

In  the 
New  England  farmhouse,  the  flagstoned  porch,  opposite  page,  off  the  living  room,  has  slid- 
ing glass  doors  on  three  sides  and  is  filled  with  greenery  and  wicker  and  friendly  animals 
— a  china  leopard,  some  bronze  peacocks,  a  swan  in  basketwork.  Architect  Edward  Collins 
gave  it  a  key  "elbow  position"  in  the  house  with  a  great  semicircular  view  and  a  fanciful 
hip  roof  that  creates  interesting  patterns  of  light  on  die  high  w  alls.  A  bird  feeder  outside  on 
the  terrace  invites  a  continuous  flutter  of  movement — a  joy  to  watch  from  the  inside  at  all 
seasons.  The  free-form  pool,  above,  designed  by  the  landscape  architect  Edward  Stone,  Jr., 
is  painted  black  to  appear  like  a  woodland  pond.  Even  the  diving  board  is  a  slab  of  natural 
stone.  The  plan,  below,  shows  the  whole  house  with  five  bedrooms  for  children  on  the  sec- 
ond floor.

2'd  be  very  surprised  if  this  country  doesn't  remain  the  center  of 
art  until  the  end  of  this  century.  Collecting  is  an  American  pastime 
now,"  remarks  Peregrine  Pollen,  president  of  Parke-Bernet  Galleries. 
The  son  of  an  old  English  family  of  art  collectors,  a  tall  handsome  man 
of  thirty-nine,  he  is  very  alert  and  vocal. 

"But  there's  a  difference  in  the  way  people  collect  here.  The  dynastic 
European  sense  doesn't  exist.  Often  large  private  collections  are  sold 
when  the* owner  dies  and  the  son  starts  a  new  collection.  He  wants  to 
get  in  on  the  action  of  the  art  that's  popular  in  his  own  time.  And  it's 
a  very  healthy  atmosphere  for  art.  It's  fashionable  to  say  Americans 
buy  for  investment,  and  I  think  it's  a  little  unfair.  If  somebody  buys 
to  make  a  profit,  the  fact  is  that  the  picture  on  the  wall  will  influence 
him  and  his  children.  The  art  doesn't  change:  fie  does.  So  it  really 
doesn't  matter  if  he  buys  for  social  prestige  or  for  money. 

"Creativity  is  here  in  all  ways,  not  just  art.  America  has  taken 
advantage  of  the  talent  that  was  driven  here  by  European  upheavals; 
it  has  invented  movies,  it  has  incorporated  art  into  fashion,  fabrics  — 
you  see  the  influence  of  Picasso  or  Mondrian  in  every  shopwindow. 
Then  there  are  the  happenings,  the  totally  involved  music,  art,  films, 
theatre.  Budgets  that  go  to  city  museums  are  incredibly  greater  than 
in  European  counterparts.  Americans  set  themselves  an  incredibly  high 
standard  of  comfort.  They're  cool  when  they  want  to  be  cool,  warm 
when  they  want  to  be  warm.  Faucets  always  work.  As  a  European  I 
delight  in  these  comforts  of  life.  But  there  is  this  drawback,  sometimes 
you  long  for  a  little  discomfort,  a  bit  of  untidiness.  I  thoroughly  dislike 
the  kind  of  house  with  the  magazines  laid  down  on  the  table  square  to 
the  last  millimeter,  and  which  looks  as  if  it  has  been  untouched  by- 
human  experience.  There  is  another  aspect  of  life  that  I  don't  care  for 
when  I  see  it:  the  feeling  that  possessions  possess  people.  I  don't  like 
this  personally,  certainly  not  when  it  gets  to  the  worship  stage  and 
objects  have  more  importance  than  children  in  the  home.  But  on  the 
other  hand,  I'm  glad  Americans  are  taking  pride  in  their  own  antique 
furniture.  Today  a  Philadelphia  Chippendale  chair  will  fetch  ten  times 
what  an  English  Chippendale  chair  would,  just  because  it's  American. 
This  is  a  perfectly  healthy  feeling.  Americans  have  had  to  enjoy  music 
and  art  from  Europe  for  so  long,  at  last  they're  beginning  to  see  that 
some  of  their  own  work  in  the  decorative  arts  is  good."

Before  they  e\en  stepped  inside  the  enchanting  villa  on  the  French 
Riviera,  with  its  cloistered  garden  and  grass)  terraces  that  fall  away  to  the  sea.  they  knew 
the)  uere  destined  to  own  il.  They  saw  in  the  house  a  beautiful  romantic  resting  place 
they  could  go  whenever  the)  fell  like  forgetting  their  enormously  bus)  work  sched- 
uler bile.

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We  furnished  the 
living  room,  poised 
between  a  garden 
and  the  sea,  for  peace 
and  comfort:  islands 
of  soft  padded  sofas 
and  chairs— all  washed 
in  tranquil  blue! 

When  the  Lawrences  first  visited  the  villa,  it 
was  owned  by  Roderick  Cameron,  a  travel 
writer  and  long-time  friend  of  mine,  and  his 
mother,  Lady  Kenmare.  They  had  bought  it 
in  1939  after  the  German  High  Command,  who 
used  it  during  the  war,  left  it  in  utter  ruins. 
Mr.  Cameron  completely  redesigned  the  old 
house  ( nothing  of  the  original  stands  today 
except  the  foundation  and  cloister)  and  filled  it 
with  splendid  furniture  and  Italian  bronzes,  all 
against  a  neutral  background.  The  Lawrences 
were  so  enchanted  by  it  that  we  decided  only 
to  simplify  all  that  elegance  for  their  modern 
American  style  of  living,  and  to  fill  it  with  the 
contemporary  American  paintings  and  draw- 
ings they  love.  Before,  the  house  was  literally 
without  color,  like  a  photograph  in  black  and 
white.  We  have  simply  reshot  it  in  color.  What 
I  love  most  about  the  house — especially  the 
living  room — is  its  wonderful  luminosity.  By 
day,  light  from  the  garden  streams  through  the 
arched  windows  to  play  with  light  from  the 
windows  facing  the  sea.  At  night,  an  ingenious 
lighting  plan,_by  Charles  Sevigny,  a  brilliant 
young  American  designer  who  lives  in  Paris,  of 
ceiling  spots  and  lamps  on  tables,  sculptures  the 
room  with  light  and  shadow  into  a  space  full 
of  mystery  and  life.

In  the  summer  bedroom,  the  walls  are  covered 
with  an  old  beige  Chinese  wallpaper  with  a  design  of  white  bamboo  and  little  white 
birds  with  brilliant  plumage  that  Lady  Kenmare  herself  painted.  The  winter  bedroom, 
except  for  lemon  yellow  curtains,  is  entirely  white:  cool  while-painted  clay  tile  floor, 
silky  as  cream  underfoot,  and  a  great  big  bed  all  hung  with  film)  while  cotton  voile. 

There  are  live  guest  rooms,  each  of  them  treated,  as  all  guest  rooms  should  be, 
like  another  master  bedroom:  comfortable,  convenient,  and  full  of  personal  luxuries. 
Off  the  second-floor  hall  that  leads  to  all  these  bedrooms  is  a  small  alcove  with  a  floor 
of  worn  old  tiles  that  were  manufactured  in  the  south  of  France — not  far,  in  fact, 
from  the  villa.  The  paintings  there  are  modern,  the  furniture  stands  entirely  on  its  own.

Mrs.  Lasker  and  a  group  of  friends  be- 
gan by  planting  flowering  trees  in  Central 
Park.  Then  "to  persuade  the  Parks  Depart- 
ment that  flowers  could  survive  despite  auto- 
mobile fumes"  she  planted  twenty  of  the 
center  strips  of  Park  Avenue  with  tulips  and 
daffodils.  This  was  the  inspiration  for  New 
York's  continuing  Salute  to  the  Seasons. 
She  and  her  stepchildren  gave  flowering 
cherry  trees  and  40,000  white  daffodils  to 
the  United  Nations  Garden  as  a  memorial 
to  her  husband,  a  noted  pioneer  in  advertis- 
ing and  medical  philanthropy.  Through  the 
Society  for  a  More  Beautiful  National  Capi- 
tal, an  outgrowth  of  her  friend  Lady 
Bird  Johnson's  beautification  com- 
mittee, Mrs.  Lasker  and  others  have 
planted  galaxies  of  1. 300.000  daffo- 
dils along  the  Potomac,  10,000 
azaleas  along  Pennsylvania  Avenue, 
2,800  white  dogwoods  in  Lady  Bird 
Johnson  Park,  and.  with  Mr.  Andre 
Meyer,  2,000  cherry  trees  on  the 
river  road  around  Hains  Point.  "All 
this  is  not  a  luxury — masses  of  flow- 
ers where  masses  of  people  pass  by 
give  pleasure  everyday  to  thousands. 
Beauty  is  also  good  business  for  a 


town.  It  attracts  tourists  and  gives  joy  and 
pride  to  its  citizens. 

"In  very  personal  small  ways  anyone 
can  make  a  town  more  beautiful."  Mrs. 
Lasker  feels.  Gardens.  Window  boxes.  A 
tree  planted  in  honor  of  a  friend.  Masses  of 
flowering  fruit  trees  at  the  entrances  and 
exits  of  villages.  Or  daffodils  or  iris  that 
"come  up  every  year  and  don't  cost  anything 
for  maintenance."

To  the  religious  family,  of 
course,  the  funeral  ceremony,  presided  over  by  their 
clergyman  only  a  personal  but  a  public  profes- 

sion of  fa  sharing  with  others,  it  is  a  source  of

Mrs.  Lasker  mentions  communities  where  individual  con- 
cern and  citizen  committees  have  clearly  made  a  difference. 
"Great  Barrington.  Mass.,  has  flowering  crab  apples  along  its 
main  street.  A  shopping  area  in  Canaan.  Conn.,  has  well- 
planted  green  tubs  with  evergreens  and  geraniums  and  i\\. 
and  they  make  the  town  very  ga\  and  fixed-up  looking.  In 
Beverly  Hills,  you'll  see  a  street  planted  with  grandiflora  mag- 
nolias and  another  with  blue-flowering  jacaranda  trees.  The 
astonishment  of  it!"  She  also  feels  that  "developers  certainly 
(Might  to  plant  street  trees  with  a  plus — trees  that  flower."  She 
cites  Kenwood,  a  suburb  near  Washington.  D.C.,  with  forty 
blocks  of  \oshino  cherries.  "A  developer  planted  them  as 
tiny  whips  and  now  they  form  blossoming  arches  over  all  the 
streets.  Can  you  imagine  anything  more  beautiful?" 

Asked  about  rumors  of  red  tape,  permission  delavs.  and 
long-term  obligations.  Mrs.  Lasker  is  briskly  encouraging. 
"Call  up  your  parks  department  and  say,  "I  want  to  help  you, 
I  want  to  give  you  something.'  Call  up  your  state  and  county 
highway  departments.  Permission  is  easilv  gotten.  Go  to  Your 
best  local  nurseryman  and  say,  'I  want  to  do  something  on  a 
small  scale — or  a  big  scale — that  wont  be  any  trouble  after 
it  is  planted.  What  is  best?  How  much  will  it  cost?'  And  many 
nurserymen  will  give  something  or  will  lower  prices  to  make 
a  contribution  to  their  community.  And  they  see  it  will  be 
good  advertising  for  them."  She  admits  that  cities  are  some- 
times loath  to  say  they  will  maintain  plantings.  "But  on  the 
strips  down  the  middle  of  Park  Avenue,  for  instance,  mainte- 
nance simply  means  picking  up  pieces  of  paper,  occasionally 
a  broken  umbrella,  pulling  up  weeds,  and  watering  ever) 
week  or  ten  days  when  it  is  dry.  Most  <  it\  parks  departments 
have  water  trucks  or  you  make  private  arrangements."

the  handling  they  must  undergo  between  growing  field  and 
home  garden.  Lightweight  plastic  pots  filled  with  lightweight 
soil  and  wrapped  in  evaporation-retarding  plastic  him  reduce 
shipping  costs  and  give  the  plants  the  best  possible  protection 
in  transit.  Seeds,  of  course,  have  never  posed  any  shipping 
problem  but  some  of  the  newest  ways  of  handling  seeds  go  a 
long  way  toward  casing  the  gardener's  work  load.  Pre-seeded 
pots,  for  example,  need  only  to  be  kept  moist  and  well  supplied 
with  light  to  produce  setting-out  sized  plants  of  petunias  or 
what  have  you — no  bother  with  handling  tiny  seeds,  messy 
soil,  etc.,  and  the  pots  themselves  being  made  of  peat,  go 
into  the  ground  along  with  the  plants.  Another  really  new 
idea  for  your  garden  this  spring  is  buying  your  flower  seeds 
in  planting  tapes  with  machine-spaced  seeds  at  exact  intervals 
so  that  the  flowers  are  ideally  spaced  to  grow  to  their  right 
size  without  any  need  of  being  transplanted.  Just  think  ot  all 
the  time  it  saves — no  growing  from  seed  in  flats  and  then 
thinning  and  transplanting  into  the  garden  later.  Planting 
tapes  have  proved  themselves  in  commercial  vegetable  crops 
and  at  last  they  are  being  offered  to  the  home  gardener.  The 
water  soluble  tape  is  placed  at  the  proper  depth  in  the  ground 
for  straight  rows  or  circular  patterns.  As  the  tape  dissolves 
the  seeds  grow  into  mature  plants  and  are  spaced  for  a  great 
show  in  the  garden.

To 
begin  with,  you  need  several  acres  of  land,  prefer- 
ably on  a  south-facing  slope,  and  a  climate  with  cold 
winters  and  ample  precipitation.  A  maple  orchard 
or  sugarbush,  as  it  is  usually  calSed,  will  produce  at 
the  age  of  about  thirty-five  and  go  on  with  very  little 
care  upward  of  100  years.  The  Forest  Service  Divi- 
sion of  ■the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  been 
doing  research  en  sugar  maples  and  has  selected  va- 
rieties with  sap  a  great  deal  sweeter  than  the  ordi- 
nary run  of  trees.  They  have  also  developed  vacuum 
equipment  to  draw  more  than  the  usual  quantities  of 
sap,  so  xhe  sugarbush  of  the  future  will  be  much  more 
profitable  Shan  those  of  the  past.

M  f  living  halls  can  sparkle  with  extra  color  and  pattern,  a 
m  little  hallway  can  be  a  firecracker.  Just  the  application  of 
a  terrific  color  can  charge  a  drab  hall  with  vitality.  You  sta\ 
there  so  briefly — why  not  make  it  a  dazzling  experience?  Of 
course,  in  a  hallway  that  is  an  extension  of  another  room, 
I  would  not  <io  so  far  as  to  introduce  an  altogether  new  and 
unrelated  color.  If  the  living  room  is  done  in  shades  of  apricot, 
for  instance,  I  might  paint  the  hallway  a  rich,  almost  tomato 
color — intensification,  rather  than  competition.  Or  I  might 
wallpaper  the  hall  with  a  brilliant  pattern  that  would  simply 
be  too  much  for  the  living  room.  Although  there's  no  need 
for  any  other  ornamentation  when  you  use  wallpaper,  don't 
make  the  mistake  of  thinking  that  it  precludes  hanging  pictures. 
A  hallway  can  make  a  wonderful  little  gallery  for  drawings, 
prints,  and  even  small  paintings  that  might  be  lost  if  the  room 
were  bigger.  I  would  never  hang  a  large  painting  in  a  narrow 
hallway,  though.  To  really  see  it,  you'd  have  to  be  pinned 
against   the   opposite   wall.

AN  ARCHITECT  SPEAKS  HIS  MIND 

continued  from  page  20 

What  initio's  a  good  client? 

Someone  basically  who  has  faith  in  his  architect.  One  who 
can  learn.  One  who  provokes  positive  change.  A  had  client 
is  one  who  does  not  recognize  the  role  of  the  architect  as 
an  artist,  as  an  interpreter  of  the  client's  needs  and  ideas. 
If  a  client's  ego  is  too  great,  change  seems  an  imposition 
to  him.  Both  the  architect  and  the  client  have  to  he  willing 
to  accept  positive  changes  and  the  growth  of  ideas  during  the 
whole  process.  The  possibility  of  change  in  a  building  should 
never  stop  until  it  is  finished.  A  building  gets  better  and 
better  during  construction. 

What  hind  of  information  do  yon  lihe  to  receive  front 
a  client  when  you  first  sit  dotrtt  to  talk  about  designing 
a  n 4' a-  house? 

A  client  should  always  give  his  architect  a  clear  program  of 
his  needs.  This  starts  ideas  generating,  gives  a  framework 
to  the  initial  planning  stages.  Personal  specifics  are  what 
count.  For  example,  it  interests  me  very  much  to  know 
if  someone  has  a  violent  dislike  to  large  glass  areas  or  too 
much  outdoor  light  in  a  bedroom.  Then  once  the  client's 
needs  are  well  understood,  it's  up  to  the  architect  to  interpret 
and  synthesize  those  ideas,  and  to  make  art.  At  that  point,  the 
client  has  to  let  go,  to  trust,  be  ready  to  he  flexible,  and  open 
to  surprises  in  design. 

I  definitely  feel  that  the  great  buildings  are  those  that 
recognize  the  client's  role  as  initiator.  A  house  evolves  jointly 
between  client  and  architect.  If  an  architect  was  simply  trying 
to  satisf\  his  own  ego,  there  are  easier  ways  of  doim?  that. 
Designing  and  building  a  house  is  a  very  painful,  slow, 
meticulous,  nonlucrative  process.  You  do  architecture  because 
you  love  it. 

ffoir  van  one  save  money  on  a  house? 

One  of  the  most  important  things,  I  think,  is  to  have  a  com- 
pletely different  approach  to  the  planning  and  shaping  of 
spaces.  Traditionally,  spaces  have  been  visualized  and  valued 
by  their  square  footage.  But  now  in  even  the  smallest  spaces 
you  can  do  fantastic  things  to  create  the  illusion  of  space. 
Piercing  walls  with  various  openings — to  another  space,  an- 
other level,  to  the  outdoors — to  make  a  room  flow  on  beyond 
its  boundaries  and  draw  the  eye  away  from  corners.  Bringing 
in  light  and  views  to  make  spaces  alive.  Opening  rooms  up- 
ward several  stories  to  create  vertical  movement  as  well  as 
horizontal.  You  could  call  it  an  economy  of  means.  But  the 
question  is  difficult  because  quality  in  a  house  is  expensive — 
and  worth  it. 

With  so  many  architects  notradays  concentrating  on 
urban  problems  rather  than  single  buildings,  trhat 
do  you  consider  your  role  us  an  architect? 

I  firmly  believe  that  urban  problems  are  building  problems. 
Corbusier  said  there  is  no  such  thing  as  city  planning,  it's 
all  architecture.  I  think  it's  crucial  to  remember  that.  An 
artist  should  he  able  to  transcend  the  immediacy  of  a  crisis.

My  kitchen  cupboards  are  far  brighter  and  more  orderly 
these  days  since  I've  fitted  them  out  with  a  set  of  new  plastic 
containers  for  staples  like  cornmeal,  oatmeal,  pasta, 
cookies,  crackers,  brown  sugar.  No  more  messy  dog-eared 
packages.  The  containers  are  made  of  Republic's  new  Apollo- 
ware  named  for  the  Apollo  II  space  flight,  for  which  the  Re- 
public Moulding  Company  made  special  containers  for  lunar 
rock  and  soil  samples.

Plastic,  with  a  linen-textured  finish,  it 
comes  in  25-foot  rolls,  in  both  12-  and  22-inch  widths,  which 
correspond  to  the  depths  of  standard  shelves,  cabinets,  and 
draw eis.  It's  eas)  to  cut.  lies  flat  without  adhesives,  yet  is 
eas\  to  remove.  Besides,  it's  washable,  stain  resistant,  inex- 
pensive,  and  comes  in  seven  colors.

The 
use  oi  a  backstamp  on  the  underside  of  your  plate — such  as  you 
copied — is  a  feature  of  great  interest  associated  with  transfer-printed 
pottery.  In  your  case,  it  gives  the  name  of  the  maker  and  the  title 
ot  the  fanciful  scene  on  the  plate.

This  tiled  ship's  stove  has  brass  trim.  On  the 
bark  is  written  "Murdoch  Parlor  Grate  Co., 
Boston  Ms.  '  /'lease  let  me  know  what  you 
can   find  out   about   this  stove.

Tiled  grates  ol  this  type  were  popular  for 
household  use  around  1880-1890.  They  re- 
quired an  outlet  or  chimney  and  were  often 
attached  to  the  fireplace.  Your  grate  suggests  English  rather  than 
American  manufacture.  It  was  probably  imported  and  sold  by 
Murdock  of  Ho>ton. 

BLACK  BASALT  TEAPOT

teas  made.  It  has  no  mark,  but  has  a  little 
widow  figure  on  the  lid  and  pineapple  stripes 
on  the  sides.

Without  a  mark  it  is  difficult  to  determine 
where  or  when  your  teapot  was  made.  Several 
factories  were  making  black  basalt  in  the  late  eighteenth  and  early 
nineteenth  centuries  and  many  of  these  productions  were  not  marked. 
Your  teapot  is  probably  of  this  period.  We  cannot  say  which  pottery 
may   have   made   it,  but   it   does  show   commendable  workmanship.

Typical  breakfast  party  drinks 
like  the  Bloody  Mary,  the  Screwdriver,  or  the  Salty  Dog  are 
all  the  more  pleasurable  because  the  seducer,  alcohol,  comes 
in  such  innocent  uuise. 

Oddlx  enough,  the  choice  of  drinks  for  breakfastis  greater 
than  for  an)  other  time.  First  there  are  the  mixtures  of  juice 
and  \odka.  or  other  spirits,  probably  the  most  perfect  bracers 
ever  invented.  Next,  the  aperitifs,  light  enough  to  go  down 
easih.  \et  potent  enough  to  give  a  small,  delicious  glow.  Then 
there  are  the  wine  drinks,  made  with  red  or  white  wine-,  or 
champagne.

In  the  late  1930s  Jane  Grant  and  I 
made  a  house  out  of  a  small  barn  in 
Litchfield.  Conn.  The  idea  was  t<> 
have  ""a  little  place  in  the  country" 
to  which  we  could  bring  our  work.

We 
were  writers,  and  it  seemed  reason- 
able that  writing  could  he  done  as 
well  in  the  country  as  in  New  York 
City.  Oilier  people  did  it.  We  did  it.

field was  torture,  for  nature  beck- 
oned so  seductively  that  I  spent  far 
more  time  with  her  than  with  my 
work.  My  first-hand  experiences  as 
a  gardener  started  properly  the  day 
I  stopped  pushing  furniture  from 
one  place  to  another  inside  and  went 
outside  and  found,  with  some 
amazement,  that  we  needed  a  lawn. 
To  get  the  other  principal  char- 
acter in  this  cast  into  the  readers 
mind  at  this  point,  I  shall  explain 
that  Jane  Grant  and  1  are  married. 
She  is  a  professional  woman  who 
has  always  kept  her  maiden  name 
on  the  grounds  that  it's  the  only 
thing  she  has  so  really  her  own  it 
can't  be  taken  away,  and  that  as 
men  don't  lose  their  names  on  a 
marriage  day  she  sees  no  logic  in  a 
woman  losing  hers  in  this  unequal 
tradition.  I  subscribe  to  this  and 
i ibjecl  ju-t  a-  much  to  beinp  called 
Mi.  Grant,  which  sometimes  hap 
pen-,  a-  I  do  to  hearing  her  ad- 
dressed as  Mi-.  Harris.  My  habit  of 
referring  to  her  as  ""Grant     goes 


back  to  the  1920s,  when  I  worked 
on  a  newspaper.  In  the  city  room 
we  put  a  "Mr."  in  front  of  the  names 
of  all  our  immediate  bosses,  except 
(or  the  assistant  city  editor,  a  fellow 
we  did  not  hold  in  high  regard.  We 
called  him  by  his  last  name,  as 
usual,  just  as  we  were  called.  Miss 
Grant,  who  had  a  long  stint  on  the 
Netv  York  Times,  was  first  called 
"Grant,  '  then  nicknamed  "Fluff," 
largely  because  she  worked  out  her 
assignments  more  quickly  than 
some  of  her  colleagues  and  had  time 
to  give  dancing  lessons  in  the  halls 
to  reporters  who  had  never  bothered 
to  learn  to  dance. 

When  we  moved  into  our  house 
in  the  Litchfield  Hills.  Grant  and  a 
friend  took  over  the  inside  of  the 
house;  my  work,  except  for  sinning 
heavy  stuff  around  for  them,  was  on 
the  outside.  ( )ur  lot  consisted  of  ] !'{ 
acres.  It  was  knee  high  in  hay, 
except  where  it  had  been  battered 
down  by  the  workmen. When  I  dis- 
covered that  we  needed  a  lawn.  I 
decided  thai  to  get  one  we  would 
have  to  plow  up  a  hit  of  the  meadow 
and  seed  it.  But  tin-  idea  met  with 
no  enthusiasm  Giant  said  that 
dust  would  blow  into  our  nice  new 
quarters  during  the  rest  of  the  sum- 


mer. I  certainly  did  not  want  to  de 
the  inside  cleaning,  including  win

i  I  recalled  these  routines,  I 
ied  about  the  amount  of  water 
able  — most  of  my  experience 


had  been  in  arid  California  and 
Colorado,  where  we  irrigated  with 
hoses  because  there  was  never  rain 
when  it  was  needed.  Then  I  met 
George  Luca,  a  strapping,  hand- 
some lad,  about  twenty-two.  He 
needed  work,  we  needed  him,  and 
these  needs  worked  out.  George  had 
worked  at  the  Litchfield  country 
club  for  a  spell  and  had  learned  a  lot 
about  grass.  He  assured  me  that  the 
country  club  never  irrigated  its  fair- 
ways and  that  they  always  looked 
well.  He  also  told  me  that  the  club 
seeded  its  fairways  in  the  fall  and 
that  the  dairy  farmers  seeded  hay 
meadows  as  soon  as  they  had  cut 
corn  for  ensilage,  which  was  just 
before  the  first  frost. This  certainly 
confirmed  my  aunt's  fall-not-spring 
seeding  ideas.  The  turf,  if  it  can  be 
called  that,  of  hay  grasses  is  thin 
and  reedy  and  when  first  cut  the 
ground  shows  through  plainly  and 
is  downright  dusty  in  a  hard  wind. 
But  after  several  mowings  these 
field  grasses  start  to  spread  a  bit; 
from  the  distance  they  look  well. 
Grant  came  out  one  day  and  said, 
"What  are  you  playing?"  I  said 
that  I  was  playing  digging  dande- 
lions out  of  the  lawn,  a  weed  that 
had  plagued  me  in  Colorado,  and 
plantain,  another  broadleaf  weed

whose  name  Jim  Bristol  had  told 
me.  She  said  she  would  play,  too, 
and  from  that  moment  on  she 
became  one  of  the  world's  most  com- 
petent weeders.  I  guess  a  good  gar- 
dener always  starts  as  a  good 
weeder.  Weeding  is  always  hard  at 
first  if  the  things  have  been  allowed 
to  grow  big  enough  to  be  noticed. 
Later  she  learned  to  attack  them 
when  they  could  just  be  seen;  their 
destruction  then  is  so  easy  that  it 
might  even  be  called  a  pleasure. 

In  September,  George  Luca  and 
I  seeded  the  lawn.  We  scraped  the 
surface  lightly  with  iron  rakes, 
sowed  the  seed,  and  then,  with  a 
makeshift  drag  made  of  a  gunny 
sack,  worked  the  seed  lightly  into 
the  surface.  Afterward,  we  pushed 


the  mower  over  it,  making  believe 
it  was  a  light  roller.  The  fall  rains 
came,  the  nights  cooled  and  the  new 
grass  shot  up,  some  of  it  almost 
immediately.  It  turned  out  that  the 
seed  that  germinated  so  quickly  was 
annual  rye,  which  I  later  learned 
was  called  "real  estate"  grass, 
because  speculative  builders,  who 
want  their  houses  to  look  like  homes 
quickly,  use  it  for  its  rapid  growth 
and  deep  color.  The  only  trouble  is 
that  it  doesn't  last  over  the  winter. 
The  cheap  mixture  I  had  bought 
contained  30  percent  of  the  stuff, 
but  there  was  enough  Kentucky 
bluegrass  in  it  so  that  we  at  least 
had  the  start  of  what  was  to  become 
a  fairly  respectable  lawn. 

Meanwhile,  Grant  had  the  inside 
of  the  house  in  such  good  order 
that  she  started  to  give  parties  for 
friends.  This  required  flowers.  She 
discovered  that  dandelions  with 
stems  cut  short  and  massed  and 
floated  in  a  bowl  made  sprightly, 
short-lasting  bouquets.  She  also  saw 
many  different  kinds  of  wildfiowers 
in  bloom  in  the  surrounding  hay 
meadows.  She  picked  these  from  the 
edge  of  the  meadow  bordering  my 
so-called  lawn. 

"There  is  a  big  patch  of  blue  ones 
out  there,"  I  said,  pointing  to  a 
slight  rise  about  200  feet  away. 

"Come  on  and  help  me  get 
them,"  she  said.  At  the  moment  I 
was  busy  trying  to  get  fifteen  coats 
of  paint  off  an  old  pine  table  we  had 
picked  up  at  an  antique  shop. 

"I  play  weeding  dandelions  with 
you— you  should  play  picking  pretty 
flowers  with  me.  It's  only  fair." 

That  seemed  logical.  In  a  few 
moments  the  flowers  were  harvested 
and  I  went  back  to  taking  paint  off 
with  sandpaper,  decidedly  the  hard- 
est way  to  remove  anything. 

In  about  an  hour  I  heard  her  in 
the  living  room  talking  sternly  to 
the  wildfiowers.  That's  the  nice  way 
to  describe  her  remarks.  Never  have 
flowers  been  cussed  out  so  expertly. 
There  are  no  swear  words  Grant 
doesn't  know.  Her  education  in 
them,  which  is  magna  cum  laude, 
came  from  sitting  in  the  society  de- 
partment when  she  first  joined  the 
Times  and  hearing,  through  the  thin 
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Author  at  work  in  white  moon  garden 
partition  between  the  two  depart- 
ments,  the  sports  writers  and  the 
fighters  who  visited  them   discuss 
ordinary  matters  in  extraordinary 

language.  "You're  a  bunch  of 

ingrates,"  she  said. 

"Such  language.  Grant." 

"Look  at  them,"  she  said.  "Dead 
in  fifteen  minutes!" 

There  was  no  doubt  that  the  flow- 
ers had  collapsed. 

To  console  her  I  said,  "Next  sum- 
mer 111  grow  some  flowers  for  you 
that  will  be  better  and  prettier  in  a 
bowl  than  any  wildflower."  This 
was  sheer  imagination,  for  1  had 
never  grown  any  flower,  except 
sweet  peas.  After  World  War  I,  when 
I  attempted  to  run  the  family's 
ranch  east  of  Boulder,  Colo., 
Mother  insisted  that  I  grow  sweet 
peas  for  her.  Dutifully,  ever  year  on 
St.  Patrick's  Day,  I  planted  sweet 
peas,  because  that  was  the  tradi- 
tional day  to  plant  peas  of  any  kind. 
One  can  readily  see  that  a  slight 
knowledge  about  growing  alfalfa, 
sugar  beets,  and  sweet  peas  from 
seed  was  poor  preparation  for  mak- 
ing good  my  promise. 

Late  that  fall  I  turned  over  a 
small  bed  close  to  a  stone  wall  near 
the  house.  1 1  was  about  30  feet  long 
and  3  feet  wide.  Until  then  I'd  never 
seen  so  many  rocks  outside  a  gravel 
pit.  It  was  a  very  large  garden  (or 
a  beginner,  particularly  for  a  fellow 
with  a  completely  inadequate  water 
supply.  My  garden  book  told  me  to 
make  a  pH  test,  without  being  spe- 
cific about  how  to  do  it,  in  order  to 
determine  how  much  lime  the  soil 
needed.  It  didn't  take  long  to  dig 
the  details  of  a  pH  out  of  an  ency- 
clopedia, so  I  discussed  the  problem 
with  our  Litchfield  druggist,  who 
offered  to  make  the  test.  He  did  this

An  indoor  pool  on  the  ground  level 
for  year-round  swimming  was  the 
impetus  for  the  exciting  freedom  — 
a  great  soaring^and  swirling  of 
untrammeled  space-  that  unites  the  , 
more  public  areas  of  the  house. 
Above  one  end  of  the  pool,  space 
pierces  up  right  through  the  second 
level  all  the  way  to  the  rooftop, 
opposite  pace.  On  the  second  level, 
designed  parthplikc  a  gallery  to 
overlook  the  pool,  living  and  dining 
areas,  and  a  small  study  up  half  a 
flight,  flow  together  and  fan  out 
around  central  core— a  white  stucco 
fireplace  column.

AT  NIGHT  ONE  SIDE 

BECOMES 

A  MOSAIC  OF  LIGHTS 

On  three  sides,  facing  a  country  road  and  several  other  hoi 
scattered  around  the  landscape,  the  house  has  a  secretive,  formal. 
inward-turning  air.  The  cedar-sheathed  walls  rise  tall  and  solid. 
interrupted  by  few  windows,  almost  all  either  long,  narrow  shapes 
or  placed  above  eye  level.  But  on  the  fourth  side,  opposite  page, 
the  whole  character  of  the  house  changes  completely  in  a  wonderful 
burst  of  surprise.  Since  this  southern  side  has  an  unobstructed 
view  of  the  seashore  and  total  privacy,  the  architect  (for  an  inter- 
view with  him,  see  page  20),  opened  up  almost  every  wall  with 
huge  floor-to-ceiling  sliding  panels  of  thermal  glass  to  make  a 
continuous  visual  flow  between  outdoors  and  indoors.  Besides, 
each  level  on  this  side  has  an  outdoor  extension — a  terrace  opens 
off  the  indoor  pool,  another  terrace  off  a  guest  room  on  the  ground 
level,  a  deck  off  the  living  room  on  the  first  level,  and  the  flat  roof 
(ideal  for  secluded  sunbathing)  is  easily  accessible  from  the  study 
on  the  second  level. 

Inside,  space  is  arranged  in  interesting  layers — full  and  half 
levels — to  emphasize  the  pleasures  of  the  site.  The  main  living 
floor,  for  instance  (see  drawing,  opposite  page),  is  raised  a  whole 
floor  above  the  entrance  to  command  a  superb  view  of  the  sea,  and 
the  indoor  pool  is  sunken  half  a  floor  below  ground  so  standing 
swimmers,  by  contrast,  look  out  on  a  level  with  grass  or  snow. 
Unifying  the  various  levels  is  the  freestanding  chimney  column  ( also 
contains  furnace  flue),  which  rises   like  a  sculpture  to   rooftop. 

Composed  of  a  series  of  swooping  semicircles  and  straight,  strict 
rectangles,  the  exterior  of  the  house  changes  shape  constantly  as 
you  move  around  it.  Up  on  the  roof,  a  huge  half-circle,  set  at  an 
angle,  opposite  page,  is  punched  out  to  create  a  lofty  ceiling.  The 
flat  side  of  the  half-circle,  as  seen  on  this  southern  facade  of  the 
house,  is  studded  with  windows  to  let  in  views  of  sky  and  a  sweep 
of  daylong  light  that  cascades  down  through  the  interior.  On  the 
western  side  of  the  house,  BELOW,  half-circle  on  roof  is  almost 
hidden.  Deep  overhang  above  living  room  deck  protects  glass- 
walled   room   from  heat  and  glare  of  sun   bouncing  off   water.

Perched  up  at  the  very  top  of  the  hou 
small  balcony  study  males  up  the  whole  of 
the  second  floor.  In  one  direction,  this  aerie 
looks  down  over  the  living  room:  in  the 
other  direction,  LEFT,  over  the  dining  area. 
and  the  pool  below  that.  Large  half-circle 
in  plan,  FAR  LEFT,  represents  the  section  of 
roof  punched  up  6  feet  10  inches  above  the 
rest  of  the  roof,  thus  lifting  the  ceiling  to 
its  dramatic  height  over  the  pool  and  also 
making  room  for  the  study  high  on  its  own.

FIRST  FLOOR 

The  theme  of  semicircles  and  rectangles 
continues  as  dominantly  inside  the  house  as 
outside.  On  the  first  floor  above  ground 
level,  FAR  LEFT,  the  curve  of  the  raised  roof 
section  becomes  a  graceful  wall  embracing 
one  end  of  the  dining  area  and  the  pool 
below.  The  master  bedroom  has  the  fun  of 
two  curved  nails — one  is  the  enclosure  of  a 
built-in  dressing  table  on  the  dressing  room 
side  of  the  wall.  This  floor  works  splendidly 
for  entertaining.  The  living  room,  LEFT  (as 
seen  from  up  in  the  study),  is  a  broad, 
comfortable  space,  which  spills  over  onto  a 
deck.  The  dining  area,  sheltered  behind  the 
fireplace  column,  adjoins  the  kitchen,  and 
from  one  side  you  can  look  down  over 
bright  green   railings  to  the  glinting  pool. 


GROUND  FLOOR 

The  ground  floor,  FAR  LEFT,  is  actually  on 
two  levels.  From  the  front  entrance,  you  go 
doicn  half  a  level  to  the  pool,  with  its  own 
luxuries  of  a  steam  bath,  sauna,  and  dressing 
room  built  in  at  one  end  under  the  deck  of 
the  floor  above.

with  litmus  paper  and  distilled 
water,  and  charged  $1.50  for  it. 
(I  later  bought  a  small  roll  of 
graded  litmus  for  25  cents,  got  a 
pint  of  distilled  water  from  the 
local  filling  station  and  did  it 
myself.)  The  druggist's  test 
showed  the  soil  to  be  slightly 
acid,  which  the  garden  book  said 
it  should  be.  However,  I  had 
already  bought  a  bagof  hydrated 
lime,  so  I  put  on  a  little,  anyway, 
and  raked  it  in. 

"Putting  on  a  little,  anyway," 
of  anything  handy,  particularly 
fertilizer,  I  found  to  be  a  habit 
thai  was  hard  to  break,  for  like 
most  people  .starting  to  garden, 
it  seemed  to  me  that  if  a  little  was 
good,  more  ol  the  same  would  be 
better.  It  isn't. 

Right  after  Christmas  that  first 
year  it  obviously  became  time  to 
do  some  studying  about  annuals, 
so  I  bought  a  little  book  devoted 
exclusively  to  them.  It  seemed  to 
make  the  growing  of  annuals  a 
complicated  business.  So  I  vis- 
ited a  store  on  Madison  Avenue 
that  I  had  always  marveled  at.  It 
was  Max  Schling,  Seedsmen, 
owned  by  the  Max  Schling  who 
was  also  the  famous  Fifth  Ave- 
nue florist.  There  I  was  greeted 
by  a  huge  man.  a  Mr.  Piatt,  who 
managed  the  store,  I  told  Mr. 
Piatt  my  problem  and  the 
amount  ol  space  I  had.  Mr.  Piatt 
said  it  would  be  easy.  Even 
though  I  might  get  better  results 
by  starting  some  of  the  annual 
seeds  indoors  or  in  a  greenhouse, 
he  said  that  under  the  circum- 
stances I  should  plant  the  seeds 
directly  in  the  ground  —  Id  get  a 
somewhat  shorter  blooming 
period,  but  excel  lent  results 
nonetheless.  He  told  me  to  plant 
the  seeds  as  soon  as  the  soil  dried 
and  was  easily  worked  into  a  bed 
with  a  smooth  surface.  The  very 
fine  seeds  should  be  planted  a  bit 
later,  and  instead  of  covering 
them  with  soil  they  should  be 
pressed  into  it  by  using  a  piece 
ol  2-by-l  about  5  inches  long.  He 
drew  a  small  plan  and  suggested 
kinds  lo  plant  in  each  space.  The 
hill  came  to$r>..r).r).  I  le  escorted  me 
to  the  dooi  and  said,  "Good  luck. 
Let  me  know  how  you  come  out." 

It  is  impressive  to  be  escorted 
to  the  door  of  an   upper-class 


establishment  when  you  have 
bought  practically  nothing  am 
have  taken  up  at  least  a  half-hom 
of  time.  I  asked  Piatt  about  this 
long  afterward,  when  we  bad  be 
come  friends.  He  said.  "Well,  it's 
a  polite  thing  to  do.  I  try  to  d< 
this  with  all  customers,  but  I 
always  do  it  with  new  ones  whe 
say  they  have  just  started  to  gar 
den.  They  think  gardening  i." 
hard.  It  isn't.  I  contend  that  any- 
one can  grow  anything  by  fol- 
lowing a  few  rules,  such  as  plant 
it.  water  it,  weed  it." 

That  spring  I  had  a  fearful 
time  deciding  when  to  plant  the 
seeds.  There  seems  to  be  no  sure 
signal  when  spring  will  defi- 
nitely arrive.  It  is  not  spring  when 
crocus  or  forsythia  bloom.  Nor 
has  it  come  on  those  three  or 
four  red-hot  days  in  April  or 
May  when  you  can  practically 
hear  things  growing.  As  soon  as 
I  set  out  plants,  a  spell  of  20° 
weather  invariably  blows  out  of 
the  northwest,  and  the  things  col- 
lapse in  the  cold,  along  with 
some  tender  young  shoots  that 
have  been  taken  out  from  under 
the  winter  cover  because  it 
seemed  that  the  little  fellows 
would  smother  to  death  in  the 
heat  if  left  there  another  minute. 
Once  I  successfully  timed  spring 
to  the  minute,  because  I  had  been 
ill  during  its  false  starts.  This, 
obviously,  is  a  way  of  beating 
the  fickle  thing,  but  timing  an 
illness  is  tricky. 

"Harris,''  Grant  said  that  first 
spring,  "if  you  don't  stop  worry- 
ing about  those  damned  seeds, 
I  shall  go  nuts."  This  period  of 
the  year  is  now  known  as  the 
time  of  Harris's  spring-planting 
syndrome. 

Obviously,  one  could  just  sit 
back  and  put  seeds  and  plants 
in  the  ground  a  week  after  the 
tunc  ol  the  probable  "last  host," 
but  in  northern  climates  with 
short  growing  seasons  such  a 
gardener  would  gel  a  short  sea- 
son ol  bloom,  and,  il  the  weather 
got  hot  earl),  there  is  a  good 
chance  that  some  of  his  precious 
new  plants  would  not  tool  in 
sufficient!)  lo  save  them  from 
the  summer  sun.

Kvery  Sun- 
day 1  he  n  e  ws  i  n  t  he  pa  pe is 
waited  until  I  had  finished  the 
garden  sections;  I  subscribed  to 
lour  garden  magazines;  I  now 
owned  six  garden  books  how 
could  I  have  kept  from  hearing 
about  perennials  ?  Hut  that  1 
knew  nothing  about  growing 
perennials  was  obvious  to  Mr. 
Piatt.  He  tried  to  sell  me  plants. 
They  seemed  expensive.  The 
seeds,  which  he  picked  out,  were 
perennials  ol  different  heights 
and  colors  and  bloomed  at  differ- 
ent seasons,  facts  that  he  noted 
on  each  packet.  I  hey  added  up 
to  about  S  1".  and  it  tin  tied  out 
to  he  a  surprising  amount  of 
seed.  Seeds  ol  perennials,  he 
said,  should  not  be  sown  where 
they  w  ere  to  grow.  I  hey  had  to 
he  started  In  flats,  then  trans- 
planted to  21  i-incli  thumb  pots. 
and  only  when  they  had  devel- 
oped into  sturdy  little  plants 
were  they  ready  foi  the  horde) . 
book  in;.'  back.  I  feel  sure  thai  no 
othei  gardening  project  I  have 
si  hit  at  tempted  w  a  s  gra  rider 
than    this    fii^-t    <_m>   at    growing 


perennials  from  seed. 

As  soon  as  the  weather 
warmed  up.  in  mid-May,  George 
Luea.  Grant,  and  I  spent  from 
Fridaj  until  Monday  planting 
the  seeds  in  Hats  some  till  i  ty 
different  varieties  of  about 
twenty  genera.  We  covered  them 
with  glass  to  keep  them  bom  dry- 
ing out,  shaded  them  from  light, 
and  protected  them  bom  wind 
and  rain  as  well  as  we  could. 
George  was  charged  with  in- 
specting them  daily.  I  had  a  fair 
idea  ol  when  they  would  sprout, 
for  I  had  looked  up  their  germi- 
nation periods.  By  the  second 
weekend  there  still  was  no  ger- 
mination, for  the  weather  had 
been  in  the  10s. Then  they  started 
to  pop.  I  told  Piatt  we  would 
soon  need  those  clay  thumb  pots. 
I  ordered  1000  at  .''>  cents  each. 
When  they  arrived  no  one  was 
around  to  instruct  the  driver,  so 
he  dumped  them  in  the  drive- 
way. One  thousand  2!  i-inch  clay 
|iots  turned  out  to  be  far  too 
liea\  y  for  ( icorge  and  me  to  han- 
dle. We  had  a  wheelbarrow, 
bought  a!  a  country  auction  and 
painted  a  line  shade  of  green,  but 
it  had  an  idiosyncracy  — when- 
ever it  was  loaded,  even  lightly, 
the  wheel  dropped  olf.  So  I  broke 
open  the  crate  and  carried  the 
pots  as  they  were  needed  to  the 
small  garden  house  we  had  built 
in   one  corner  of  the   property. 

"Why  don't  you  use  a  coolie 
pole?"  Grant  asked.  She  was  the 
sinaity  who  had  been  to  China. 

Piatt  had  said  that  as  I  didn't 
have  a  greenhouse  it  would  be 
wise  to  transplant  more  seedlings 
than  I  could  use.  He  was  right. 
Casualties  were  high.  Storms 
took  some  off,  and  once  George 
let  the  watering  go  too  long  'be- 
cause it  was  going  to  rain"  that 
night.  By  the  time  they  were 
planted  in  our  new  perennial 
border,  there  were  about  180 
plants,  representing  a  lew  of  all 
the  varieties  that  had  germi- 
nated. We  planted  all  of  them. 
Then  the  things  just  sal.  growing 
tops,  but  never  showing  a  flower. 
I  complained  to  Plait.  He  said, 
"Oh,  none  of  them  will  bloom 
until  next  year."  It  was  a  point 
the  books  had  neglected  to  men- 
tion. Jane  said  she  would  rather 
have  had  annuals  at  leasl  they 
bloomed  and   were  not  so  mm  h 


work. The  next  spring  this  simple 
perennial  garden  of  ours  threw 
bloom  the  likes  of  which  havt 
never  been  seen,  and  w  hen  nine 
teen  surviving  delphinium  plants 
reached  a  regal  6  or  7  feet  ii 
July  — well,  I  was  hooked,  as  tin 
saying  goes,  as  a  gardener. 

One  evening  as  the  shadows 
lengthened  in  the  dusk.  Grant 
came  over  to  where  I  stood  look 
ing  at  the  lovely  sight.  "I  though] 
I  il  come  out  w  ilh  you  and  watch 
them  grow,"  she  said. 

My  affair  with  perennial  seed 
ended  after  1  calculated  the  cost 
in  dollars  of  such  goings-on,  let 
alone  the  time  and  trouble  they 
consumed —  and  with  annuals, 
too.  because  much  better  results 
are  produced  by  greenhouse- 
grown  plants,  which  are  quite 
inexpensive.  A  small  greenhouse 
is  a  grand  possession  for  a  gar- 
dener, but  not  for  raising  seed- 
lings lor  a  garden  — in  my  book 
its  lor  orchids  and  all  the  lovely:' 
plants  not  hardy  in  most  l.S. 
climates. 

A  few  years  later,  the  nice 
lady  who  had  sold  us  the  barn 
died,  and  in  her  will  let  us  have 
first  refusal  on  the  18  acres  that 
surrounded  our  small  property. 
We  bought  it  for  protection. 
Shortly  after.  Dr.  Turkington 
trudged  up  the  hill  from  the 
Turnpike,  and  instead  of  turning 
into  his  place,  he  entered  ours. 
He  told  us  he  was  not  well 
enough  to  ride  his  horses  any- 
more, and  that  he  was  going  to 
sell  his  farm.  He  offered  us  first 
refusal.  We  shook  hands  on  the 
deal  on  the  spot. 

"Gees!"  Grant  said  that  night 
as  we  had  cocktails,  "there's 
nothing  like  owning  a  house  and 
1  acre  and  protecting  it  with  90 
acres,  two  houses,  a  three-car 
garage,  a  hay  barn,  a  horse  barn, 
and  a  dog  kennel.  What  are  we 
going  to  do  with  them? 

We  had  better  than  a  year  to 
think  about  it.  because  Dr.  Turk- 
ington did  not  want  to  give 
immediate  possession.  One  eve- 
ning, obviously  after  one  more 
drink  of  bourbon  than  necessary, 
we  said,  "Let's  start  a  nursery." 
So  we  did.  By  that  lime  we  had 
become  rather  sophisticated  gar- 
deners, so  sophisticated  thai  we 
had  turned  the  perennial  border 
from  mixed  colors  to  pure  while 
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-what  the  English  call  a  moon 
arden.  The  first  idea,  which 
isted*  about  a  minute,  was  to 
roduce  in  the  nursery  only 
'hite-flowering  perennials  and 
limbs,  an  obviously  impossible 
lea  commercially,  because  there 
re  few  gardeners  who  want  to 
estrict  their  gardens  to  that 
xtent,  and  because  white  flow- 
rs  — in  many  instances  albino 
}rms  or  sports  of  species  — have 
;ss  stamina  and  are  more  sub- 
jet  to  strange  ills  of  chlorophyll. 

Of  course,  we  needed  a  man  to 
o  the  work.  We  hired  one  who 
in  in  ,|  out  to  be  an  exceptionally 
ood  grower,  but  for  various 
easons,  including  probably  im- 
atience  on  my  part,  the  arrange- 
rient  did  not  work  out.  After  two 
ears  he  left,  and  it  was  then  that 

became  a  split  personality. 

This  came  about  because  in 
le  advertising  copy  we  wrote 
r>r  various  Connecticut  news- 
apers  we  had  used  our  bright 
oung  man's  name,  as  manager. 
low  we  decided,  far  more  realis- 
ically  than  when  we  had  begun, 
iat  we'd  probably  have  so  many 
iture  changes  in  personnel  that 
maturing  the  "manager"'  of  the 
loment  would  get  us  nowhere. 
7e  thought  a  pseudonym  would 
jreate  continuity.

osen  rather  deviously,  to  keep 
)me   individual    from   claiming 
iat  we  were  nsinrr  his  name  for 
dvertising  purposes.  Admiral 
eorge  Pettengill.  a  friend,  said 
would  be  satisfactory  to  him  if 
e  used  his  last  name.  It  was  his 
lggestion  that  we  change  an  "e" 
i  an  "i,"  because,  he  said,  he 
ad    never   seen    it   spelled   that 
ay  and  it  might  be  unique.  We 
it  upon  ''Amos"  for  this  spuri- 
js  Pettingill's  first  name  — a 
)od  Down  East  name.  Once  or 
/ice  a  year  we  get  letters  in- 
uring about  our   relationship 
ith  this  or  that  Pettengill,  and 
y  stock  answer  is  to  point  out 
e  difference  in  spelling.  Once 
e  got  a  letter  from  a  fellow  who 
jelled  his  name  like  ours.  There 
emed  to  be  no  point  in  answer- 
g  the  letter. 

It  was,  however,  inevitable 
iat  our  cover  would  be  broken 
meday.  After  it  was  revealed  in 
national  magazine  that  I  was  a 
irmer  Fortune  editor,  a  banker, 


and  a  gourmet  cook,  a  nice  but 
plaintive  letter  came  from  a  lady 
in  Michigan.  She  said,  'All  my 
ideals  are  shattered  !  Now  I  find 
you  a  city  slicker  and  a  cook,  in- 
stead of  a  man  of  the  soil." 
Maybe  the  letter  did  not  require 
it,  but  I  answered,  for  it  brought 
up  points  I  had  been  thinking 
about  for  some  time.  I  told  her 
that  there  was  a  Pettingill  and  a 
Harris,  and  that  I  was  in  a  posi- 
tion to  know  both  of  them  inti- 
mately. Harris,  not  Pettingill,  is 
the  city  slicker,  I  said.  Harris 
clothes  himself  meticulously  and 
expensively,  something  Pet- 
tingill wouldn't  even  think  of 
doing.  Pettingill  isn't  exactly  a 
slob,  but  his  clothes  look  terrible, 
and  there  are  days,  sometimes 
three,  when  he  doesn't  get 
around  to  shaving.  As  for 
Harris's  gourmet  cooking  — well 
it's  a  laugh.  He  once  took  a 
dozen  lessons  at  Joe  Hyde  s 
cooking  school  at  Sneedon's 
Landing  and  learned  a  few 
basics  about  cooking  vegetables 
and  meats,  but  he  never  turned 
out  a  one  of  the  fancy  dishes 
demonstrated.  On  the  other 
hand,  every  once  in  a  while  Pet- 
tingill bakes  fine  old-fashioned 
white  bread— but  he  says  nothing 
about  it.  It  is  Pettingill,  not 
Harris,  who  has  the  deep  interest 
in  horticulture.  All  this,  I 
pointed  out  to  the  lady  from 
Michigan,  made  the  case  for  two 
individuals,  not  one.  There 
seemed  to  be  no  logical  signature 
to  use  on  such  a  letter,  so  it  was 
sent  unsigned. 

We  are  doing  well  as  a  small 
business.  And  that's  the  way  it  is 
to  stay  — small.  This  is  the  kind 
of  service  business  where  size 
does  not  produce  economies,  as 
in  manufacturing.  Size  produces 
confusion  and  a  deterioration  in 
service.  I  look  forward  to  the 
time,  which  is  not  far  off,  when 
we  can  print  a  little  notice  to 
send  to  gardeners  who  order  in 
May  and  want  plants  in  April- 
ahead,  in  other  words,  of  those 
who  have  placed  orders  in 
March.  It  might  read:  "Sorry. 
we  can  accept  no  new  orders  this 
season.  We  are  holding  this  order 
for  shipment  at  the  proper  time 
next  season." 

Obviously,  that's  no  way  to 
run  a  business.

Recently  I  worked  on  a  house  in  Wash- 
ington belonging  to  a  couple  who  had 
spent  most  of  the  past  ten  years  in  diplo- 
matic service  in  Europe  and  Asia.  The 
house  was  typically  Washington,  with  a 
central  hall  opening  onto  living  room, 
dining  room,  and  library.  The  first  three 
rooms  were  all  done  in  clear  fresh  gar- 
deny  colors,  with  lots  of  white  and  leaf 
green.  But  the  library  was  to  be  a  more 
masculine  room,  very  personal  and  quiet, 
where  the  husband  could  receive  his 
official  callers.  One  wall  was  lined  solid 
with  books.  There  was  a  fireplace  in  an 
adjacent  wall,  and  near  the  other  two,  we 
put  comfortable  sofas  and  good  reading 
lights.

tomato  juice,  cream.  Even  lemon  or  a  bouillon  cube  in  tli 
water  gives  them  more  authority.  So  do  herb  vinegars  and 
dash  of  curry  powder  or  Worcestershire  sauce.  When  in  doul 
about  the  absolute  freshness  of  an  egg,  simmer  it  in  water  i 
the  shell  for  eight  to  ten  seconds  before  poaching  to  keep  th 
white  from  spreading  all  over. 


The  Baked  Egg.  AIwa\s  set  baked  eggs,  souffles,  or  custard 
in  a  pan  of  hot  water  in  the  oven  to  prevent  toughening  th< 
outside  of  the  eggs. 


The  Shirred  Egg.  To  keep  shirred  eggs  tender,  instead 
cooking  them  in  the  oven,  let  them  set  a  bit  first  in  melted,  ho 
butter,  then  run  them  quickly  under  the  broiler.  Shirr  severa 
eggs  at  a  time  on  a  hot.  buttered  steel  platter,  decorate  wit! 
parsley  and  paprika. 


Egg  Whiles.  In  m\  book,  a  big,  5-  to  6-inch  balloon  whist 
lias  an  electric  mixer  beat  for  speed  and  lightness.  Whites 
need  an  acid  touch,  so  use  a  copper  bowl  or  add  a  pinch  o 
cream  of  tartar  after  the  first  thirty  seconds  of  beating.  Foh 
with  a  flourish,  don't  stir.  Hostess  hint:  A  souffle-filled  mold 
will  keep  up  to  an  hour  uncooked  if  covered  with  a  big  pot 
and  placed  in  a  draft-free  place.  Cuts  down  on  last-minute 
preparations.  For  a  crowd,  individual  souffles  are  time-savinj. 
and  safer.  Put  them  in  the  o\en  twenty  minutes  before  serving. 


Egg  Gadgetry — an  international  sport.  From  France  come 
one-egg  oval  poachers  with  pierced  bottoms  for  liquid  circula- 
tion, four  little  legs  to  support  them  in  the  pan,  and  a  long 
handle  for  lifting  them  out  of  the  bath.  From  Sweden,  an  eg^ 
saver,  a  plaslic-collar-and-eoncealed-pin  device  to  prick  the 
end  of  the  egg  for  noncrack  cooking.  From  England,  a  handy 
little  cup  with  a  slot  through  which  falls  the  white  for  perfect 
egg  separation:  also  china  screw-top  coddlers  for  cooking  and 
serving.  From  German),  various  sized  steel  rings  for  abso- 
lutely circular  fried  or  poached  eggs.  From  Japan,  an  egg  cut- 
ter to  turn  hard-cooked  halves  into  starlike  decorations. 


Egg  Serving.  For  soft-cooked  eggs,  why  not  wine  glasses? 
To  dress  up  stuffed  eii^s.  set  them  off  in  a  new  Portuguese 
faience  dish — a  circle  of  little  egg-holding  indentations  sur- 
rounding a  nesting  hen.  The  bird  lifts  off  and  the  nest  may  be 
filled  w  ith  a  sauce  or  seasoned  salt  for  dunking  the  eggs.  White 
china  egg  dishes  in  the  old  classical  shapes  may  now  be  had 
decorated  with  birds,  sprigs,  flowers,  vegetables — a  pretty 
change  from  the  austere  ramekins  we  used  to  know.

Start  your  own  vegetable  garden  this  spring  and  the  chances 
are.  if  \<>u  arc  under  fort\ .  that  for  the  first  time  in  yourTife 
you  will  cat  reall)  fresh  vegetables  all  through  the  summer 
and  in  winter  enjo)  better  frozen  ones  than  \  ou  can  buy. 
Growing  one's  own  vegetables  is  not  quaint,  old-fashioned, 
or  (amp.  Not  these  days.  Hippie  communes  -row  vegetables, 
to  eat.  Man)  families  in  the  $15,000  to  $20,000  range,  which 
includes  truck  drivers  and  Ph.D.'s,  are  growing  them  to  save 
money.  And  a  surprising  number  of  people,  many  of  them 
young,  who  have  discovered  the  goodness  of  gourmet  cook- 
ing, grow  them  to  get  what  the\  can't  buy — fresh  vegetables. 
Such  gardens  have  a  new  name  in  this  countn — kitchen  gar- 
dens, the  name  the  English  have  always  used.  To  me  ihey  are 
a  special  sort  of  victor)  garden — victor)  oxer  the  supermar- 
kets, which  sell  tired  and  tasteless  vegetables  that  were  tired 
and  tasteless  before  the)  were  wrapped  so  prettily  in  cello- 
phane. I  doubt  il  kitchen  gardens  sa\e  am  money — after  all 
ones  time  should  be  worth  at  least  §1.75  cents  an  hour — but 
the)  conserve  the  outflow  of  cash,  as  the  economists  say, 
which  in  these  days  is  a  neat  trick. 

I  admit  that  the  thought  of  starting  a  kitchen  garden  to 
those  whose  experience  in  mowing  things  is  limited  to  killing 
philodendron  bought  for  a  quarter  at  a  ten-cent  store  is  a  bit 
frightening.  \l\  lust  one  was.  That  was  in  the  spring  of  1941. 
It  was  a  wartime  victor)  garden.  \l\  only  advantage,  if  it  can 
he  called  thai,  was  that  for  several  years  1  had  grown  flowers 
annuals  and  perennials — from  seed.  So  I  merel)  turned  to 
the  pages  in  m\  catalogues  describing  vegetables  and  plunged 
in.  This  first  garden  was  far  from  being  an  unqualified  suc- 
cess, hut  it  produced  an  astonishing  amount  of  vegetables 
far  more  than  we  needed  or  could  transport  to  \ew  York  to 
give  away.  \lso,  I  had  Ion  much  of  everything  al  one  lime. 
Lettuce  didn't  actuall)  slack  above  m\  ears,  but  it  was  close. 
Because  I  failed  to  ihin  heels  and  carrots  sufficiently  and 
planted  them  in  soil  loo  rich,  I  had  some  strangely  shaped 
ones  later  on.  Alter  thai  no  lettuce,  heels,  or  carrots.  I  had  not 
planted  in  proper  succession.  I  planted  peas  \ei\  early,  fol- 
lowing directions  with  care,  and  in  a  spell  oi  earl)  warm 
spring  weather  the)  popped  up  dutifulh.  Then  the  weather 
turned  hack  to  20  I..  and  ever)  little  pea  plant  losl  its  life  for 
being   so  adventurous     or,  maybe,  because   I   did   not   know 
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The  balance  ol  nature  is  predicated  on  the  fact 
that  one  thing  dies  so  that  another  may  live. 


DIABROTICA  BEETLE  is  a  midsummer  vis-

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the  date  <»i  the  probable  last  frost.  I  do  now.  It  is  May  20  in 
these  parts  (Northwestern  Connecticut).  But  il  is  the  dale  <>l 
the  improbable  last  frost  thai  bugs  me.  This  non-statistic  has 
hit  here  in  earl)  June,  and  once,  in  I'M  I.  it  walloped  the  low- 
lands in  a  highly  improper  manner  on  July  1.  Bush  beans 
(these  are  the  snap  beans  one  buys)  also  gave  me  trouble  in 
1911 — and  1  had  carefully  planted  them  in  succession.  The 
first  sowing  rotted  in  the  ground.  Too  cold,  the  local  experts 
said.  Then  the  second  sowing  got  clobbered  by  the  frost  that 
decimated  the  peas.  I  ndaunted,  1  sowed  more  beans,  equal  in 
number  to  the  first  two  sowings.  This  did  not  turn  out  to  be 
a  popular  move  with  guests  who  had  been  invited  to  harvest 
the  produce  we  grew.  \\  hen  the  beans  were  ready  for  picking, 
guests,  who  heretofore  had  been  able  helpers  in  this  victory 
garden  of  ours,  said,  alter  picking  three  bushels  of  them,  that 
our  weekend  schedule  was  too  rough:  they  were  going  home 
and  did  not  plan  to  come  back  until  winter,  if  they  were  still 
welcome.  I  called  them  unpatriotic  wretches.  Then  we  went  in 
and  had  a  think. 

One  major  fault  of  m\  first  vegetable  garden  was  that  it 
was  far  too  large:  il  consisted  ol  two  80-by-40-feet  beds  sepa- 
rated h\  a  5-foot  lawn.  The  next  year  we  put  one  of  the  beds 
in  summer  fallow.  We  still  had  more  vegetables  than  we  eould 
use.  largely  because  I  had  better  luck  with  succession  plant- 
ing. Il  was  also  a  right  pretty  garden.  Cabbages  are  beautiful 
things:  the  pole  beans  produced  stunning  red  flowers:  egg- 
plant, which  isn't  a  fax  mite  food  of  mine,  rewarded  me  with 
its  dark  green  foliage  and  wonderful  purple  forms.  And  ran- 
dom plantings  of  annuals  not  only  provided  a  wealth  of  cut 
flowers  but  tied  the  garden  together  in  beaulx. 

The  next  year  we  planted  our  first  aromatic  herbs,  gen- 
erouslv,  as  was  m\  wont.  I  recall  wondering  if  six  sage  plants 
would  be  enough.  Il  was.  As  I  hate  to  throw  away  anything, 
including  boards  from  a  dismantled  structure,  we  dried 
enough  sage  to  take  care  ol  our  friends  in  the  country  and 
New  ^  oik.  .ind  relatives  in  Missouri.  One  said  she  didn't  like 
sage,  and  afterward  1  felt  you  could  never  trust  a  friend  who 
didn't  like  sage  that  you  yourself  had  grown.  We  now  have 
two  plants  of  sage.  One  is  a  spare.  Half  of  one  is  enough  for  a 
family  of  twelve.  Regardless  of  what  )ou  are  told  about  aro- 
matic herbs  by  nurserymen,  few  of  whom  ever  use  them,  a 
vet)  small  supply  goes  a  long  way  in  gourmet  cooking,  which 
seeks  a  delicate  bouquet  l<>  titillate  the  senses  of  laste  and 
smell,  which  are  reall)  one.  bound  up  as  they  are,  so  in- 
exorabh . 

The  aromatic  herbs  that  are  annuals  and  are  grown  from 
seed  or  small  plants  are  basil,  dill,  fennel,  parsley,  sweet  mar- 
joram.  and  summer  savory.  A  family  of  four  should  plant 
three  of  each  i  one  for  a  spare  I .  except  for  parsley.  Grow  six 
to  twelve  of  il.  depending  on  use.  The  necessary  number  of 
perennial  herbs  for  that  same  family  are  chives,  two:  mint, 
two:  rosemary,  one:  sage,  one:  origanum — if  summer  mar- 
joram, the  real  marjoram,  is  not  planted  -two:  and  tarragon. 
the  leaf\  herb  most  used  in  French  cooking,  six  h>  twelve. 
Garlic,  a  basic,  is  usually  bought,  bul  easy  to  grow  and  when 
grown  decidedly  cheaper.  Shallots  should  be  grown  by  those 
who  have  no  good,  inexpensive  market  source,  which  includes 
aboul  everyone.  The  bulbs  divisions  should  be  planted  on  .r>- 
inch  centers,  the  string)   top  jusl  above  ground  level.  If  your 
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dy  Pepperell  can  do  happy  things  for  your  home.

The  magnificent  impostors,  Mayfair  by  Berkline. 
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recipes  gobble  shallots,  as  do  Julia  Child's,  you  will  need  a  kit 
of  shallots.  A  pound  of  the  things  cost  about  $2.50,  which 
makes  it  about  the  most  expensive  common  cooking  ingredient 
extant,  hut  the  di\  isions  from  a  pound  w  ill  produce  more  shal- 
lots than  I  care  to  contemplate.  The\  won't  take  up  much  gar- 
den area  if  planted  in  beds. 

Enthusiastic  beginners  should  start  with  really  small 
kitchen  gardens  and  not  tr\  to  grow  every  vegetable  in  the 
catalogues.  Teresa  Zina  Fabbri.  our  right  hand  in  the  country, 
has  a  kitchen  garden  about  25-feet  square  from  which  she 
gives  us  so  many  vegetables  that  we  now  confine  our  kitchen 
gardening  to  aromatic  herbs  on  a  plot  of  ground  25  feet  long 
and  3  feet  wide.  It  produces  more  herbs  than  we  can  possibly 
use — but  it  is  sort  of  pretty.  Miss  Fabbri  is  apologetic  about 
the  production  from  her  garden:  her  father,  she  says,  got 
twice  as  much  out  of  the  same  ground  when  he  was  living. 
She  plants  in  beds  as  her  father  did.  David  Smith,  on  the  other 
hand,  an  Englishman  who  is  director  of  horticulture  at  a  local 
nursery,  has  a  garden  about  100  feet  long  and  60  feet  wide 
that  he  crops  in  neat  row  sand  weeds  with  a  walking  cultivator.  r 
Smith  produces  about  every  vegetable  you  can  think  of,  ex- 
cept potatoes,  which  really  should  not  be  undertaken  by  any 
home  gardener.  He  gets  line  quantities  of  fresh  vegetables  for 
lii^  I  ami  I  \  ol  five  and  never  bins  a  frozen  one  in  winter  at  the 
supermarket. 

Angelo  M.  Pellegrini,  a  professor  of  English  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Washington  in  Seattle,  gets  wonderful  results  from 
a  plot  of  land  30  b)  50  feet — including  asparagus,  tomatoes, 
and  corn,  all  of  which  take  up  considerable  space.  Pellegrini 
is  also  a  gourmet  cook  and  a  wine  connoisseur.  He  wrote  a 
book  about  his  garden,  which  was  reviewed  brieflv  in  these 
pages  last  summer.  Called  The  Food  Lover's  Garden  (Knopf. 
S6.05 ) ,  it  is  the  best  thing  Eve  read  on  vegetables.  Diagrams 
show  how  to  do  the  most  mundane  gardening  chores,  from 
sowing  a  row  of  seed>  to  setting  out  asparagus  plants,  a  skill 
lew  acquire  now  that  rotar)  tillers  are  available.  1  know  how 
to  use  one  of  the  beastly  things,  and  offhand  1  can  think  of  no 
enemy  Ed  wish  it  on.  (Oh  well,  if  I  thought  a  moment.  .  .  .) 

Pellegrini  says  that  a  good  garden  soil  should  be  rich  in 
humus.  Ver\  rich.  Right  on!  But  not  in  plant  foods.  Failures 
in  growing  things  can  always  be  traced  back  to  a  deficiencx  in 
humus,  the  totted  stuff  such  as  aged  cow  manure  or  compost 
that  gives  teeming  life  to  the  soil  in  the  form  of  bacteria  that 
release  the  nutrients  so  \  ilal  to  plant  life.  Of  course,  Pellegrini 
produces  his  miracles  in  the  benign  climate  of  the  Northwest 
Pacific  Coast,  but  he  carefully  advises  those  of  us  who  do  not 
have  this  advantage.  He  also  uoes  into  considerable  detail 
about  the  proper  wax  to  cook  vegetables,  crisp  as  the  Chinese 
and  the  French  do.  There  is  little  chance  that  reall)  good  cooks 
will  learn  anything  much  about  cooking  vegetables  from  the 
author,  but  the)  should  enjo)  reading  his  recipes,  most  of 
which  are  north-countr)  Italian.  Eel  them  follow  his  garden- 
ing. Certainl)  the  beginning  gardener  who  plants  to  save 
money,  and  who  has  always  boiled  store-bought  produce  to  ;i 
'-tale  this  side  of  mush,  can  profit  two  wa>s  from  this  hook. 

Pellegrini's  writing,  as  you  would  expect.  i<  precise  and 
some  of  it  mildl)  entertaining.  On  the  medicinal  use  of  garlic, 
he  says,  ".  .  .  stuff  your  nose  with  crushed  garlic,  anoint  your 
chesl  with  its  juice,  and  go  boldly  about  your  business.  You 
will  he  virus-proof;  none  shall  accosl  you." 
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Was  this  paint 
really  necess

Decorate  with  printed  sheets — use  them  as  a  shower  cur- 
tain and  at  the  windows;  shirr  the  fabric  and  flounce  a 
dressing  table.  Cut  and  paste  it  to  cover  a  wastebasket 
and  shades  for  the  lamps.  Put  lots  of  pictures  on  the  walls 
— draw  ings.  postcards,  anything  colorful  that  amuses  you. 
I  se  the  no-frame  frames  for  uniformity.  If  you  don't  like 
the  tile  floor,  cover  it  with  bright  cotton  carpeting,  or  try 
the  squares  of  carpet  tiles  that  you  can  lay  yourself.

This  has  lo  be  quite  dr\  before  the  first  coat  of  paint  is 
added.  Paint  in  one  direction,  with  long,  firm  strokes. 
Sand  will)  vers  line  sandpaper  when  dry  to  take  off  an\ 
dust  particles.  I  se  the  tack  cloth  again  before  applying  a 
varnish.  A  piece  of  furniture  will  have  a  lacquered-look- 
ing finish  if  \  mi  apply  Iwo  or  three  coats  of  flat  varnish  to 
llie  surface,  sanding  between  coats.

viting.  Extend  the  splash  of  the  pattern  by  using  a  match- 
ing fabric  for  bedspreads,  curtains,  a  squashy  sofa,  and  a 
round,  to-the-floor  cloth  for  a  corner  dining  table.

What  can  I  do  with  baseboards  to  jazz  up  a  room?

bowl  full  of  nuts,  an  apothecary  jar  full  of  shells,  or  any- 
thing at  all  to  pretty  up  the  tabletop. 


U  hat  can  I  do  with  a  narrow*  railroadlike  room  to 
make  it  wider?  Have  fun  with  the  floor:  Treat  it  like  a 
painting  and  swirl  on  waves  of  color  that  cross  the  room 
horizontally.  For  instance:  On  a  glossy  white  floor,  using 
a  1-inch-wide  roller,  roll  on  a  wave  of  Space  Blue.  Do 
just  the  center  of  the  floor,  skipping  the  extremities.  The 
color  waves  will  expand  the  room  across,  acting  like  ar- 
rows that  cut  the  narrow  length.  The  walls  should  be 
white,  the  ceiling  Blue  Sky. 


My  dining  room  is  old-fashioned  and  serious,  and 
there  is  a  chair  railing  around  the  walls.  What 
should  I  do  with  it?  Zing  it  up  with  a  coat  of  vibrant 
red  paint,  then  paint  the  ceiling,  doors,  windows,  and 
frames,  and  the  chair  railing  sharp  white.  And  for  more 
mileage,  add  red-lacquered  bamboo  blinds  to  the  win- 
dows,  eliminating  curtains.

Anyone  who  drops  by  late  in 
the  afternoon  after  the  painters 
have  gone  home  and  finds  me 
vacuuming  the  bare  floor  in  the 
dismantled  living  room  will 
probably  think  I'm  nuts.  But 
I've  found  it  pays  to  give  the 
rooms  a  quick  once-over  e\erv 
night  to  keep  down  that  in- 
evitable fin st  and  prevent  it 
from  spreading  all  over. 


Last  time  we  bad  the  painters  we 
found  out  thai  acetone,  which 
we  bought  al  die  drugstore,  was 
the  onl\  thing  to  remove  paint 
spoilers  from  the  telephone. 
Its  also  tiood.  used  with  a  razor 


The  painters  ate  due  at  the  crack 
of  dawn  on  \londa\  which 
means  we'll  have  to  spend  most 
of  Saturday  and  Sunday  d'ts- 
mantling  the  hull  and  living 
rtxnn   ourselves.    I    can   think 


of  nicer  ways  to  spend  a  spring 
weekend  but  it's  well-worth  do- 
ing that  part.  First,  because 
we'll  know  where  things  are  and 
can  arrange  them  so  that  any- 
thing we  might  need  will  be  ac- 
cessible, and  second,  because  it 
will  save  the  painters'  high- 
priced  time  and  avoid  any  cor- 
ner-cutting rush  at  the  end. 


When  we  are  ready  to  zero  in  on 
the  library,  our  major  job  will 
be  to  paint  two  walls  where  we 
are  rehanging  pictures.  I  also 
bought  some  enamel  for  the 
doorway  and  the  baseboards 
which  are  somewhat  battered.  It 
shouldn't  take  us  more  than  a 
weekend  if  we  get  the  room  all 
ready  on  Friday  night.  Once  the 
color  is  matched,  the  trick  ofr 
retouching  is  to  paint  to  a  logi- 
cal stopping  point  like  the  cor- 
ner where  one  wall  meets  the 
other.  The  line  of  demarcation 
will  hardly  be  noticeable  be- 
cause of  the  constantly  changing 
play  of  light  and  shadow.  The 
hardest  part  of  the  job  is  dark- 
ening the  new  paint  to  blend 
with  the  old.  The  last  time  we 
did  this  (in  our  other  house), 
Tom  used  burnt  umber  and  just 
a  dash  of  Prussian  blue  right  out 
of  the  tubes.  He  mixed  them  in  a 
little  turpentine  in  a  small  can 
until  it  was  the  consistency  of 
milk.  Then  he  added  that  to  the 
well-mixed  paint  in  the  big  can, 
stirring  briskly  as  he  did  it.  We 
have  learned  that  it  pays  to  go 
slowly  in  darkening  because  it's 
much  harder  to  lighten  paint 
once  you  get  it  too  dark.  A  good 
way  to  test  the  finished  color  is 
to  put  some  on  a  piece  of  white 
blotting  paper  which  will  show 
the  color  of  the  paint  when  it's 
dry.  It  should  look  lighter  in  the 
can  than  dry  on  the  wall.  It's  a 
good  idea  to  start  painting  by 
touching  up  any  nicks  in  the 
woodwork  that  go  all  the  way 
down  to  the  wood.  That  shows 
you  whether  you've  gotten  the 
color  to  match  and  helps  hll  the 
spols,  although  the  deepest  may 
need  to  be  patched  with  spackle 
as  well.  When  the  spots  are  dry, 
they  should  be  sanded  before 
you  start  your  first  coal.

She  is  star  of  a  popular  educational  television  show,  "Making  Things  Grow,"  and  wrote  a  book 
with  the  same  title  on  how  to  grow  plants  indoors.  Her  garden  on  the  front  porch  and  grounds  of 
this  old-fashioned  summer  house  on  Cape  Cod,  along  with  her  garden  in  Boston,  will  star  in  a 
new  book,  "Making  Things  Grow  Outdoors,"  which  Knopf  will  publish  next  fall.  She  uses  her  sea- 
side garden  as  an  idea  workshop,  as  well  as  a  place  for  family  holidays.

Quite  a  lot  of  over-sized,  over-stuffed,  ornately  carved  furniture  came  with  the 
house,  and  much  of  it  was  retained — and  revived.  The  principal  transformer  was 
white  paint,  which  gave  the  swans'  necks,  lions'  heads,  and  claw  feet  so  much  the 
rage  in  the  1890s  a  charming  look  of  lightness — plus  the  go -togetherness  that 
permitted  using  anything  with  anything  practically  anywhere.  Everything  was 
reupholstered  or  slipcovered  in  gingham  checks  or  delicately  flowered  cotton 
prints  or  a  fahric  of  Mrs.  Cooper's  design.  There  is  an  enormous  amount  of  color 
and  pattern  in  the  house — sometimes  one  design  to  a  room,  sometimes  half  a 
dozen.  Occasionally  a  pattern  will  start  in  one  room  and  flow  right  into  another, 
or  start  inside  and  then  go  outdoors — to  the  front  porch,  for  example.  As  Mrs. 
Cooper  says,  "there's  no  right  or  wrong  way.  It's  one's  own  way  that  matters."

A  new  slipcover  for  a  slipper  chair  or 
armless  sofa  can  be  made  without  the 
fret  of  fit  and  tailoring.  Interior  de- 
signer Mario  Buatta  designed  this 
one.  To  make:  Toss  an  old  bedsheet 
over  your  chair  to  get  an  idea  of  how 
much  fabric  you  will  need;  tuck  neatly 
around  back  and  seat,  using  safety 
pins  to  gather  sides.  Mark  at  floor 
length,  then  spread  sheet  flat.

-**•  NOVSKY:  In  general 
exercise  must  be  quite  physical 
to  eliminate  toxins  and  clear  the 
system,  what  I  call  positive 
laxation,  recharging  the  battery 
while  the  motor  is  running.  There 
must  be  rhythm,  intensity,  and 
respiratory  expertise.  But  the 
psychological  aspects  must  be 
considered  too^  especially  it 
you're  an  energetic  person.  It's 
no  good  playing  tennis  if  you 
worry  about  winning.  Obviously 
this  will  intensify  tension.  The 
point  is,  make  relaxation  a  pleas- 
ure of  life,  not  a  concentration. 
I  play  tennis  but  I  find  I  can  ad- 
just the  game  so  that  even  if  I 
make  people  a  little  mad,  it's  a 
happy  game  and  they  finally  en- 
joy it  and  relax.  But  you  should 
always  begin  with  a  mild  activity, 
limbering  up.  The  way  to  do  this 
is  to  stretch  your  body  in  its  en- 
tirety way  up,  then  curl  down 
hugging  the  knees.  Stretch  up 
and  twist  to  one  side,  twist  to  the 
other,  move  your  head  to  one 
side  then  the  other.  Stretch  and 
bend,  stretch  again  and  then 
slowly  relax  from  the  wrist,  the 
elbow,  the  shoulders,  the  neck, 
spine  and  hips,  loosening  up  with 
the  eyes  closed.

^**  BURGER:  Any  physi- 
cal shock  is  good  for  unwinding, 
hot,  cold,  or  a  combination.  In 
Finland,  you  have  the  sauna 
bath;  in  China,  you  have  shocks 
with  a  needle.  The  German  cold 
water  foot-bath  idea  comes  from 
walking  in  grass  thick  with  ice- 
cold  dew.  I  recommend  this  cold 
water  treatment.  You  can  impro- 
vise at  home.  Let  the  water  run 
ice  cold  from  the  faucet  in  the 
bath,  bend  one  knee  and  let  the 
water  run  over  the  knee  right 
down  to  the  toes.  Try  wiggling 
the  toes  as  if  you  were  playing 
the  piano.  Do  the  same  with  the 
other  leg.

A  framework  of  wooden  blocks  and 
dowels  that  offers  both  the  challenge 
and  flexibility  of  a  building  toy;  bed 
platforms  and  mattresses;  panels  to 
make  shelves  and  walls;  bean-bag 
animals  in  chair,  pillow,  and  throw- 
ing sizes;  swings,  slides,  bars,  and 
ladders;  colorful  felt  banners  and 
toys— the  available-now  elements  of 
a  new  collection  designed  to  make  a 
child's  room  a  child's  play  environ- 
ment. If  the  child  is  very  young,  you 
will  have  to  assemble  the  structure 
yourself,  but  after  that  he's  on  his 
own.  And  it's  amazing  how  soon 
quite  young  children  learn  to  take 
it  apart  and  put  it  together  again. 

J.  The  basic  structural  elements  are 
wooden  dowels  in  two  lengths  (15 
and  33V2  inches)  threaded  at  both 
ends.  These  screw  into  3V2-inch 
wood  blocks  threaded  on  all  sides. 
To  enclose  parts  of  structure,  red 
and  yellow  hardboard  panels  in 
assorted  sizes  can  attach  with  wood 
plugs  to  block-and-dowel  frames. 

Vt  The  structure  can  be  assembled 
to  turn  a  corner,  stretch  the  length 
of  a  wall,  or  stand  free  in  the  center 
of  a  room.  Once  you've  put  up  the 
framework  to  suit  your  space,  add 
beds,  panels,  and  play  equipment. 
For  convenience  all  the  elements— 
except  bean-bags,  banners  and  toys 
—are  organized  in  kits.  The  simplest 
kit  contains  structure  shown  plus 
one  bed,  a  swing,  a  rope  ladder,  a 
climbing  rope,  and  a  chinning  bar. 

3  Starting  with  one  of  the  two  basic 
kits— one  bed  or  two  beds— you  add 
to  the  structure  with  other  kits  and 
accessories.  One  possible  set-up, 
left,  based  on  the  two-bed  kit, 
includes  an  extra  add-on  block-and- 
dowel  section  and  a  panel  kit.  The 
desk  is  made  with  a  furniture  kit,  a 
set  of  blocks,  dowels,  panels,  plugs, 
and  castorplugs  that,  put  together 
differently,  can  make  a  table,  or 
bookshelves,  a  toy  box  or  wagon. 
Chair-size  crocodile  bean-bag,  felt 
lion  banner  designed  by  Gillian  Brad- 
shaw  Smith,  and  combination  teeter- 
totter  and  slide  are  also  from  collec- 
tion. Only  swivel  desk  chair  is  not. 

4  A  variation  on  the  two-bed  struc- 
ture with  beds  at  right  angles  plus 
panel  kit,  wooden  ladder,  furniture- 
kit  desk  on  castors.

Skip  1  dc,  rep  from  *  around  (8  groups  of  4  dc) .  Rnd  3:  Work 
4  dc.  ch  1,  1  dc,  ch  1,  in  same  space  of  ch  1  of  previous  rnd. 
Skip  4  dc.  Work  4  dc,  ch  1,  in  next  space  of  ch  1  of  previous 
rnd.  Skip  4  dc.  Rep  from  *  around  (12  groups  of  4  dc). 
Rnd  4:  Break  off  red  yarn,  tie  in  black  yarn  in  corner  space 
between  2  groups  of  4  dc.  Work  ""'  4  dc.  ch  1.  4  dc,  ch  1  in  this 
space  to  form  first  corner.  Rep  from  '""  in  next  two  ch  1  spaces 
of  previous  rnd  to  form  first  side.  Rep  from  *  around  to  form 
remaining  3  corners  and  sides  (16  groups  of  4  dc  ) . 

Finishing:  Sew.  weave,  or  si  st  squares  together  to  form  an 
afghan  !!  squares  wide  by  12  squares  long.

How  do  you  handle  curved  windows? 

\  relied  windows  give  beautiful  architectural  character  to  a 
room — as  engaging  as  big  luminous  eyes  are  to  a  person's 
face.  ^  on  can  leave  them  free  of  curtains,  just  to  glory  in  the 
shape:  paint  the  ceiling,  all  moldings,  a  melting  Creamy  Apri- 
cot. In  front  of  die  windows  cluster  a  garden  of  green  plants 
in  baskets  or  jardinieres.  Hide  a  floor  spotlight  in  each  cluster, 
positioning  die  beam  to  filter  through  the  leafiness. 

1  f  \  on  still  feel  that  the  panes  of  glass  are  too  forbidding- 
l\  cold  at  night,  you  can  buy  a  flexible  rod  by  Kirsch  that 
curves  to  follow  the  arches  of  the  window  and  veil  them  with 
sheer  curtains. 


W  hat  can  ue  do  with  a  vieirless  apartment? 

The  more  excitement  you  create  inside,  the  less  it  matters 
what  goes  on  out  there.  Mix  textures,  colors,  collections  of 
things.  Put  a  fur  rug  on  top  of  a  flat  patterned  one:  play 
needlepoint  against  suede  against  linen:  have  a  satiny  black 
lacquer  table,  an  old  brass  cigarette  box,  a  collection  of  luster- 
w  are. 

Use  the  double  mirror  trick:  Put  them  directly  facing 
each  other  on  opposite  walls.  The  whole  ambiance  of  the  room 
will  he  reflected  like  a  crystal  hall.  And  if  one  mirror  is  tilted 
slightl)  out  from  the  wall,  the  reflections  seem  to  go  on  ad 
infinitum. 

At  the  windows,  use  louvered  shutters,  vertical  slat 
blinds,  or  roll-up  shades  of  split  bamboo.  The  bamboo  can  be 
painted — graphics  or  bull's-eyes,  checkerboards  of  color.  Or 
it  can  he  made  to  look  like  tortoise  shell.  Another  solution: 
vertical  blinds  by  Thru-Vu,  available  in  fabrics  in  very  nar- 
row to  extra-wide  widths.  Just  in  front  of  the  windows  behind 
a  shallow  valance,  you  can  make  a  glow  las  if  the  sun  were 
filtering  through)    h\   hiding  a  row  of  incandescent  bulbs.

with  lights  attached,  fixed  to  the  wall  on  an  extendible  arm. 
one  side  a  magnifier  so  that  you  can  ieall\  see  your  face  and 
do  something  about  il  while  soaking.  Another  handy  fixture  is 
a  three-way  mirror  above  washbasin,  marvelous  for  putting 
on  make-up  and  for  seeing  the  back  ol  your  head.

strong  to  have  in  the  house.  He  told  me  a  way  to  diminish  a 
marigold's  odor^  and  it's  very  simple:  Just  add  a  teaspoon 
of  sugar  to  the  water  in  the  vase.  I  bought  some  hothouse 
marigolds  to  try  it  on  and  it  really  works. 


What  will  they  think  of  next?  Iron-on  buttons,  that's  what. 
So  far  the  buttons  are  shirt-sized  and  come  attached  to  a  small 
square  of  material  in  blue,  white,  green  or  gray  that  you  press 
right  on  to  the  shirt  with  a  hot  iron.  These  button  patches 
are  made  b\  that  veteran  of  the  iron-on  patch,  Bondex.  and 
thev  are  guaranteed  to  stay  on  for  thirty  washings  and  dry- 
ings. Also  you  don't  have  to  worry  if  there's  a  little  hole  where 
the  button  came  off — the  patch  takes  care  of  the  whole  job.

The  lawn  is  a  topic  gardeners  and  home  owners  talk  about  as 
endlessly  as  they  do  the  weather,  and  as  helplessly.  To  some  • 
the  topic  is  even  traumatic,  for  their  lawns  are  disgraceful 
compared  to  their  tid)  houses.  And  they  are  expensive  dis- 
graces. Add  up  the  cost  of  seed,  fertilizer,  weed-killer,  cor- 
roded spreaders  and  spravers  that  have  to  be  replaced,  amorti- 
zation and  repair  of  the  lawn  mower  (some  cost  SI. 200  and 
morel,  your  time  at  the  going  rate  for  yard  work  (who  pays 
less  than  ^2  an  hour?  ) .  and  the  sum  equals  the  cost  of  a  good 
black-and-white  TV  set.  Annually.  So  these  complaining  lawn 
owners  are  being  cheated  to  boot.  It  seems  odd  that  this  prob- 
lem of  the  American  home  has  not  been  solved  by  the  manv 
big  companies  that  find  the  sale  of  lawn  supplies  a  multimil- 
Iion  dollar  market.  It  nun  be  due  to  each  supplier  knowing  a 
lot  about  his  own  thing  and  too  few  bringing  it  all  together. 

After  thirh  years  of  growing  lawn  that  now  sprawls  over 
'»  acres.  I  have  discovered  that  growing  a  good  one.  instead 
of  jnsl  scruffy-looking  grass,  is  strictly  a  cultural  problem — 
no  more,  no  less,  just  like  die  garden  books  and  writers  sav. 
Certainh  m\  experience  has  not  been  different  from  others. 
I  prepared  seed  beds  and  got  faiiK  good-looking  lawn.  Then 
I  irrigated  and  fertilized  and  weeded  and  raked  and  mowed, 
bnl  il  wasn't  long  before  I  had  worse  looking  grass  than  I  had 
started  with.  This  was  frustrating.  A  fellow  with  good-looking 
gardens  ought  to  be  able  to  figure  out  how  to  grow  decent 
looking  grass.  So  I  picked  up  bits  and  pieces  of  information 
from  people  who  seemed  to  know  what  thev  were  talking  about 
and  put  them  together  to  refurbish  old  lawns,  the  kind  of 
lawns  people  mostl)  complain  about. 

1.  //  atering.  If  you  do  not  have  a  water  supply  equal  to 
I  inch  a  week  during  normal  summer  weather  and  2  inches 
when  the  temperature  exceeds  80c  to  85°,  plus  another  inch  in 
each  instance  if  the  soil  is  sandy,  a  lawn  of  conventional 
grasses  (blues  or  fescues)  cannot  be  grown  successfully.  It 
seems  to  follow  that  the  main  home  owners  who  do  not  have 
such  a  water  suppl)  can  use  this  as  a  legitimate  excuse  for  a 
weedy,  brown  lawn.  M\  feeling  is  that  they  don't  really  want 
to  have  a  good  lawn,  or,  more  charitably,  they  have  never 
heard  of  Zoysia  grass.  Zoysia  stays  green  through  prolonged 
drought  and  il  mats  so  thickl)  that  for  practical  purposes  it  is 
weedless.  Il  has  faults.  It  has  \er\  coarse  leaves  that  turn  dark 
brown  after  the  first  killing  frost.  Underfoot  il  responds  like 
tired  foam  rubber,  which  is  perfectly  satisfactor)  if  you  are 
used  to  walking  onK  on  tired  foam  rubber.  But  during  the 
summer.  Zoysia  is  a  fine  emerald  green  weedless  after  it  is 
established.  It  is  nol  raised  from  seed  but  sel  into  the  lawn  in 
the  form  of  little  plugs  of  turf.  So  lei  Zoysia  take  care  oi  those 
unfortunates  who  do  nol  have  a  water  supply.

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ter.  of  course,  will  be  augmented  by  natural  rainfall.  A  cheap 
plastic  rainfall  gauge  tells  me  how  much  water  I  do  not  have 
to  apply.  The  total  water  requirement  for  the  week  should  be 
put  on  at  one  time  to  soak  through  to  the  roots — sprinkling 
doesn't  count.  To  measure  1  inch  of  water:  Place  a  straight- 
sided  pan  or  can  mid-distance  from  the  sprinkler  head  to  the 
perimeter  of  its  pattern.  Note  the  time  it  takes  to  collect  1 
inch.  Then  move  the  sprinkler  so  that  the  perimeter  falls  on 
the  can — overlap  half  of  the  pattern,  in  other  words — and  let 
it  run  for  the  same  length  of  time.  I  should  note  that  some 
authorities  say  that  1  U  inch  of  water  a  week  is  enough;  I  have 
not  found  this  to  be  true  with  my  soils,  which  are  considered 
normal.  So  having  established  this  first  requirement  of  lawn 
rebuilding,  let's  move  on  to  the  next  and  equally  important. 

2.  Fertilizing.  A  regular  ration  of  food  is  as  important 
to  a  grass  crop  as  it  is  to  people.  Last  summer  I  visited  a  large 
turf  nursery  that  supplies  rolls  of  grass  to  contractors  who 
make  "instant  lawns''  for  factories,  fairs,  and  the  affluent.  He 
said.  "Harris,  this  would  be  an  insignificant  business  if  the 
American  home  owner  fertilized  his  lawn  properly.  The  seed 
houses  would  be  smaller,  herbicide  makers  would  have  a  ver\ 
small  domestic  market,  and  we  would  all  be  scrambling  to  get 
into  the  fertilizer  business."  He,  of  course,  has  every  reason 
to  know  that  a  health)  lawn  does  not  need  constant  reseeding. 
that  a  thick  one  so  discourages  annual  weed  seeds  that  you 
have  little  trouble  with  them,  particularly  with  that  baneful 
stull  called  crab  grass.  I  have  been  using  heavy  applications  of 
organic-based,  slow -release  fertilizer  15-8-12  twice  a  year — 
when  the  crocuses  bloom  and  on  July  1 — at  the  rate  of  12 
pounds  per  1,000  square  feet.  This  year  we  shall  shift — be- 
cause a  trusted  agronomist  suggested  it — to  three  feedings  of 
!!  pounds  of  21-6-11  at  crocus  time,  mid-May,  and  late  July, 
plus  a  whopper  of  12  pounds  in  very  late  fall.  I  anticipate  that 
we  shall  have  grass  coming  out  of  the  exhaust  of  an  exhausted 
lawn  mower.  The  reason  for  changing  the  feeding  program  is 
based  on  the  logic  of  my  friend,  the  agronomist.  "Plants  can- 
not he  much  different  from  animals — which  you  wouldn't 
vol  Lie  and  star\e.  Although  the  fertilizers  you  use  are  slow 
release,  no  one  has  yet  proved  that  the  nutrient  release  is  even. 
I'd  guess  that  your  grass  is  pretty  hungry  long  before  it  is  fed 
a  second  time." 

At  this  point  the  real  fundamentals  of  lawn  care — water 
and  food — have  been  taken  care  of.  The  following  are  really 
nothing  more  than  nice  refinements  in  lawn  refurbishing. 

3.  Seeding.  Lawns  with  little  grass  obviously  have  to 
be  seeded  for  at  least  a  couple  of  years.  As  "a  young  man  s 
fancy  turns  to  thoughts  of  love"  in  the  spring,  a  gardener  s 
turns  to  planting  something,  and  often  that  something  is  lawn 
seed.  Why  not?  The  ads  are  all  enticing  and  everyone  on  the 
block  is  doing  it.  Seeding  in  the  spring  ma\  he  possible  in 
places  like  England  or  San  Francisco,  for  their  cool,  damp 
weather  is  ideal  for  grass.  But  in  most  American  climates  the 
seeds,  if  they  germinate,  can  easily  be  cut  down  by  those  blasts 
of  hot  weather  that  usually  come  long  before  a  decent  spring 
should  end.  The  fall,  you  know,  is  nature's  planting  time,  and 
except  for  patching  bare  spots  in  the  lawn  in  the  spring,  fall  is 
the  onl)  lime  to  plant  lawn  seed.  They  germinate  quickly, 
shoot   their   roots  down   with   authority,  ami   are   in   splendid 
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Bitter  harvest  in  suburbia.

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shape  to  whoosh  in  the  spring.  We  use  about  3  pounds  per 
1.000  square  feet.  It  is  an  all-fescue  mixture  and  the  seeds  are 
large.  One-third  as  much  would  be  a  good  seeding  of  a  blue- 
grass  mixture.  Broadcast  the  seed  two  ways  for  even  coverage, 
then  tease  the  seed  down  through  the  turf  to  the  soil  surface 
with  a  light  bamboo  broom,  but  pick  up  no  trash  (thatch) 
Finally  use  an  unweighted  roller.  Light  seedings  will  be 
needed  only  on  alternate  years  after  the  turf  thickens. 

4.  Weeding.  Annual  weeds,  particularly  crab  grass,  are 
inhibited  when  the  good  grasses  become  so  healthy,  and  con- 
sequently so  thick,  that  weed  seeds  either  fail  to  germinate  or 
when  thev  do  are  so  weak  they  die.  Although  a  spectacular 
improvement  will  be  apparent  at  the  end  of  two  years  of 
regular  irrigation  and  feeding,  badly  run-down  lawns  will  still 
have  annual  weeds  in  them  that  are  hard  to  eradicate,  as  well 
as  broadleaf  weeds  that  are  perennial  and  grow  and  grow. 
"Ordinary  duckweed,"  as  it  is  called  in  the  books,  is  one  of 
them — young  plants  of  it  grow  rampant  in  the  cool  fall  weath- 
er. 1  hope  I  never  see  extraordinary  chickweed  in  my  lawn,  if 
there  is  such  a  thing.  But  chick,  and  some  twenty-five  other'" 
annual  weeds  that  may  affect  a  lawn,  submit  to  modern  herbi- 
cides known  as  "pre-emergents,"  because  they  kill  the  weed 
just  as  it  breaks  through  the  hull  of  the  seed.  The  chemicals 
are  dangerous  onl)  to  the  ecology  of  germinating  seeds,  but 
they  will  knock  out  any  grass  seed  as  well  as  weeds.  This 
means  the  pre-emergent  must  have  dissipated  its  full  strength 
before  an)  sowing  is  done — it  should  not  be  effective  for  more 
than  100  days.  AppI)  it  exactly  as  directed  on  the  package,  on 
March  1  (adjust  this  and  other  dates  to  your  climates),  then 
again  at  a  later  date  chosen  so  that  the  pre-emergent  will  be- 
come inactive  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  you  sow  grass. 
Seed  heavily  just  before  the  fall  rains  start.  (As  you  shall  see, 
spring  sowing  is  never  done.)  These  two  applications  should 
take  care  of  most  annual  weed  problems  the  first  year.  Of 
course,  weed  seed  will  blow  in  again  and  another  treatment 
may  be  necessary.  Dandelions,  which  produce  fine  salad 
greens  in  the  spring  and  a  wealth  of  pretty  yellow  flowers  later, 
can  only  be  eradicated  with  what  the  trade  calls  "post-emer- 
gent herbicides."  They  are  new  formulations  of  2,  4-D,  that 
do  not  produce  harmful  fumes  or  vapors  and  when  used  ac- 
cording to  directions  as  a  lawn  spra\  are  not  harmful  to  any- 
thing but  the  broadleaf  plants  growing  among  the  grasses. 
These  materials  should  be  applied  when  the  temperature  is 
about  70°  with  a  small  sprayer  (2-gallon  size,  but  only  half 
full  to  make  the  work  easier),  set  at  low  pressure.  ( Post- 
emergents  also  come  in  dr\  forms,  but  liquid  seems  easier  to 
apply.)  Don't  let  the  mist  drift  to  desirable  plants.  Or,  better 
still,  instead  of  a  sprayer,  use  a  watering  can  with  a  rose 
spray.  Seeds  of  broadleaf  weeds  will  continue  to  drift  in  but 
few  will  germinate.  Note:  You  can't  kill  a  dandelion  by  cut- 
ling  it  below  the  crown — it  forms  a  new  plant  immediately 
from  the  cut  root  and  throws  up  a  multiple  head. 

5.  4dding  lime.  The  use  of  lime  is  important  when  pre- 
paring new  beds  for  (lowers  or  grass.  It  is  not  a  plant  nutrient. 
Its  job  is  to  condition  the  humus  in  the  soil  so  that  the  myriads 
of  bacteria  there  can  do  the  work  only  they  d<> — prepare  the 
inorganic  nutrients  into  forms  acceptable  lc  plant  roots.  To

EDITOR'S  NOTE:  For  the  past  twenty  years.  Mr.  Wat  kins  has 
been  writing  about  houses — how  to  build  them,  how  to  buy 
them,  hole  to  take  care  of  them.  This  article  is  an  adaptation 
of  a  chapter  in  his  newest  book  "The  Home  Owner's  Survival 
kit.     to  be  published  shortly  by  Han  thorn  Boohs. 

Even  if  you've  never  thought  before  now  about  installing  cen- 
tral air  conditioning,  you  might  find  that,  like  TV  in  the  past, 
you'll  have  it  sooner  than  you  expected. 

A  season's  operating  bills  for  central  air  conditioning 
should  run  from  about  $4  per  100  square  feet  of  house  in  the 
North  up  to  88  in  hot  parts  of  the  South  such  as  Texas  and 
Arizona.  The  cost  will  be  a  little  more  or  less  depending  on 
whether  you  pa)  more  or  less  than  2  cents  per  kilowatt  hour 
for  electricity.  The  cost  will  also  depend  on  such  things  as  how 
\  ou  operate  your  equipment.  II  you  are  paying  more  than  $4 
to  So'  per  100  square  foot  of  air-conditioned  living  area.  \  ou're 
doin<:  something  wrong. 

The  number  one  rule  to  remember  is  that  the  more  you 
can  reduce  the  summer  heat  load  inside  of  your  house,  the 
less  air  conditioning  needed,  the  lower  the  cost.  A  second  rule 
has  to  do  with  knowing  about  the  proper  care  and  feeding  of 
an  aii -conditioning  system.  Kike  a  pupp)  dog.  it  requires  a 
little  knowledge  and  attention  to  thrive. 

//  yoti  don't  have  air  conditioning:  "It  doesn  t  gel 
thai  hoi  where  we  live,  so  win  get  it?"  famous  last  words 
(and  the  family  will  often  suffer  miserabl)  when  the  furnace 
heal  of  Jul)  and  August  arrives). 

"It's  not  the  heat,  it's  the  humidity."  It's  actually  both, 
usually  a  combination  of  the  two  that  makes  things  oppres- 
sive. Air  conditioning  neutralizes  both,  wringing  sogg)  mois- 
ture from  the  air  as  well  as  lowering  the  temperature. 

"It's  too  expensive."  Another  objection  and  quite  valid 
for  people  who  just  don't  have  the  money.  Hut  air  condition- 
ing loda)  costs  less  than  main  people  think.  It  can  be  eco- 
nomical!)   justified  in  term-  of  its  health  and  living  benefits. 

Air  conditioning  is  a  particular  boon  for  the  health  and 
survival  of  people  with  allergies  and  heart  conditions.  Doc- 
tors prescribe  it  as  medicine  for  these  and  other  ailments  thai 
are  agfi  ra\  ated  h\  heat. 

A  family  sleeps  and  cats  better  in  an  air-conditioned 
house.  There  are  fewer  summer  colds,  despite  widespread  be- 
lief to  the  contrary.  Tempers  don  t  flare  up  because  every- 
body's disposition  is  cooled  oil  along  with  I  he  air. 

An  air-conditioned  house  is  also  easier  to  keep  clean

than  a  non-air-conditioned  house  with  all  its  windows  (lung 
open  wide.  Mildew  and  dankness  are  minimized. 

Air  conditioning  is  clearl)  becoming  a  standard  part  of 
American  houses.  In  fact,  a  house  without  it  in  the  $25,000 
and  up  price  range  is  haul  to  sell  in  many  parts  of  the  South 
today.  Within  a  few  years,  air  conditioning  is  expected  to  he- 
come  an  equally  strong  sales  feature — or  no-sale  feature  if  you 
don  I  have  it — in  the  North.  In  short,  air  conditioning  is  an 
excellent  investment  and  its  cost  should  come  hack  to  you 
via  an  increased  sales  price  when  you  sell  your  house. 

//  you  already  have  air  conditioning:  Remember 
that  the  more  you  cut  down  the  entry  of  hot  outdoor  heat  and 
reduce  the  build-up  of  interior  heat,  the  less  load  there  is  on 
the  air  conditioner.  Here  is  a  compendium  of  effective  ways 
to  do  that  and  get  the  most  out  of  your  equipment. 

1.  Don' I  let  hot  sun  pour  into  your  house.  Especially 
through  windows.  Shade  the  glass,  pull  blinds  down  on  the 
inside,  or  put  up  blinds  on  the  outside.  An  enormous  quantity 
of  heat  is  unleashed  into  a  house  by  direct  sun  shining  through 
windows. 

\\  hats  more,  the  sun  pours  as  much  heat  per  hour  per 
square  foot  of  glass  exposure  into  a  house  from  the  east  in  the 
morning  as  it  does  from  the  west  in  the  afternoon.  The  sun 
ma)  not  seem  as  hot  in  the  morning  because  the  air  tempera- 
ture is  not  as  hot  as  in  the  afternoon.  Nonetheless,  morning 
sun  will  drain  overnight  coolness  from  a  house  and  start  your 
interior  heat  load  building  up  early.  That  makes  the  house 
tough  to  keep  cool  later  when  the  heat  level  reaches  its  peak. 

Shading  a  window  on  the  outside  is  about  twice  as  ef- 
fective  as  interior  shading.  Sometimes  a  retractable  drop- 
shade  on  the  outside  can  do  the  trick.  Or  consider  the  use  of 
awnings,  especiall)   in  a  very  hot  climate. 

2.  Stop  ho/  roof  heat  entry.  Sun  pouring  down  on  the 
roof  is  the  single  biggest  source  of  summer  heat  in  most 
houses  and  accounts  for  the  biggest  portion  of  air-condition- 
ing hills.  That's  because  the  sun  beats  down  on  the  roof  vir- 
tualK  all  da)  long,  hut  only  on  a  single  wall  or  window  ex- 
posure at  an\  one  time  during  the  day.  Attics  get  as  hot  as  150 
degrees,  and  this  furnace-like  heat  seeps  down  into  the  house 
long  into  the  evening. 

Idle  best  protection  from  attic  heat  is  a  thick  layer  of  6 
to  8  inches  of  insulation  at  the  attic  floor.  At  the  same  time 
the  attic  should  he  well  ventilated.  This  calls  for  large  screened 
air  vents  to  let  outside  air  blow  in  and  wash  out  the  hot  air. 

A  reall)  hot  attic  with  little  or  no  insulation  can  be  cooled 
effectivel)  h\  an  attic  ventilating  fan.  The  fan  is  set  up  to  blow 
hut  aii  out  one  end  of  the  attic  while  cooler  outdoor  air  is 
automatical!)  drawn  in  through  a  vent  at  die  other  end.  The 
result  is  a  continuous  air  wash  that  can  substantially  reduce 
the  attic  heat  and  do  wonders  to  keep  dow  n  \  our  cooling  hills. 

The  darker  the  roof  color,  the  more  heal  it  will  absorb 
and  the  hotter  the  attic  will  become.  A  light-colored  or  white 
roof  thus  reflects  more  sun  heat  than  a  dark  roof.  However, 
painting  a  roof  while  jusl  to  cut  heal  entry  and  air-condition- 
ing costs  is  often  nol  worth  the  expense.  It  generall)  will  not 
reduce  attic  heal  h\  thai  much.  If,  however,  you  are  getting  a 
new   roof  you  mighl  want  to  consider  a  lighi  color. 

3.  Keep  doors  and  windows  shut.  This  should  he  ohv  ions.

bul  servicemen  find  that  a  surprising  number  of  people  tunc 
air-conditioning  problems — and  high  cooling  bills-  -because 
windows  and  doors  are  blithel)  left  wide  open  when  the  equip- 
ment is  running. 

A  window  or  two  can  l>c  left  open  a  little-  and  not  make 
much  difference  in  the  cooling  operation.  This  is  perfectl)  all 
right  and  understandable  in,  say,  a  bedroom  where  one  de- 
sires "fresh  air  all  nighl  long.  If  a  child  leaves  a  door  open 
occasionally,  this,  too,  should  nol  be  a  cause  of  alarm  and 
no  need  realk  to  scream  at  the  child.  II  children  chron- 
ically leave  a  door  flung  open,  an  automatic  door  closer 
will  help. 

1.  Leave  .storm  windows  on  in  sum  met.  Don't  lake  them 
all  down  and  put  on  your  screens,  since  windows  are  infre- 
quenth  opened  in  a  room  or  house  with  air  conditioning.  A 
few  storm  windows  can  be  replaced  with  screens,  if  desired, 
to  let  you  enjo\  the  breeze  on  mild  summer  days.  Storm  win- 
dows left  on  in  summer  give  a  double-glass  shield  that  cuts 
dow  n  on  the  enlr\  of  hot  outdoor  air.  They  do  not,  however,  re- 
duce the  entry  id  direct  sun  heat  through  glass  by  very  much. 

5.  Make  sure  the  clothes  dryer  is  rented.  A  clothes  diver 
can  spew  out  a  huge  exhaust  of  hot.  wet  air  even  when  it's  lo- 
cated in  the  basement.  The  hot  vapor  infiltrates  the  living 
quarters  and  puts  an  extra  load  on  the  air  conditioner. 

().  Don  I  let  moisture  build  up  inside  the  house.  Water 
vapor  from  cooking,  washing,  and  even  a  wet  basement  can, 
like  the  vapor  from  a  clothes  dryer,  sharply  increase  the  hu- 
midity in  a  house  and  thus  make  an  air  conditioner  work 
harder.  Remember  that  in  addition  to  cooling  your  air,  an  air 
conditioner  also  wrings  moisture  from  indoor  air. 

Steaming  cooking  vapors  and  fumes  are  best  eliminated 
h\  a  kitchen  exhaust  fan  (preferably  located  in  the  outer  wall 
or  ceiling  directly  over  the  range).  I  se  the  fan  during  cook- 
ing. Replacement  air  from  outdoors  should  be  drawn  in  by 
opening  a  nearby  kitchen  window  a  few  inches  rather  than  by 
drawing  cool  air  from  the  rest  of  the  house. 

A  wet  cellar  should  he  dried  out.  since  much  of  the  vapor 
downstairs  will  inexorably  rise  upstairs.  A  slightly  damp  cel- 
lar that  cannot  he  entirely  dried  out.  can.  on  the  other  hand, 
be  kept  drier  by  spilling  a  little  air-conditioned  air  into  the 
basement.  It  will  prevent  cellar  mildew  and  wood  rot. 

1  se  plastic  shower  curtains  in  your  bathrooms.  Canvas 
and  cloth  ones  absorb  shower  water,  which  later  evaporates 
into  the  house  air  ami  loads  down  the  air  conditioner.  A  small 
bathroom  exhaust  fan  can  also  help  you  rid  your  house  of  the 
clouds  of  bathroom  vapor  after  a  shower  hath. 

7.  Consider  insulating  the  house  walls.  This  assumes  that 
they're  nol  adequatel)  insulated  now.  Insulation  is  particu- 
larl)  recommended  lor  the  walls  of  a  large  house  with  con- 
siderable wall  area,  or  if  your  walls  arc  exposed  to  a  lot  of  hoi 
sunshine.  Insulation  will  pa)  for  itself  if  you  remain  in  the 
house  at  least  four  or  five  \  car--. 

8.  Operating  savings.  Turn  on  the  main  electric  switch 
for  central  air-conditioning  equipmenl  before  the  beginning 
of  summer  and  at  least  a  day  or  two  before  the  Inst  need  lor 
air  conditioning  is  anticipated.  This  is  to  warm  up  the  internal 
cockles  of  the  equipment  in  advance.  It's  done  by  a  small  elec- 
tric coil  inside.  (There  are  some  brands  thai  don  I  have  one  i

all  the  heat  and  humidity  that  has  built  up  while  it  was  off. 
Of  course,  if  the  weather  turns  beautifully  cool  and  com- 
fortable for  a  few  days  or  a  week  or  so,  it"s  perfectly  all  right 
to  fling  open  the  windows  and  enjoy  the  breeze.  Then  turn  the 
equipment  oil  for  a  while  or,  better  still,  set  the  thermostat  up 
to  about  80.  The  s\slem  will  not  go  on  unless  there  is  a  pro- 
nounced rise  in  the  house  temperature.  Opening  windows  is 
not  recommended,  of  course,  if  it  is  important  to  keep  your 
house  air  free  of  allergenic  pollen. 

If  you  leave  the  house  empty  for  two  or  three  days,  it's 
still  good  to  leave  the  cooling  on.  Set  the  thermostat  a  little 
higher  than  normal!)  about  !!(•  or  so—  -to  keep  things  rea- 
sonabl)  cool.  Then  on  your  return,  the  air  conditioner  has 
oul\  a  little  wa\  to  go  to  u,et  the  house  down  to  a  comfortable 


<o  degrees.  If  you  turn  the  system  off  when  you  leave  for  a 
lew  days,  your  house  could  he  broiling  on  your  return.  It 
could  take  half  a  da\  or  so  before  the  air  conditioner  gets  the 
house  cool  again.  II  you'll  be  awa)  for  more  than  a  few  days, 
of  course  turn  the  coolinp  s\  stein  oil. 

10.  Take  advantage  of  "storage  effect."  During  a  heat 
wave  lower  the  thermostat  setting  3  or  I  degrees  below  normal 
before  going  to  bed  at  night.  Ibis  is  the  other  exception  to 
(he  no-fiddling-w  ith-the-thei  mostat  rule.  Turn  the  thermostat 
down  to  at  least  72  degrees.  \\  bile  you're  asleep,  everything 
in  the  house — furniture  and  furnishings  as  well  as  10  to  20 
toils  of  structure — will  be  gradually  cooled  down  at  a  time 
when  the  equipment  need  not  work  so  hard  to  accomplish  this. 
In  effect,  extra  cooling  will  be  stored  up  to  fight  off  the  scorch- 
ing heat  of  the  next  day.  W  hen  the  temperature  soars,  you  will 
he  inexpensive!)  cool  because  of  "storage  effect." 

11.  Let  the  air-conditioning  blower  run  all  the  time.  This 
utilizes  the  same  principle  of  Continuous  Air  Circulation 
( CAC )  recommended  for  warm-air  heating  in  winter.  The 
air  blower  should  circulate  air  continuously  through  the  house 
when  the  cooling  compressor  is  off,  as  well  as  when  it's  on. 
The  small  extra  cost  to  keep  the  blower  running  will  be  off- 
set by  the  money  saved  as  a  result  of  greater  air-conditioning 
efficiency.  Tins  also  means  greater  comfort  and  more  uniform 
temperature  control. 

12.  Keep  the  air  filter  clean.  It  is  as  important  for  cooling 
as  it  is  for  heating  and  it's  usually  the  same  filter.  Check  it  at 
the  beginning  of  summer  and  clean  or  replace  it,  if  necessar) .

According  to  Thomas  Sheraton,  these  tables 
got  their  name  from  that  "ol  the  lady  who  first  gave  orders  for 
one  of  them,  and  who  probably  gave  the  first  idea  of  such  a  table 
to  the  workman" — the  Countess  of  Pembroke   (1737-1831)? 


EAR  OF  CORN   PITCHER

The  "Ear  of  Corn"  pattern  was  one  of  the 
most  popular  of  all  Victorian  patterns  both 
in  England  and  America.  It  was  found  on 
useful  as  well  as  ornamental  wares,  the  former  generally  in  Vic- 
torian majolica,  the  latter  in  Parian  porcelain.  The  "Ear  of  Corn" 
pattern  was  especially  suitable  for  vases  and  pitchers.  Your  pitch- 
ers were  registered  by  a  Staffordshire  potter  at  the  London  Patent 
Office  on  October  26,  1869. 

VICTORIAN 
WATCH   HOLDER 

Can  you  tell  me  what  this  small  bronze 
stand,  about  a  foot  high,  was  used  for? 
Is  it  eery  old? 

E.H.W '. — Greensboro,  N.  C. 

You  have  a  watch  holder  and  trinket 
box  of  mid-nineteenth-century  Euro- 
pean manufacture — perhaps  English. 
The  watch  holder  was  a  popular  Vic- 
torian accessory  in  the  bedroom,  be- 
cause the  watch  could  be  in  full  view 
and  there  was  no  need  to  fumble  for  it  beneath  the  pillows.  A 
cherub  in  Indian  costume  was  a  favorite  European  exotic  motif 
and  was  forever  turning  up  in  the  most  unexpected  places.

The  Staffordshire  potters,  John  and  William  Ridgway,  who  used 
the  distinguishing  initals  "JWR"  in  their  backstamps,  were  ac- 
tive at  Shelton,  Hanley  between  1814-1830 — so  your  stoneware 
platter  is  truly  antique.  The  Ridgways  were  a  well-known  family 
of  potters.  At  the  present  time  Ridgway  Potteries  Ltd.  is  active  at 
Shelton,  Hanley.

At  the  tender  age  of  sixteen.  I  was  introduced  to  the  aston- 
ishing psychological  effects  of  the  world's  most  joyfully 
Christmasv  beverage — champagne!  One  of  my  pals  managed 
to  smuggle  back  from  his  sister's  wedding  to  our  staid  board- 
ing school  a  beverage  whose  potency  and  erotic  effects  were 
claimed  to  be  beyond  even  our  adolescent  imagination. 

Some  ele\en  friends  of  the  lucky  wedding  guest  were 
imited  to  sample  this  elixir  behind  the  school  barn  after 
lights-out.  So  we  gathered,  shivering  with  clandestine  pleas- 
ure and  half  drunk  with  anticipation.  It  was  a  good  thing  we 
were  already  intoxicated,  for  one  bottle — even  of  French 
champagne — among  twelve  people  does  not  generate  much 
jazz.  But  the  psychological  effect  was  to  sow  the  seeds  of  a 
series  of  memories  that  will  certain.lv  make  me  start  up  in  mv 
wheelchair  at  ninety-three. 

There  is  nothing  like  true  champagne  to  give  vou.  per- 
sonally, the  feeling  of  being  on  top  of  the  world,  and  to  give 
the  impression  that  you  are  not  onh  a  hue  fellow,  and  with 
it.  but  a  generous  millionaire  to  boot. 

True  champagne — and  I  admit  to  being  brainwashed — 
comes  from  one  place  only,  although  good  sparkling  white 
wines  exist  in  other  parts  of  the  world.  And  that  place  is  the 
region  around  Rheims  and  Epernay  in  France.  If  you  are 
visiting  France,  you  really  should  make  a  detour  to  visit  the 
cellars.  Some  of  them  are  works  of  art  dating  from  Roman 
days.  The  Romans  dug  out  the  soft  Champagne  country  chalk 
in  a  peculiar  wa\.  Thev  began  with  a  hole  at  the  surface  that 
looked  as  if  it  were  a  well.  They  then  cut  out  the  stone  under 
this  hole  to  make  a  sort  of  empty  pyramid  underground,  with 
a  base  that  sometimes  measures  50  feet  or  more  at  the  bottom, 
which  itself  is  some  30  or  40  feet  below   the  surface. 

The  lower  parts  of  these  hollowed  out  pvramids  were 
connected  at  their  bases  to  form  a  series  of  rooms.  W  ith  their 
cone-shaped  walls,  and  their  beautiful  rough  white  chalk  sur- 
faces, these  strange  quarries  reach  up  towards  the  surface  like 
nothing  so  much  as  cathedra's,  cool  and  tranquil,  and  just 
right  for  the  repose  of  the  most  regal  wine  there  is. 

In  these  statelv  cellars,  and  others  built  in  the  chalk  in 
more  modern  fashion — 120  miles  of  them  in  all — over  200 
million  bottles  of  champagne  age  and  form  bubbles,  read\ 
to  tickle  your  nose  and  throat.  Outside  of  France  the  largest 
part  of  this  store  goes  to  Britain  and  America.  Added  to  all 
the  other  kinds  of  sparkling  win.es  you  can  bu\ — made  in 
America,  or  Spain,  or  Germain,  or  Italy — the  total  of  bub- 
bling wine  consumed  in  the  world  seems  to  indicate  that,  re- 
cession or  no.  a  party  is  still  a  part)   is  still  a  party.

planetary  voyages.  Pulling  in  our  futur- 
istic bug  eyes,  and  thinking  again  about 
our  nature  and  just  plain  folk,  what 
we  really  know  is  that  our  constant 
need  for  beautv  is  as  primary  and 
unchanging  as  the  need  to  eat  and 
procreate.

Water  is  life,  but  we  are  thirsty. 


We  are  undernourished  for  water 
. .  .  the  consensus  is:  Americans  do 
not  use  water  to  their  advantage. 
"We  smoke  too  much,  drink  too 
much,  rush  too  much,  take  too 
many  tranquilizers.  We  never  take  the  time  to  unwind  in  a  warm  tub," 
says  Mr.  Jack  Hofkosh,  Director  of  Physical  Therapy  for  the  New  York 
University  Medical  Center.  Many  experts  agree:  Water  can  revitalize  your 
health,  your  habits.  It  is  the  oldest  treatment  in  medical  history.  Do  you 
have  bad  circulation?  Dr.  Shyh-Jong  Yue,  chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Physical  Medicine  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  advises  contrast  baths:  a  quick 
dip  in  a  hot  tub  to  dilate  the  blood  vessels,  then  a  quick  cool  needle 
shower  to  constrict  them.  Stiff  joints,  aches  and  pains?  All  the  doctors 
like  whirlpool  baths  .  .  .  "water  is  agitated  and  has  a  gentle  massaging 
effect  on  the  body,  and  at  the  same  time  the  heat  of  the  bath  water  will  relax 
muscle  spasms,"  explains  Dr.  Yue.  Deep  fatigue  and  tension?  "Take  an 
aspirin,  crawl  into  a  warm  tub,"  is  Mr.  Hofkosh's  prescription.  Dry  skin? 
"Practice  selective  bathing,"  says  Dr.  Jay  G.  Barnett,  dermatologist  with  the 
Orentreich  Medical  Group,  "that  is,  bathe  with  soap  only  the  parts  of  the 
body  that  are  dirty.  Too,  showers  do  not  take  as  much  moisture  out  of  the 
skin  as  soaking  in  a  hot  tub.  The  hotter  the  water,  the  more  moisture  the 
skin  throws  off  after  bathing;  hence,  the  drier  the  skin  becomes."  Puffy 
eyes?  Lie  down  in  a  warm  bath,  apply  compresses  of  iced  tea  to  the  eyes. 
And  to  relieve  painful  sunburn,  itchy  skin,  add  a  quart  of  skim  milk  to  bath 
water.  While  soaking,  pat  milk  on  face  with  cotton,  let  dry.  Wash  off  with 
warm  water,  follow  with  cool.  Water  is  beautiful  for  shaping  up  the  body. 
Dr.  Anna  Kara,  Director  of  Physical  Medicine  and  Rehabilitation,  The  New 
York  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  advises  doing  exercises  under  water  .  .  . 
"there  are  no  sudden  and  jerky  motions  possible  in  water.  Gravity  is  elimi- 
nated and  the  body  becomes  buoyant  and  can  exercise  without  straining 
the  joints.  Also  the  resistance  of  the  water  makes  the  muscles  work." 

Water  is  a  cure  and  "athletes  know  how  to  make  hot  water  and  cold 
water  work  for  them,"  according  to  Dr.  Willibold  Nagler,  Director  of  Physical 
Medicine,  the  New  York  Hospital.  "They  never  take  a  cold  shower  after 
heavy  exercise:  The  reflector  action  of  ice  water  against  warm  skin  and 
subsequent  contracting  of  blood  vessels  will  increase  muscle  pain.  For  a 
sprain,  however,  athletes  do  use  cold  water,  sparingly,  to  relieve  swelling 
...  a  person  should  not  take  cold  showers  unless  he  is  used  to  them.  A  cold 
shower  should  be  worked  up  to  gradually,  then  it  can  be  invigorating  and 
can  increase  the  circulation  of  the  blood."

waterfall  once  tumbled.  The  original  gar- 
den had  had  some  hydrangeas  but  never 
clustered  in  such  luxuriance.  Mrs.  Hum- 
phrey planted  them  in  the  3-foot  beds  sur- 
rounding each  courtyard,  because  she  had 
loved  them  from  her  childhood  summers 
on  the  mild  Long  Island  coast  and  because 
they  seemed  so  right  for  a  garden  behind 
the  house  where  summer  profusion,  rather 
than  winter  view,  was  needed.  Hydrangeas 
bud  and  blossom  from  dry,  stubby  canes, 
but  no  matter.  The  roses  the  Humphreys 
planted  ('Queen  Elizabeth'  in  the  octago- 
nal beds  within  the  walled  garden,  'Silver 
Moon'  climbers  at  the  side  of  the  house) 
do,  too,  and  by  summer  all  are  glorious. 
Hydrangeas  with  their  immense  flower 
heads,  cratered  as  the  moon,  have  been  a 
favorite  summer  flowering  shrub  ever 
since  they  were  introduced  from  the 
Orient  in  the  eighteenth  century  along 
with  porcelain  and  lacquer.  They  are  ami-

and  requi  r- 
ing  very  little 
care,  and 
many  a  gar- 
den in  America  has  single  hydrangeas 
started  from  pot  plants  forced  for  Easter 
by  florists.  If  set  out  to  take  root,  they  will 
bloom  the  next  summer  and  for  summers 
to  come.  In  remodeling  their  garden — 
"there's  nothing  I'd  rather  do  than  do  some 
thing  over" — Mrs.  Humphrey  decided  to 
mass  these  dependables,  the  imaginative 
idea  that  made  all  the  difference.  (For 
more  on  hydrangeas  and  their  care,  please 
see  Gardener's  Notes,  page  188.)

The  symmetrical  design  of  the  garden  (see  aerial  view  above), 

is  not  apparent  from  within.  Everywhere  you  are  surrounded  by  blue  hydran- 
geas, and  each  area  seems  a  small  sequestered  garden.  From  the  moon-gate 
terrace  you  see  the  pond  but  only  the  pale  willow  and  dark  mulberry  treetops 
of  the  level  below.  You  do  not  guess  there  is  still  a  third  terrace.  You  follow 
the  stairs  and  seem  in  a  maze  leading  to  a  parapet.  You  retrace  your  steps 
to  find  the  next  flight  of  steps  to  still  another  enclosure  below.  Only  then  do 
you  spot  the  small  cutting  garden  of  annuals  facing  the  steps  to  the  pond.

FROM  THE  OUTSIDE,  the  English  Tudor 
house,  seen  from  the  street,  opposite  page, 
inset,  gives  no  hint  of  the  surprise  at  its  back. 
In  contrast  to  inward-turning  quality  of  old 
house,  the  new  wing,  opposite  page,  widely  em- 
braces the  outdoors.  Partly  curved  wall  of  glass 
panels  wraps  around  one  side  of  downstairs 
letting  abundant  light  into  playroom  and  break- 
fast room.  Upstairs  level,  which  is  entirely  a 
deck  (reached  by  outside  staircase  or  from 
baby's  bedroom),  is  completely  open  to  the  sky. 
BREAKFAST  ROOM,  far  left,  top,  off  existing 
kitchen,  creates  a  pleasant  spot  for  mornings, 
overlooking  the  garden.  The  playroom,  far  left, 
bottom,  separated  from  the  breakfast  room  only 
by  three  steps,  makes  it  easy  to  keep  in  close 
touch  with  the  children  from  kitchen.  Lights 
are  movable,  clipped  on  chrome  ceiling  poles. 


UPPER  LEVEL  DECK,  above,  reminds  you  of 
being  on  board  ship.  A  high  flying  superstruc- 
ture of  white  posts  and  beams  is  girdled  with 
white  painted  railings;  and  when  you  peer  over 
the  edge,  you  overlook,  just  as  on  a  ship,  an- 
other deck  wrapping  around  the  lower  level. 
Not  all  the  superstructure  is  there  entirely  for 
playfulness  sake.  The  stucco  panels,  such  as 
the  high,  sculpturally  shaped  one  on  one  side 
of  the  deck,  left,  ward  off  some  of  the  sun's 
rays  and  together  with  beams  throw  patterns 
of  shade  across  the  floor  of  deck.  The  jutting 
structure  of  upper  level  also  helps  keep 
some  sun  off  the  glass  wall  on  the  first  level.

Gertrude  ("a  rose  is  a  rose  is  a  rose")  Stein's  friend, 
the  autobiographical  Alice  B.  Toklas,  was  once  my  guest  at  a 
memorable  picnic.  We  spent  some  time  finding  the  perfect 
spot  in  her  honor,  and  finally  chose  a  handsome  hillside  near 
Montfort  l'Amaury  because  we  wanted  everything,  including 
the  view,  to  be  just  right. 

The  big  clay  showed  up.  We  piled  the  magnum  of  cooled 
champagne,  the  food,  mountainous  Jim  Beard,  sparrow -like 
Alice,  and  ourselves  into  my  tiny  Fiat  and  took  off  for  Mont- 
fort. Once  there  we  spread  out  the  rugs  and  a  few  pillows  for 
Alice,  who  was  well  over  seventy  years  old  at  the  time,  so  she 
could  get  the  best  look  at  the  lively  countryside.  "No,"  said 
Alice,  plumping  herself  clown  with  her  back  to  the  whole 
valley  spread  before  us,  "I  never  look  at  views.

That  was  my  very  first  champagne  picnic,  and  it  de- 
snobbed  the  drink  for  me  wonderfully.  Champagne's  renown 
as  not  only  a  delicious  drink,  but  the  drink  of  success  can 
sometimes  be  a  bit  awing.  French  or  not,  almost  any  "cham- 
pagne" just  can't  help  adding  a  kick  to  a  picnic,  a  banquet, 
or  a  dinner.  Somehow — maybe  it's  merely  the  wine's  sparkle, 
and  a  sort  of  magical  effect  it  has  on  morale — champagne

will  turn  any  kind  of  occasion  into  a  party.  If  you  have  that 
bottle  of  bubbly  on  ice  when  unexpected  guests  drop  in,  it  is 
one  of  the  easiest,  yet  most  exciting  ways  to  say  welcome — - 
and  mean  it. 

Visually,  the  most  impressive  thing  about  making  French 
champagne  is  the  long,  long  cellar  corridors  fdled  with  aging 
bottles,  but  next  most  interesting,  I  think,  is  the  process  for 
removing  sediment.  Once  the  bottles  are  filled  with  wine,  they 
get  a  temporary  cork  and  are  stacked  on  top  of  each  other 
for  about  four  years  to  mature.  When  the  time  comes  to  ship 
them  off  for  sale,  the  bottles  are  stuck  into  a  rack  with  spe- 
cially shaped  slots  that  allow  them  to  start  off  flat,  and  be 
gradually  upended,  until  they  are  standing  upside  down. 

An  expert  remueur,  or  juggler,  comes  along  once  a  day, 
gives  each  aging  bottle  a  slight  twist,  and  moves  it  so  its 
cork  is  a  tiny  bit  lower  than  it  was  before,  thus  sliding  the 
sediment  slowly  down  onto  the  temporary  cork.  This  takes 
about  four  months,  then  the  necks  of  the  bottles  are  frozen, 
imprisoning  the  sediment.  Another  expert,  in  one  dextrous 
movement,  uncorks  the  bottle.  The  gas  shoots  out  the  frozen 
plug  of  sediment.  The  bottle  is  then  speediJv  recorked  without 
a  drop  being  spilled,  and  the  champagne,  limpid  and  luscious, 
is  ready  to  drink. 

Champagne  tastings  are  often  put  on  by  distributors  in 
the  bigger  cities  and  you  should  try  to  take  advantage  of  them. 
They  give  you  a  chance  to  sample  the  different  tastes  of  the 
wine.  The  best,  I  think,  is  what  the  French  call  brut.  It  is  the 
driest,  and  usually  made  without  the  added  syrup  used  to 
sweeten  some  of  the  other  types,  including  the  one  called 
"extra  dry."  By  tasting  the  wines  together,  you  can  make  up 
your  own  mind  which  type  you  would  like  best  to  buy  and 
keep  at  home. 

One  huge  tasting  of  French  champagnes  I  went  to  in 
Pasadena  was  masterminded  by  Philip  Brown,  one  of  Ameri- 
ca's top  food  experts — but  no  meteorologist.  Weather,  he 
claimed,  was  sure  to  be  marvelous,  so  we  decided  to  hold  the 
tasting  outdoors.  Naturally,  when  the  da)  came,  it  turned  out 
to  be  the  coldest  September  13th  in  California's  history.  The 
host,  the  guests,  and  the  organizers  spent  most  of  the  day 
looking  for  braziers  to  place  around  the  patio  to  give  the  at- 
mosphere something  of  the  warmth  the  sun  should  have  sup- 
plied. The  tasters  came  in  droves  and  in  their  overcoats.  Nev- 
ertheless, the  occasion  was  a  howling  success  because  the  cir- 
cumstances were  completely  unique,  with  brazier  flames  to 
add  to  the  convh  ialit) ,  and  the  wines  tasted  superb. 

A  champagne  tasting  at  home,  if  you  combine  it  with 
an  oyster  tasting,  or  a  ham  tasting,  or  a  pizza  tasting,  can  be 
great  fun.  The  idea  is  to  get  as  many  different  kinds  of  oysters, 
hams,  or  pizzas  as  you  can  collect,  not  to  mention  as  main 
types  of  champagne  as  you  can  afford.  I  I  don't  mean  differ- 
ent brands.  I  mean  tastes — hint,  extra-dry,  dry,  demi-sec,  and 
so  on.  I  ^  on  also  might  taste  French  champagne  and  German, 
American,  and  Spanish  champagnes  against  each  other  I" 
sec  which  taste-  please  \  on  most      not  to  mention  which  prices. 

In  Europe  an  occasion  is  hardly  considered  official  unless 
it  is  accompanied  b\  a  coupe  de  champagne,  the  wine  foi 
toasting  an)  accomplishment,  be  it  winning  a  literar)  award 
or  a  fencing  match,  or  launching  a  ship  oi  car. 

Vintage  years  are  not  important  in  champagne  because 
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most  is  blended  and  carries  no  date  on  its  label.  Only  when 
the  shippers  feel  they  have  a  truly  great  year  do  they  declare 
a  vintage.  Champage  is  made  from  both  white  and  red  grapes, 
though  both  produce  white  wine.  The  trick  is  to  keep  the 
skins  from  contact  with  the  juice  once  the  grapes  are  pressed. 
Since  the  war,  there  has  grown  up  a  fad  for  blanc  de  blancs, 
which  means  wine  made  from  white  grapes  onlv.  It  usually 
costs  more,  but  even  an  expert  can't  really  tell  the  difference, 
so  the  question,  "W  hy?"  is  hard  to  answer. 

At  grape-picking  time  in  the  Champagne  country,  work- 
ers pour  in  from  all  sorts  of  places,  looking  more  like  hippies 
than  farmers.  They  come  with  their  guitars  and  their  girl 
friends  and  are  put  up  in  huge  communal  dormitories,  whence 
they  are  trucked  out  to  the  vineyards  for  the  picking.  After 
the  grapes  have  gone  to  the  presses  each  evening,  the  workers 
gather  for  meals  and  impromptu  entertainments  that  make 
the  vineyards  seem  more  a  summer  camp  than  a  working  party. 

Champagne  is  both  a  celebrating  wine  and  something 
you  can  drink  at  any  time  you  want.  It  need  not  be  given 
royal  treatment,  and  there  are  more  "do's"  than  "don'ts" 
when  it  comes  to  handling.  Do  cool  in  an  ice  bucket  half  filled 
with  water  and  the  rest  ice.  Do  take  the  cork  out  carefully  so 
as  not  to  spill  the  wine.  Popping  the  cork  is  great  fun,  and  as 
long  as  you  don't  waste  wine  thereby  the  French  attitude 
toward  the  pop  is  "why  not?".  Don't  open  warm  or  after  being 
jiggled  about,  for  then  it  will  spurt  out  half  of  its  bubbles 
and  waste  a  good  deal  of  the  wine.  Although  they  do  object 
to  swizzle  sticks  because  "it  took  four  years  to  put  the  bub- 
bles in,"  in  summer  the  French  have  even  been  caught  putting 
ice  in  their  champagne.  Incidentally,  they  often  judge  it  by 
its  bubbles — the  smaller  the  bubbles,  the  better  the  wine. 

Drinking  champagne  straight  is  a  pleasure,  but  you  may 
well  like  to  try  a  mixed  drink  or  two.  One  of  the  simplest, 
and  one  of  my  favorites,  is  what  the  Germans  call  a  bowle. 
You  take  about  a  pound  of  fruit — best  are  sliced  peaches  or 
strawberries — and  sugar  them.  Then  pour  a  half  bottle  of 
still  white  wine  over  them  and  let  them  soak  for  a  couple  of 
hours.  After  that  you  add  up  to  three  bottles  of  iced  cham- 
pagne. The  same  thing  can  be  done  in  smaller  quantities  as 
long  as  the  proportion  of  fruit  is  about  right. 

Then  there  is  that  famous  drink,  the  Shandy — half 
champagne,  half  stout — reminiscent  of  the  good  old  Somer- 
set Maugham  days.  Traditional  champagne  cocktails  are 
made  by  pouring  a  shot  of  brandy  into  a  glass  of  champagne, 
in  which  you  already  have  a  lump  of  sugar,  sprinkled  with  a 
dash  of  bitters. 

Don't  hoard  champagne.  It  does  not  go  on  improving  in- 
definitely like  some  great  red  wines  do.  It  keeps  for  about  ten 
years  or  so.  I  have  had  very  old  champagnes  that  were  still 
sparkly,  but  they  had  never  left  the  maker's  cellars.  Old  cham- 
pagne can  be  great.  It  goes  brown  with  age,  and  turns  sweeter 
and  heavier — a  condition  known  as  ""maderization."  A  bottle 
of  this  is  of  uncertain  quality  but,  if  you  are  lucky,  it  can  be  a 
real  taste  thrill. 

And,  according  to  one  English  authority,  "A  glass  or  two 
of  dry  champagne  at  11  A.M.  will  do  much  to  restore  the 
damage  caused  by  a  heavy  intake  of  alcohol  during  the  pre- 


vious night."

A  lot  of  people  believe  that  hydrangeas  may  be  bl 
Jor  pink,  depending  on  whether  the  soil  is  acid  or  alkaline.  The  truth  of  the  matter  is  tr 
^Mvarieties  with  flowers  that  are  naturally  blue  have  the  best  color  when  grown  in  acid  sc 
Pink-flowered  varieties,  conversely,  show  their  best  color  when  they  grow  in  an  alkaline  soil.  You  cai 
change  a  blue  flowered  variety  to  a  pink  one  by  growing  it  in  alkaline  soil — you  can  only  change  t 
clear  blue  color  to  a  muddy  mauve.  The  same  dull  color  results  if  you  grow  a  pink  variety  in  acid  sc 
Whites,  incidentally,  are  snowiest  in  alkaline  soil   and  turn  greenish  if  there  is  too  much  acid. 

The  Humphreys'  hydrangeas  (page  110)  are  all  blue  and  they  thrive  on  a  diet  of  Hollytone,  <' 
organic-based  fertilizer  with  an  acid  reaction.  The  same  fertilizer  can  be  used  for  pink  varieties 
ground  limestone  is  applied  to  the  soil  ahead  of  time.  On  the  mild  south  shore  of  Long  Island,  tl 
Humphreys  have  no  winter  hardiness  problems.  In  more  severe  climates,  though,  these  hydrangea 
varieties  of  H.  macrophylla,  need  winter  covering  and  sometimes  die  back  to  the  ground.  In  cat 
you've  been  wondering,  this  is  the  same  plant  as  the  hortensia  that  is  so  popular  in  Europe.

move  laterally  or  downward.  Send  a  small  soil  sample  to  your 
state  agricultural  school  for  a  pH  test  to  see  if  liming  is  neces- 
sary— and  how  much  you  should  apply.  Test  even  an  estab- 
lished lawn  before  applying  lime.  If  it  is  necessary,  apply  it 
only  as  a  very  fine  dust.  Early  winter  is  the  best  time  because 
winter  frost  and  thaws  will  open  cracks  in  the  soil  for  the  lime 
dust  to  enter.  It  must  not  lie  on  top  or  it  will  release  the  nitro- 
gen content  of  the  fertilizer  you  have  put  on.  Use  lime  only 
in  the  form  of  calcium  oxide.  70  percent  concentration. 

6.  Spiking.  Pushing  aeration  holes  into  lawns  by  machine 
is  a  relatively  new  practice  and  a  good  one,  for  it  makes  both 
nutrients  and  water  more  effective.  "Spikers"  can  generally 
be  rented. 

7.  Mowing.  Set  lawn  mowers  at  least  2  inches  high  and 
mow  whenever  the  grass  grows  ^  inch.  Clippings  this  length 
fall  into  the  turf  easily  where  they  rot.  Dull  blades  do  un- 
sightly cutting  jobs.  Mowing  every  three  days  is  usually 
enough  for  good  lawns.  Figure  this  backwards:  If  you  don't 
have  to  cut  every  three  days,  the  lawn  isn't  good. 

8.  Thatching.  Thatch  is  organic  junk  that  hasn't  rotted 
at  the  soil  surface.  Rout  it  out  every  four  years  with  a  powered 
thatcher,  easily  rented  at  most  equipment  dealers.  Not  oftener. 

The  nice  part  about  lawn  rehabilitation  is  that  a  garden- 
er can  start  at  any  time.  It  merely  requires  a  little  patience 
and  a  rather  strict  adherence  to  a  timetable.  I've  seen  some 
stunning  lawns  that  have  been  handled  this  way — just  as  good 
as  many  English  lawns,  although  not  cut  to  the  quick  as  theirs 
are.  The  English  have  weeds,  too,  and  mighty  impolite  ones. 
Their  pretty  little  daisy  equals  our  dandelion — most  English 
lawns  are  riddled  with  them.  And  many  Englishmen  are  as 
apologetic  about  their  lawns  as  the  average  American.

Flying  in  the  face  of  tradi- 
tion is  often  the  best  way  to  get 
really  spectacular  results,  so  why 
not  reverse  the  usual  practice  of 
planting  a  flower  border   inside 


your  property  line?  After  all,  the 
family  does  not  spend  very  much 
time  looking  out  toward  the 
street.  People  passing  bv,  how- 
ever, invariably  look  in  toward 
the  house  and  are  in  the  best  po- 
sition to  appreciate  a  flower  bed 
placed  outside  the  line.  Confront- 
ed by  a  displav  of  delphiniums, 
chrysanthemums,  or  what  have 
you,  the  passerby  will  hardly  be 
able  to  resist  the  invitation  to 
slow  down,  admire  the  flowers. 
and  decide  that  this  must  be  a 
neighborhood  worth  living  in. 

Of  course  there  may  be  spe- 
cial conditions  in  this  strip  be- 
tween your  property  and  the 
road.  One  of  the  most  irksome  of 
these  is  an  erosion-prone  slope. 
Letting  mud  wash  down  onto 
sidewalk  or  street  every  time  it 
rains  does  no  good  whatever 
either  to  the  adjoining  property 
or  the  neighborhood  as  a  whole. 
Planting  erosion-halting  plants  is 
the  best  solution  here,  so  long  as 
the  plants  are  carefully  selected 
to  do  what  they're  supposed  to 
do  and  are  carefullv  nursed  along 
until  thev  become  established. 
Crown  vetch  has  proved  its  value 
as  an  erosion  preventer.  In  addi- 
tion to  its  soil-holding  qualities, 
it  has  a  handsome  feathery  ap- 
pearance and  pretty  pink  flowers 
for  a  good  part  ol  the  summer. 
Its  one  drawback  is  that  it  needs 
a  lot  of  sunlight.  On  a  shady 
slope  Japanese  honeysuckle  is  al- 
most the  only  plant  that  will  do 
the  job.  Of  course  this  plant  rates 
as  a  serious  pest  it  it  gets  out  of 
control,    so    before    planting    it 


make  sure  that  it  can  be  kept 
within  the  bounds  of  its  area. 

Behind  the  no  man's  land 
strip  where  your  property  actual- 
ly begins  is  the  best  place  for  a 
really  eve-stopping  display.  This 
property  line  is  usually  marked 
by  a  fence,  wall,  or  hedge,  and 
one  of  the  musts  for  a  well-kept 
neighborhood  is  keeping  this 
boundary  marker  in  tiptop  con- 
dition. Climbing  roses  on  the 
fence  or  wisteria  dripping  over 
the  top  of  a  stone  wall  are  lovely 
in  season  but  don't  forget  there's 
a  lot  of  the  year  when  they're 
not  in  season.  So  the  fence  or 
wall  has  to  be  attractive  in  itsell : 
well-built,  well-maintained,  and 
always  ready  to  bear  a  fast  but 
critical  inspection. 

Hedges  seem  doomed  to 
bear  the  burden  of  screening 
whenever  that  may  be  necessary 
along  the  street-side  line.  This  is 
usually  just  a  matter  of  economy, 
since  a  hedge  high  enough  to  pro- 
vide screening  is  a  great  deal  less 
expensive  than  a  wall  or  fence  ol 
the  same  height.  I  [edges  have  the 
possibility  ol  failure,  though: 
They  may  develop  gaps  in  em- 
barrassing places  or  a  generally 
ragged  look  that  is  a  far  remove 
from  the  attractive  front  vou  are 
Irving  to  present.  The  solution, 
again,  is  maintenance.  Careful 
pruning,  feeding,  and  replace- 
ment when  necessary  are  as  im- 
portant for  a  hedge  as  painting 
or  staining  is  to  a  fence. 

Attractive  street-side  plant- 
ing in  front  of  one  home  prettv 
much    forces    the   neighbors    on 


either  side  to  spruce  up  their 
frontages,  too.  They  may  grum- 
ble about  it,  but  personal  pride 
and  the  spirit  of  friendly  com- 
petition will  prevail  in  bringing 
about  a  general  upgrading  ol  the 
neighborhood.  This  spirit  of  com- 
petition can  be  turned  into  one 
of  neighborly  cooperation.  If  one 
ol  a  group  ol  neighbors  decides 
that  the  whole  street  as  well  as 
his  own  property  would  benefit 
if  it  were  shaded  by  a  row  ol 
trees,  he  can  persuade  two  or 
three  neighbors  that  thev  would 
like  to  have  il  that  way,  too.  This 
starts  the  ball  rolling,  a  commit- 
tee is  organized,  and  the  tree 
planting  is  done  the  next  time 
planting  time  comes  around. 

Ol  course  A  could  simply 
have  planted  a  tree  or  two  ol  his 
own  and  lei  t  il  to  neighbors  H 
and  C  to  lollow  suit,  but  the  el 
feet  would  have  been  ragged  and 
uneven,  and  when  you're  lining 
a  street  with  trees  the  effect  is 
lost  unless  there  is  continuity. 
The  civic  government  has  to  be 
considered,  too,  since  the  land 
where  the  trees  are  planted  is  ac- 
tually public  property.  Here 
again  a  committee  carries  a  great 
deal  more  weight  than  a  single 
family  acting  on  its  own.  Not  that 
civic  authorities  are  opposed  to 
street  tree  planting.  Thev  are 
usually  all  lor  it,  provided  they 
do  not  have  io  pav  for  the  trees 
out  of  alwavs-insufficient  budg- 
ets, and  provided  the  normal  op- 
erations ol  highway  and  parks 
department  crews  are  not  inter-

Judging  from  your  snapshot,  your  "Davenport"  is  also  of  English 
manufacture,  probably  dating  from  around  1870-1880.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  original  was  refused 

by  the  jury  lor  the  exhibition  at  the  Salon  of  1781  because  they 

alleged  that  a  statue  of  Diana  must  be  draped.  However  a  bronze 

reproduction   of   the   statue   is   now   in   the   Louvre   in   Paris.

Keeping  the  fertility  of  a  garden  at  optimum  year  after 
\ear  is  not  merely  a  question  of  regular  fertilization,  for 
the  fertilizers  gardeners  u-e  are  not  in  forms  that  a  respect- 
able root  would  think  of  absorbing.  If  soil  bacteria,  which 
change  inorganic  chemicals  into  usable  organic  compounds, 
are  nol  present  in  sufficient  numbers,  the  fertilizer  just^sits 
in  the  soil:  the  plants  mow  in  a  lackluster  fashion,  their 
resistance  to  disease  and  rampaging  insects  noticeably  re- 
duced.

(If  you  think  you 
need  a  soil  test,  send  a  small  sample  -a  sliver  off  the  side 
of  a  hole  dug  with  a  trowel  to  the  subsoil — to  your  state 
agricultural  college.  I  Its  obvious  that  almost  all  gardeners. 
even  those  who  have  jusl  started  to  read  about  gardening, 
know  that  soil  without  humus  is  subsoil  I  mineral  soil  I .  and 
thai  humus,  which  is  decomposing  vegetable  matter,  is  what 
makes  lopsoil  of  mineral  soil.  A  couple  of  years  ago  I  started 
wondering  it  gardeners  added  humus  to  their  borders  ever) 
year  or  e\en  other  \ear.  or  five  years,  or  ever.

Since  very 
lew  people  keep  a  cow  around  for  milk  these  days,  and  good 
farmers  now  recognize  that  manure  is  worth  more  to  them 
than  dollar-  Ian  idea  that  is  positively  un-American),  well- 
rotted  cow  manure  is  difficult  to  obtain  and  the  dried  form 
is  expensive,  rorlunately,  I  know  enough  "bad"'  farmers  to 
keep  erratically  supplied  and  I  suggest  that  my  fellow  gar- 
deners seek  them  out.  With  the  comeback  of  the  equestrian 
horse,  however,  there  is  considerable  horse  manure  around, 
which  often  may  be  had  for  the  carting.

As  y  on  know,  compost  is  made  by  la\  erinpM.jj  i 
vegetable  matter  with  earth  and  sprinkling  a  bit  of  nitrogen 
on  each  laver  I  leases,  weeds,  tops  of  plants  not  infected  with 
fungus,  small  twigs,  garbage  that  isn't  greasy,  sawdust,  or 
what-ha\e-\ou  that  grows  in  the  sun) .  If  built  1  or  5  feet  high, 
a  heap  i--  hard  work.  There  is  a  lad)  in  a  nearby  town  with] 
rather  large  gardens  who  builds  her  compost  heaps  a  neat  •  > 
l>\  I  feet.  ne\ei  over  1  \  inches  high — and  does  most  of  the 
work  herself,  although  she  occasionall)  cons  a  weekend  guest 
into  doing  the  job.  particularl)  it  he  yearns  for  exercise.  She 
dusts  e\er\  other  laver  with  a  cup  ol  lime  and  uses  a  cup  of 
pure  nitrogen  on  the  others.  The  tops  of  the  heaps  are  nicely 
dished  to  catch  the  rain,  and  in  dry  spells  she  puts  a  sprinkler 
on  diem.  About  75  percent  of  this  compost  is  ready  to  use 
in  a  year.  I  lei  method  of  screening  the  compost  is  ingenious: 
On  a  .'>-b\  -  l-fool  frame  made  of  2-by-4s,  she  nails  i.j-inch 
hardware  cloth.  Now  those  of  us  who  know  anything  about 
screening  anything  prop  the  screen  at  an  angle  and  throw  the 
rough  material  <il  the  screen,  then  throw  the  part  that  didn't 
go  through  at  the  screen  again.  And  set  again.  But  not  this 
gal.  She  block-  up  the  screen  horizontally  about  a  foot  from 
the  ground,  forks  in  the  raw  compost  and  rakes  it  back  and 
forth  with  a  hoe.  Then  she  scoops  out  the  unrotted  compost 
with  a  Hal  shovel  and  puts  it  on  a  new  heap.  When  I  run  into 
such  a  highly  efficient  performance  as  this.  I'm  amazed  at 
how  much  I  have  \et  to  learn  about  the  use  of  the  simple  tools. 

The  easiest  way  to  add  humus  to  an  established  garden 
is  lo  put  an  inch  of  it  on  the  surface.  It  need  not  be  worked 
into  soil  immediately  :  cultivation,  moving  or  changing  plants, 
or  planting  them  does  this  satisfactorily  in  the  course  of  time. 
Vnother  hick  is  lo  dig  holes  with  a  trowel  to  the  subsoil  be- 
tween the  plants  after  putting  on  the  humus.  Scatter  this  soil 
on  the  surface,  then  Till  the  holes  with  humus.  Nearby  roots 
strike  into  these  wells  quickly  and  they  also  retain  a  line 
amount  ol  moisture.

Bone  meal  is  still  being  sold  as   bulb  food,  but  I\f 

Jspected  for  a  long  time  that  the  stuff,  which  the  slightest 
breeze  usuall)  carries  ion  aid  me  as  a  foul-smelling  white 
cloud,  was  not  a  plant  food.  It  is  not  expensive  when  bougH 
in  bulk,  but  il  isn't  cheap,  either.  Bulbs  that  I  planted  with  it 
did  no  better  immediately,  or  over  the  years,  than  those 
planted  without  it.  This  was  the  basis  of  my  suspicion.  Now, 
the  scientific  fellows  say  that  bone  meal,  as  it  is  produced 
today,  is  worthless  as  a  plant  food,  although  in  twenty-frvl 
years  soil  bacteria  will  break  it  down  to  useful  form.  That 
seems  too  long  to  keep  any  kind  of  bacteria  at  work. 

The  Dutch  have-  used  bone  meal  for  so  long  that  I  suppose 
they    are    getting    those    promised    twenty-five-year    results. 
About  three  years  ago,  however,  they  added  a  new  feeding 
wrinkle  that  they  sa>   has  produced  remarkable  results— the 
addition  of  sen  age  sludge  to  the  bulb  fields.  I  have  had'ex- 
cellent   results  nith  sen  age  sludge.  In  preparing  a  new  bed 
for  tulips,  for  example,  we  use  the  Dutch  dosage— 6  ounces 
Per  square  yard  thoroughly   mixed  to  the  full  depth  of  the 
topsoil.    Fur   planting    an    individual   bulb    (a   daffodil   or   a 
tulip)  a  heaping  tablespoon  is  mixed  in  the  soil  at  the  bottom 
of  the  hole.  In  planting  a  hill  of  the  things   (several  in  one 
hole)  the  same  amount  is  used  per  bulb.  (Crocus,  scilla,  and 
ll'«'  "little"  bulbs,  get  a  slightly  smaller  dosage. )  In  subsequent 
years  sludge  is  used  as  a  top  dressing.  I  have  not  noticed  in 
two  years  of  using  sewage  sludge  that  the  first  year's  bloom 
3  improved,  hut  second  year  results  are  markedly  better— 
tulip  blossoms  do  not  deteriorate  in  size,  as  they  usually  do, 
daffodils  respond   with  more  large  flowers.  It  seems  to 
make  sense  to  heed  these  conservative  Dutch  growers  when 
Ihej    tout  a  nen   method.  In  case  you  want  to  follow  along, 
you  can  bu>  dried  sewage  sludge  by  the  bag  or  the  box.  Any 
brand  of  sludge  will  do— I  know  of  only  one  brand  that  is 
sold  nationally.

I  toured  the  housewares  departments  the  other  day  trying  to 
find  a  present  for  a  kitchen  shower.  Actually  there  was  so 
much  to  choose  from  it  took  me  some  time  to  zero  in  on  a  set 
of  kitchen  tools — a  new  line  developed  by  Ekco  called  "Gran- 
ny Gourmet."  Granny  inspired  the  Early  American  look  to  the 
nicely  turned  and  finished  wooden  handles,  but  the  gleaming 
steel  working  parts  are  all  business.  There's  a  three-tined  fork, 
a  dandy  slotted  spoon,  a  masher,  turners — the  works!  I  was 
particularly  taken  with  a  large  stirring  spoon  that's  also  a 
measuring  spoon.  One-teaspoon  to  two-tablespoon  measure- 
ments are  clearly  marked  by  rings  on  the  bowl  and  there  is  a 
pouring  lip  in  the  side.  Every  tool  was  so  modestly  priced  I 
bought  them  all. 


I'm  crazy  about  the  16-inch  plastic  cubes  we  bought  to  use  as 
little  tables  on  the  sun  porch.  They're  cheerful  and  airy  and 
go  beautifully  with  the  plants  and  our  melange  of  wicker. 
There's  only  one  little  problem:  They  are  hard  to  clean.  Every 
smudge  and  smear  shows  on  the  slick  transparent  plastic,  and 
they  attract  dust  like  crazy.  Early  attempts  to  clean  them  with 
the  usual  materials  just  made  everything  smeary,  and  I  was 
feeling  very  cross  and  frustrated  when  someone  told  me  about 


Remar,  a  special  cleaning  agent  for  plastic.  Used  sparing- 
ly, it  cleans,  protects,  and  provides  an  anti-static  finish  that 
really  repels  dust.  The  little  tables  stay  bright  much  longer 
now,  and  I  don't  wince  every  time  they're  touched. 


Lee  and  I  went  shopping  the  other  day  for  a  child's  table 
and  chair  set  for  young  Jennifer.  We  were  hoping  to  find 
something  plain  and  sturdy  with  a  finish  thai  could  take  rain 
if  the  furniture  was  used  outside.  But  everything  was  full  of 
swirls  and  decals  and  other  cute  touches.  All  that  bright  var- 
nish and  heav)  paint  wouldn't  have  filled  the  bill  at  all.  Then, 
at  the  yen  last  store,  we  found  just  what  we  wanted — the  new 
Coltline  children's  chairs  and  tables  made  of  heavy  molded 
plastic  by  the  Republic  Molding  Corporation.

My  vote  for  the  most  used  but  most  disorderly  spot  in  the 
house  is  the  cupboard  under  the  sink  where  all  the  wash- 
ing and  scouring  and  polishing  preparations  live  and  all  the 
tools  that  go  with  them.  I  gave  ours  a  good  cleaning  the  other 
day  and  threw  out  a  lot  of  obsolete  items  like  the  rusty  old 
wire  rack  on  the  back  of  the  door  that  held  the  scrubbing 
brush,  scouring  pads,  and  dishcloth.  After  I  had  emptied  the 
cupboard,  1  lined  it  with  Rubbermaid  shelf-cushion  and  in- 
stalled a  Rubbermaid  clean-up  caddy  on  the  door  in  place  of 
the  old  rack.

There  are  too  many  of  us  in  a 
small  space  in  the  cities.  Crowd- 
ing makes  people  anxious  so  you 
turn  to  the  countryside  and  open 
space  to  find  calmness.  We  walk 
12  to  15  miles  a  day  nearly  every 
Saturday  and  Sunday.  Many 
years  our  vacations  consist  of 
hikes  and  we  feel  rebuilt.  It's  re- 
generating to  be  close  to  nature. 
Somebody  had  the  brilliant  idea 
to  put  the  Grand  Canyon  to  use, 
fill  it  with  waste.  Imagine.  Vast 
acres  of  the  wilderness  are  grad- 
ually disappearing.  We  have  only 
one  small  world,  if  we  don't  take 
care  of  it,  there'll  be  nothing  left!' 

"When  my  children  started 
closing  all  the  windows  to  keep 
the  nasty  air  out,  I  decided  I  had 
to  do  something.  I  became  a  vol- 
unteer smoke  watcher,"  said 
Barbara  Maltby,  a  busy  young 
mother  of  two  children  under 
four,  and  wife  of  lyricist  Richard 


Maltby.  "My  feeling  about  the 
day  stems  from  the  weather.  I've 
always  been  interested  in  clean 
air.  Living  in  the  city  can  make 
you  very  depressed  — when  you 
can't  see  distances  or  tell  whether 
the  sky  is  blue  because  of  the 
smoke  haze.  I  find  that  very 
claustrophobic.  I  took  a  two-day 
course  sponsored  by  the  Citizens 
for  Clean  Air  and  run  by  the  New 
York  State  Department  of  En- 
vironmental Conservation.  They 
teach  you,  through  the  use  of  a 
smoke  machine,  how  to  recog- 
nize different  densities  of  smoke. 
You  have  to  have  a  good  eye. 
Smoke  can  be  white,  gray,  black, 
even  green  or  blue  if  you're  liv- 
ing near  a  chemical  factory,  and 
you  have  to  know  which  is  illegal. 
Smoke  watchers  work  with  a 
Ringelman  chart  of  smoke  den- 
sity, just  like  the  paid  inspectors 
do.  I  don't  go  out  and  find  smoke 
—  it  comes  to  me.  while  I'm  going 
shopping  or  taking  the  children 
to  school.  I  report  about  two  or 
three  violations  a  week.  I  could 
report  more,  many  more,  but  the 
Air  Resources  people  have  a 
shortage  of  manpower  and  find  it 
hard  to  cope.  The  trouble  is  the 
fines  are  very  low,  so  most  offend- 
ers  just  plead  guilty.  But  there's 
a  new  code  being  considered  in 
New  York  City,  which  should 
make  things  tougher.  Being  a 
smoke  watcher  is  a  small  contri- 
bution, but  it  helps."

of  a  6-mile  lake  that  my  wife's 
family  built  at  the  turn  of  the 
century,"  said  preservationist 
Peter  Burelli,  a  family  man  with 
a  city  job  and  a  love  of  the  out- 
doors. "Two  years  ago  we  and 
other  summer  residents  noticed 
substantial  suds  and  oil  slieks  on 
the  lake  and  dead  perch  along 
the  shores.

Everyone  knows  that  we 
must  beautify  our  lives  if  we 
w  ant  to  find  joy  and  happiness. 
This  is  a  truism  so  mechanically 
repealed  that  no  one  bothers 
even  to  believe  in  il  or  act  by  it. 
And    this   is   because   there  is   no 

polling  explanation.  There  is 
the  feeling  that  beauty  is  a  iiod- 

itial,  something  to  consider 
when  there  is  a  lack  ol  some 
more  serious  or  weighty  thing  to 
do.  but  it  is  clear  now  that  we 
must  change  our  ways  if  we 
want  to  survix  e. 

The  w  ay  lo  go  about  estab- 
lishing new  values  is  through 
education.  Take  the  child  and 
try  to  develop  the  sensitivity  that 
exists  potentially.  The  first  teach- 
ers, naturally,  are  the  mother  and 
the  father.  My  hope  is  that  by  inv 
acting  in  a  certain  way,  my  chil- 
dren will  gel  something  out  of  it. 


Instead  of  saying  that  things 
should  be  done  in  a  certain  way, 
do  it  through  behavior— enjoying 
nature,  music,  growing  things, 
doing  things  by  hand. 

Today  we  are  reiving  more 
and  more  on  technology.  There  is 
an  enormous  amount  of  room  for 
gadget  ry  to  free  the  individual 
and  the  group,  to  let  them  choose 
the  activities  that  are  more  hu- 
man—painting, sculpting,  gar- 
dening, writing  poetry.  When  ex- 
perience comes  naturally,  involv- 
ing your  whole  person,  it  is  more 
poignant,  it  hits  you  harder, 
chances  are  that  it  will  be  much 
richer,  much  more  influential, 
and  much  more  deep-seated  be- 
cause it  involves  not  just  the 
brain,  but  the  body  with  all  the 
sensitivity  the  body  has.

Since  ecology  is  the  relationship 
between  man  and  his  natural  en- 
vironment, it's  clear  that  even- 
time  we  breathe,  we  alter  the 
ecology  somehow.  This  happens 
whether  we  are  shut  up  in  our 
own  kitchens  or  crossing  the 
Mojave  Desert  via  a  super! 
way.  But  the  bonds  between  us 
and  nature  are  apt  to  seem  most 
real,  most  significant,  when  we 
are  tending  the  soil,  urging  a 
seedling  to  grow,  stocking  a  bird- 
house  with  food,  manicuring  a 
lawn  or  a  tree.  It's  not  hard  to  see 
that  what  we  do  in  our  gardens 
will  have  an  effect  on  the  earth, 
the  air,  the  waters  around  us. 
What  should  we  be  doing?  What 
can  we  do  in  our  own  backyard 
to  help  protect  the  environment? 
No  one  has  yet  indicted 
home  gardeners  as  primary  pol- 
luters,   so    there's   no   reason    to 


start  out  with  a  guilty  con- 
science. But  there  are  a  number 
of  practices  that  might  well  be 
ined  in  the  interests  of  a  bet- 
ter garden  and  a  better  environ- 
ment. Some  ol  them  may  not  ac- 
complish much  more  in  the  total 
scheme  ol  tilings  than  putting 
you  on  the  side  ol  the  angels.  Hut 
tl  at's  always  a  nice  place  to  be. 

Here  is  a  program  compiled 
with  the  help  i  I  several  scientific 
experts,  followed  by  notes  con- 
cerning some  popular  miscon- 
f  options,  points  every  amateur 
ecologist  ought  to  be  clear  about. 

J .  Plant  a  tree.  Someone  has 
figured  out  that  it  takes  the  oxy- 
gen produced  by  ten  average- 
sized  trees  to  balance  in  a  day's 
time  the  average  amount  of  car- 
bon dioxide  given  oil  by  one 
automobile.  Whether  or  not  this 
can   be  proved   mathematically, 


scientists  assure  us  that  trees  are 
an  excellent  antidote  to  automo- 
tive air  p  , lluiion.  II  they  shade 
v  sur  house  as  well,  they  will  help 
keep  it  coo],  which  will  help  cul 
down  on  the  electric  power  con- 
sumed for  aii'  conditioning, 
which  will  help  decrease  the  air 
pollution  caused  by  power  plants 
burning  fossil  fuels.  So  put  ai 
least  one  tree  down  on  your  sum 
mer  garden  schedule-.  II  you  bin 
it  balled-and-burlapped  b  mi  a 
nursery,  you  can  plant  it  right 
now,  o]-  any  time  before  die 
ground  is  frost-hardened. 

2.  Compost  your  leaves, 
grass  clippings,  and  other  garden 
trash.  Don't  burn  them,  nor  send 
them  to  the  town  dump.  In  many 
communities,  backward  leal 
burning  is  against  the  law.  Smart 
gardeners  wouldn't  do  it  anywav, 
would  never  be-  so  profligate  as 


to  throw  away  all  that  rich  pi  i 
tential    mulch    and    fertilizer.    II 
j've    ne\  er    built    a    compost 
heap.     an\     general     gardening 
k  will  tell  you  how.  but  don't

Open  your  door  to  nature 

?\  flower  in  a  pot  truly

There  is  no  time  of  year  when  Enid  Haupt  does  not  have  a  garden 
to  work  in  and  enjoy.  Her  outdoor  garden  is  green.  Her  flowers,  indoors 
and  outdoors,  are  all  portable.  In  her  glass  enclosed  garden  room  burst- 
ing with  color,  left,  in  any  room  of  her  house,  you  see  meticulously 
groomed  flowers  in  portable  earthen  containers  placed  precisely  where 
they  can  grow  and  look  their  best.  When  Mrs.  Haupt  opened  this  once 
dark  house  to  sunshine,  and  planned  the  garden,  she  was  editor-in- 
chief  of  a  magazine.  Whatever  might  have  become  too  time-consuming 
(flower  borders  and  cutting  gardens  she  had  once  loved)  had  to  be  for- 
sworn. Seasonal  cut  flowers  might  have  been  an  answer,  but  she  has 
come  to  feel  that  "flowers  indoors  lose  most  everything  without  the 
earthiness  of  pot  and  foliage."  Her  solution  can  give  heart  to  anyone 
with  a  love  of  the  outdoors  and  a  lack  of  outdoor  time.  She  brought  sun- 
shine and  water  indoors — a  skylight  and  hidden  spigot  for  the  garden 
room,  even  a  drain  for  easy  clean-up  just  where  the  center  ficus  tree 
"stands  lordly"  in  its  deep  gray  pot.  A  "tiny  border  garden"  of  potted 
alyssum  rings  its  feet,  and  a  bank  of  geraniums,  some  tiered  on  up- 
turned pots,  adds  color.  For  entertaining,  Mrs.  Haupt  had  semicircular 
plywood  tables  made  to  fit  around  the  ficus  and  cut  her  tablecloths 
from  extra  yardage  of  the  upholstery  print  with  pinking  shears.  She 
chose  a  small-scale  pattern  to  act  as  background  for  the  flowers,  but 
outside  Mrs.  Haupt  likes  plain  gray  furniture  for  "a  panoramic  view 
without  distraction."  For  her  containers,  she  likes  natural  terra  cotta 
or  gray — -"I  don't  go  in  for  showy  cachepots.  I'm  terribly  definite  about 
things,  and  nothing  must  detract  from  the  flowers."  Her  begonias,  ger- 
aniums, even  the  fuchsia  trees  under  the  eaves,  were  lovingly  propa- 
gated from  greenhouse  specimens  bought  as  many  as  twenty  years 
ago.  She  gives  her  indoor  plants  outdoor  holidays  every  few  days  be- 
cause "good  air  circulation  will  keep  them  blooming  more  beautifully."

\losl  roasting  is  done  be- 
fore a  well-led  log  fire,  the  heat 
radiating  outward  from  the 
flames:  whereas  for  grilling,  the 
heal  radiates  upward  Irom  red- 
hot  coals  and  there  should  be  no 
flames.    Although   grilled    foods 


should  be  coaled  with  fat  and 
should  be  basted,  there  must  be 
no  excess,  as  an)  drops  of  fat 
thai  fall  onto  the  coals  will  im- 
mediately blaze  up.  A  brush  is 
better  than  a  spoon  for  basting, 
and  one  made  of  roseman  or 
thyme    branches    tied    together 

is  best. 

The  size  and  quality  of  the 

wood  is  important.  A  bed  of 
coals  for  a  rapid  grill  ma\  be 
prepared  from  a  huge  pile  ol 
small  blanches,  which  can  be  re- 
duced to  an  incandescent  bed  of 
coals  in  10  minutes.  It  i-  belter 
to  light  the  branches  directl)  or 
with  several  fragments  ol  paper 
distributed  at  the  outside  edges 


of  the  pile,  but  the  sla\  ing  power 
of  this  fire  is  relatively  short — 
the  coals  from  grapevine  prim- 
ings will  hold  longer  and  lend 
finer  flavor  than  an\  other  small 
wood  for  rapid  grilling.  Gener- 
ally the  larger  the  wood,  the 
greater  the  sustaining  power  of 
the  bed  of  coals.  In  any  case,  ex- 
cept for  the  bit  of  small  wood 
used  for  starting  a  fire,  it  is  use- 
less to  mix  sizes  of  wood  in  a  fire 
that  one  hopes  to  reduce  com- 
pletel)  to  coals,  for  all  the  small- 
er wood  will  disappear  into  ash 
before  the  larger  logs  begin  to 
burn  properl) .

A  fairly  large,  rec- 
angular,    double-faced,    hinged 
trill    of   heavy    steel    wire    will 
serve  for  all  smaller  fish  or  large, 
lat  fish.  Other  large  fish  require 
:he  special  grill  described  in  the 
recipe  for  Grilled  Sea  Bass.  An 
alternative  is  to  wrap  larger  fish 
in  grape  leaves,  if  available,  and 
carefully  tie   up — then  grill  on 
the  heavy  meat  grill  over  very 
hot  coals,  turning  without  dam- 
age to  the  flesh.

Herbs 


Thyme,  oregano,  and  savor) 
recur  from  one  recipe  to  an- 
other because  I  feel  they  are 
finer  than  any  of  the  other  herbs 
for  this  kind  of  cooking.  Fresh 
or  recently  dried  sage  leaves  are 
good  with  pork  and  may  be  used 
sparingly  with  veal.  Rosemary 
is  a  strong  herb  that  should  cer- 
tainly be  used  with  care,  but  the 
smoke  of  smoldering  rosemary 
will  subtly  flavor  any  fish  or 
meat  during  the  last  moments  of 
grilling. 

Wines 

The  white  wines  should  all  be 
served  chilled,  but  should  not 
remain  for  long  periods  in  the 
refrigerator.  If  they  are  to  be 
refrigerator-chilled,  put  them  in 
2  hours  before  serving,  but  pref- 
erably chill  for  about  15  min- 
utes in  an  ice  bucket.  The  red 
wines  to  be  served  cool  may  be 
served  from  an  ice  bucket  con- 
taining cool  water  and  only  a 
few  fragments  of  ice  to  main- 
tain    a     constant     temperature.

superabundance  could  be  car- 
ried to  a  nearbv  water  supply 
where  it  will  become  a  pollutant 
especially  dangerous  t<>  babies.  A 
verv  modest  amount  ol  nitrogen 
is  all  \<>u  need,  especially  on 
law  us.  So  read  tlie  package  labels 
carefully,  and  don't  trv  to  im- 
prove on  the  manufacturer's  rec- 
ommendations." Manv  fertilizers 
also  contain  phosphates,  which 
normally  react  strongly  and 
quickly  with  the  soil.  (For  more 
about  compost  and  fertilizing  the 
soil,  see  "A  Gardener  Speaks  I  lis 
Mind"  by  William  l'».  Harris, 
page  40. ) 

/.  Use  (iiiicklif  dcgradahlc 
pesticides.  This  is  perhaps  the 
most  vulnerable  and  most  con- 
troversial point  in  backward  ecol- 
ogy, but  no  responsible  scientist 
suggests  that  you  move  out  and 
let  the  bugs  and  the  weeds  take 
over.  The  vital  thing  is  to  choose 
your  pesticides  wisely  and  use 
them  with  care,  (l'estieides  in- 
clude bug  killers,  fungicides, 
weed  killers,  and  anything  you 
might  use  to  kill  vegetation  un- 
der a  fence  or  driveway.) 

Mere  are  some  dos  and 
don  ts  oilered  by  Richard  I*.  Pen- 
dleton, research  technician  in  the 
Chemicals-Pesticide  program  at 
the  New  York  Slate  College  ol 
Agriculture: 

Make  sure  the  pest  is  really 
there  before  you  dash  out  to  buy 
a  sprav.  Never  spray  "by  the  cal- 
endar, or  just  because  your 
neighbor  is  doing  it. 

Ask  yourself  whether  the 
pest  is  really  worth  controlling. 
Some  pests  do  onlv  minor  dam- 
age. And  whv  sprav  one  little 
nest  of  tent  caterpillars?  II  you 
spot  it  early,  you  can  brush  it  to 
the  ground  and  step  on  it. 

Don't  use  (or  mix)  any 
more  pesticide  than  is  necessary. 
If  a  little  is  good,  a  lot  is  not  bet- 
ter. Follow  the  package  direc- 
tions to  the  letter. 

Be  absolutely  positive  that 
the  atmospheric  conditions  are 
right.  That  means  no  wind— es- 
pecially no  wind  blowing  in  the 
direction  of  a  stream  or  pond.  II 
a  breeze  blows  up  while  von  re  at 
it ,  stop  immediateh  . 

I  )on't  sprav  when  you  have 
bees  around  some  otherwise 
harmless  pesticides  will  kill 
them.

Do  use  up,  lor  an  appropri- 
ate purpose,  everv  drop  or  the 
solution  you  have  mixed.

Write  down  in  vour  garden 
loo;  what  pesticide  you  used,  how 
much,  and  the  date— and  leave 
room  to  write  in  later  how  well 
it  worked. 

Which  pesticides  are  sale  to 
use?  That's  a  two-pronged  ques- 
tion because  "sate  has  two 
meanings— safe  lor  the  user,  and 
safe  lor  the  environment.  And  a 
product  that  is  safe  on  one  score 
mav  not  he  sate  on  the  other. 
The  experts  at  Cornell  urge  that  ; 
you  pass  up  any  pesticide  if  its 
label  suggests  you  wear  special  . 
clothing  while  applying  it— even 
gloves. 

What's  safe  tor  the  environ- 
ment is  still  highly  controversial. 
On  the  federal  level  DDT  has  not 
vet  been  banned  for  all  uses  and 
probablv  won't  be  for  another 
year,  pending  review  by  a  spe- 
cial board  of  scientists.  Interstate 
shipment  has  been  restricted, 
however.  The  "hard"'  or  persist- 
ent pesticides  are  the  ones  to  be 
avoided— dieldrin,  endrin,  hepta- 
chlor,  aldrin,  toxaphene,  chlor- 
dane,  and  lindane.  Its  worth 
memorizing  those  names  so  vou 
will  recognize  them  when  they 
appear  on  a  label. 

In  any  case,  you  don't  need 
any  of  the  "hard"  persistent 
chemicals  to  grow  a  good  garden 
or  a  good  lawn.  For  detailed 
recommendations  as  to  what  you 
might  need,  send  25  cents  to  the 
New  York  State  College  of  Agri- 
culture, Cornell  University,  Itha- 
ca, \.  Y.,  I4S50,  and  ask  lor  Cor- 
nell Miscellaneous  Bulletin  74, 
,\  Guide  to  Safe  Pest  Control 
around  the  Home.  (The  1971  re- 
vised edition  is  on  the  press  right 
now.)  The  Audubon  Society 
strongly  urges  that  you  steer 
clear  ol  dual  or  multipurpose 
pesticides  such  as  weed  killers 
combined  with  insecticides,  or 
fertilizers  containing  either  in- 
secticides or  weed  killers.  II  you 
want  to  be  strictly  "organic"  in 
vour  hug  and  weed  killing,  stick 
to  the  pvrethrins,  rotenone,  and 
nicotine,  all  ol  which  are  ex- 
tracted from  plants. 

.5.  Be  careful  what  you  do 
it  ith  cm  pit/  pesticide  containers. 
The  average  home  gardenei 
probably  contaminates  the  envi- 
ronment more  by  poor  disposal 
ol    old    pesticides   and    their   con- 
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ners,  say  the  men  who  run 
w  York  State's  Chemicals-Pes- 
ides  program,  than  lie  does  by 
tually  using  them.  One  little 
rosol  can  can  create  havoc  in  a 
»nd.  So  if  you  have  some  pesti- 
ie  containing  chlordane  or  lin- 
tne  left  over  from  former  years, 
e  best  way  to  get  rid  of  it  is  to 
e  it,  they  sav,  then  hasten  to  ex- 
ain  that  a  small  amount  dis- 
used over  a  wide  area  of  soil,  is 
ss  of  a  threat  to  the  environ- 
ent  than  a  large  amount  eon- 
ntrated  in  a  small  area  as  sonie- 
baes  happens  in  a  poorly  con- 
nived disposal  program.  Don't, 
ley  repeat,  don't  organize  corn- 
unity  pickups  unless  vou  are 
mrpletely  prepared  with  a  pro- 
ssional  pesticide  expert  to  su- 
ervise  the  operation  in  person 
id  you  have  adequate  facilities 
ailable  for  immediate  disposal. 
or  are  they  enthusiastic  about 
mr  burying  leftover  pesticides 
your  backyard,  although  this 
s  been  suggested  in  the  past, 
/hat  they  do  recommend  is  that 
ou  keep  all  pesticides,  leftover 
nd  otherwise,  in  a  dry,  locked, 
re  resistant  storage  place  until 
dequate  means  of  disposal  are 
vailable.  Other  urgent  don'ts: 

Don't  buy  any  more  pesti- 
ide  than  you  are  sure  vou  will 
eed  for  one  season.  (Less  is 
•etter. ) 

Never  Hush  surplus  pesti- 
ides  down  the  drain  or  empty 
hem  into  a  storm  sewer  (a  sure 
vay  to  contaminate  water) . 

Never,  never  burn  the  con- 
ainers  for  weed  killers  such  as  2, 
l-D.  The  smoke  is  toxic  to  plants. 

6.  Let  the  good  bugs  drive 
nit  tlie  bad.  "Biological  control," 
ilthough     still     limited,     is    one 
)f     the     fastest     growing     areas 
)f  study  in  the  war  on  pests.  You 
•an  try  it  on  a  small  scale  your- 
elf  by  learning  to  recognize  the 
>ad-bug   eaters— ladybugs,    lace- 
wings,     syrphid     Hies,     praying 
mantis— and   inviting   them   into

may  he  negligible.  Tin;  big  harm 
is  done  when  particles  of  the  soil 
itself,  with  unaltered  chemicals 
still  clinging  to  them,  are  washed 
away.  This  means  any  places 
where  the  soil  has  become 
eroded— perhaps  a  steep  decline 
between  the  end  of  your  lawn 
and  the  road,  or  a  bank  that  sep- 
arates your  garden  from  an  un- 
cultivated field,  or  an  area,  even 
a  relatively  flat  one,  surrounding 
a  new  addition  to  your  house  or 
any  new  construction.  Plant  these 
spots  immediately  even  if  thev 
happen  to  be  located  where  thev 
are  not  usually  visible  from  your 
house,  lawn,  or  garden.  You  will, 
of  course,  have  to  renew  the  lost 
topsoil,  but  quick-growing  grass, 
oats,  or  a  number  of  mound  cov- 
ers  all  make  good  soil  holders. 

Ecological  notes  to  help 
clear  up  confusion 

Whether  you  ask  your  ecological 
questions  of  an  agronomist,  an 
entomologist,  a  marine  biologist, 
a  sanitary  engineer,  or  a  physi- 
cian concerned  with  public 
health,  the  first  words  you'll  hear 
are  "The  situation  is  very  compli- 
cated." Certainly  to  know  and 
understand  all  its  ramifications  is 
clearly  beyond  the  average  non- 
specialist.  But  vou  can  be  far 
more  intelligent  and  effective  in 
your  personal  efforts  to  protect 
the  environment  if  vou  know  a 
little  more  than  the  superficial 
facts  and  can  spot  the  difference 
between  a  truth  and  a  half-truth. 
Here  are  a  few  points  on  which 
there  has  been  considerable  mis- 
understanding and  contusion: 

•  Organic  gardening  is  a 
fascinating  challenge  to  those 
with  a  deep  dedication  to  the 
chain-of-life  principle.  Hut  don't 
let  anyone  tell  you  that  you  must 
be  an  all-out  organic  gardener  il 
you  don't  want  to  be  a  threat  to 
the  environment.  To  use  organic, 
rather  than  harmless  inorganic 
materials,  is  legitimately  a  mat- 
ter of  personal  choice— and  good 
judgment. 

•  Is  il  line  that  organically 
grown  foods  taste  belter  than 
market  produce?  Il  is  true— at 
least  most  pe  iple  think  so.  But 
you  c  mid  substitute  the  word 
"home"  for  "organically"  and 
come  out  with  a  statement  that  is 
no  less  true.  "It's  really  a  matter 
of  varieties,"  explains  an  agrono- 
mist. "At  home  you  can  grow  all 
the  good-tasting  varieties  that  a 
commercial  grower  has  to  avoid

the  land  that  is  wrong.  I'm  not 
saying  motor  boats  should  go,  In  it 
engines  will  have  to  be  modified 
so  they're  clean.  The  oil  they 
spew  out  now  never  dissolves  and 
it  kills  all  the  plant  life  just  be- 
neath the  surface.  (lamping 
grounds  are  going  to  have  to  put 
in  proper  sewage  treatment 
plants— we  stopped  ours  from 
putting  in  a  second-rate  plant. 
Too  often  we  measure  personal 
happiness  in  material  things,  hut 
our  environment  has  reached  sa- 
turation point,  which  should  sig- 
nal the  need  for  new  priorities. 

"We  think  our  children  are 
unaware  of  things  because  we  as 
adults  block  ofl  so  much,"  re- 
flected llene  Goldman,  wile  of 
I  he  writer  William  Goldman, 
who  lias  two  daughters  aged  nine 
and  five.  "I  found  my  older  girl 
fennv  walking  down  the  street 
one  clav  with  her  hands  over  her 
ears— her  big  aversion  is  noise.

Someone  was  so 
struck  by  what  we  were  doing 
that  he  donated  an  office,  and 
now  our  group  is  called  CAN, 
Consumer  Action  Now,  and  we're 
researching;  all  kinds  of  things 
that  affect  our  environment. 

Most  of  us 
are  housewives  and  mothers.  My 
children  help,  too.  They've 
started  collecting  all  the  alumi- 
num cans  in  our  building  and 
taking  them  down  to  the  recy- 
cling  center."

wirtz.  "I  had  to  move  my  mattress 
into  another  room  to  sleep.  So  I 
picketed  the  restaurant  with 
some  sympathetic  friends.

Other  people  in  the 
block  were  interested  and  we  ap- 
plied for  a  $400  grant  to  clean  up 
the  block,  not  only  to  quiet  it 
down,  but  also  to  improve  lots  of 
things— curb  dogs,  plant  trees, 
dispose  of  garbage,  the  works. 
I  didn't  know  anything  about 
environmental  problems  or  recy- 
cling, but  seeing  the  exhibition 
"Can  Man  Survive"  at  the  Ameri- 
can Museum  of  Natural  History 
in  New  York  made  me  realize 
things  had  to  be  done.  I  re- 
searched at  SIPI,  the  Scientists' 
Institute  for  Public  Information, 
and  came  across  information 
about  recvcling— how  it  could  be 
done,  separating  paper,  glass, 
and  metal.  Then  1  started  walk- 
ing around  and  found  an  open  lot 
near  the  block,  which  belonged 
to  the  Department  of  Highways. 
The  city  gave  us  permission  to 
use  it,  and  I  started  to  collect  re- 
cyclable materials.  Environmen- 
tal Action  Coalition,  the  people 
who  helped  to  start  Earth  Day, 
helped  a  lot.  They  run  a  truck 
that  collects  the  sorted  material 
and  sell  it  back  to  the  manufac- 
turers. We  opened  the  recvcling 
center  on  Saturdays  in  the  winter. 
It  was  freezing  cold  but  people 
came  with  their  bottles  and  cans, 
and  other  people  helped  sort  it 
out  and  prepare  it  for  collection. 
I'm  not  an  organization  joiner, 
but  I've  alwavs  loved  nature  and 
the  outdoors.  All  this  has 
changed  my  life  style  quite  a  bit. 
I  have  learned  as  a  consumer  how 
to  be  a  conserver  and  I'm  the 
president  of  PEP,  Peoples  En- 
vironmental Program  Inc.,  the 
name  we've  given  our  nonprofit 
volunteer  organization.  This  is 
1971.  No  one  wants  to  be  a  fa- 
natic, but  we  must  learn  to  live 
with  less  garbage,  cut  down  on 
disposables,  reuse  where  we  can. 
Small  things  help,  like  using  a 
fabric  shopping  bag  instead  of 
the  throw-away  paper  bag  from 
the  supermarket,  and  taking  wire 
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hangers  back  to  the  cleaners." 


"How  did  I  get  into  ecology? 
I'm  a  fisherman,  I  just  wanted  to 
fish  in  peace,  but  vou  can't  do 
that  any  more,"  said  writer  Rob- 
ert Boyle,  a  gregarious  countrv- 
lover  who  keeps  a  5-foot-long  fish 
tank  of  bass  in  his  living  room. 
"The  Hudson  River,  for  instance, 
is  in  rotten  condition,  killing  the 
fish.  If  all  the  laws  were  enforced, 
we  could  clean  it  up  in  about  a 
year  and  a  half.  We  have  verv 
good  laws,  made  in  1888  and 
1889.  A  lot  of  people  didn't  know 
the  existence  of  these  laws  until  a 
group  of  us  fishermen  got  to- 
gether and  uncovered  them.  Un- 
der the  1899  Federal  Refuse  Act 
there's  a  $2,500  fine  and  one  vear 
in  prison  for  any  person  who  pol- 
lutes a  waterway,  and  the  person 
who  reports  the  polluter  gets  half 
the  fine.  Our  group,  the  Hudson 
River  Fishermen's  Association  is 
collecting  $76,500  in  rewards, 
and  we're  going  to  use  it  against 
more  offenders.  So  far  we've 
found  the  legal  process  very  ef- 
fective. We  haven't  lost  a  case 
yet,  and  the  laws  we  brought  to 
liidit  have  been  used  in  Califor- 
nia,  Oregon,  and  Alabama  since 
then.  People  who  work  along  the 
river  are  telling  us  about  viola- 
tions.  The  odd  thing  is,  if  these 
wastes  were  reused,  manv  ol  the 
companies  would  be  verv  rich. 
We  have  got  to  stop  this  sort  of 
slopism,  have  more  of  a  con- 
science, and  learn  to  do  what 
nature  does— recycle." 

"We  can  no  longer  afford  to 
act  as  though  we  lived  at  the 
open  end  of  a  natural  horn  of 
plenty,"  says  Bettv  Ann  Ottinger, 
wife  of  the  former  Congressman, 
a  psychiatric  social  worker,  and 
mother  ol  four  from  fourteen  to 
six.  She  sat  down  and  wrote  her 
first  book.  What  cccn/  woman 
should  know  and  do  about  pollu 
Hon,  after  the  first  Earth  Day. 
"This  doesn't  mean  that  we  are 
doomed  to  a  dismal  future.  On 
the  contrary  we  can  live  full  lives, 
but  only  if  we  come  to  under- 
stand the  limits  of  our  environ- 
ment and  learn  how  to  live  within 
them."  As  a  personal  contribution 
to  what  she  calls  "good  global 
housekeeping,"  she  donated  all 
royalties  to  conservation  groups. 
"It's  the  individual  effort  that  is 
going  to  benefit  us  all  in  the 
long  run."

RIIOI»oih:m»H<»\s  AND  AZALEAS  are  sometimes  slow  to  begin  growing  after 
they  are  planted.  This  is  particularly  true  for  nursery-grown  plants  that  have  been 
pruned,  balled,  and  burlapped.  It  seems  that  the  roots  tend  to  stay  inside  their 
original  soil  ball  rather  than  extend  out  into  the  soil  of  their  new  home.  This  habit 
f  can  be  cured  by  removing  the  burlap  or  whatever  wrapping  there  may  be  around 
the  ball  when  the  plant  is  set  in  its  hole.  The  outer  layer  of  soil  in  the  ball  should  then  be  carefully 
washed  or  raked  away  so  that  the  ends  of  the  roots  are  exposed.  Then  the  new  soil  is  puddled  in 
around  the  ball  with  plenty  of  water.  This  will  give  the  roots  an  immediate,  intimate  contact  with  the 
earth  they  are  to  grow  in.  Make  sure  the  job  is  done  quickly,  though,  so  that  the  roots  don't  dry  out 
before  they  are  reburied  and  can  get  off  to  a  flying  start  in  their  new  home.

PLANT  HUNTING  AS  A  LIFE  WOIIK  is  the  strenuous  but  rewarding  lot  of 
Alfred  Byrd  Graf.  First  pur!  of  the  job.  and  one  that  has  taken  him  several  tunes 
around  the  world,  is  to  find  worthy  plants  and  study  them  in  their  native  homes. 
Second  stef)  is  to  get  selected  plants  packed,  shipped,  and  bedded  down  in  their  new 
home  in  the  V.  S.  Finally,  there  is  the  painstaking  process  of  encouraging  them  to 
increase  and  multiply  and  slay  healthy  so  (hey  can  be  marketed  in  quantity.  The  Julius  Roehrs  Com- 
pany sponsors  Mr.  Graf's  travels  and  distributes  his  selections.  They  also  publish  his  Exotica,  a  house 
plant  encyclopedia  that  has  become  the  growers'  bible  since  publication  of  its  first  edition  about  fifteen 
years  ago.  Mr.  Graf  has  now  condensed  his  famous  book  under  the  title  Exotic  Plant  Manual.  Some  of 
the  more  specialized  material  from  Exotica  has  been  eliminated  but  the  book  is  still  jam-packed  with 
information  about  house  plants  and  has  a  multitude  of  clearly  identifiable  photographs  of  plants  in 
the  wild  and  indoors.  The  Exotic  Plant  Manual  (Scribner's.  $27.50)  is  sold  in  bookshops  every- 
where. It  is  also  available  by  mail  for  an  additional  50  cents  shipping  charge  from  Roehrs  Company. 
Publishers,  P.O.  Box  125,  East  Rutherford.  N.  J..  07073.  The  thud  edition  of  Exotica  is  also  available 
from  Roehrs  at  $60  in  one  volume.  $75  in  two  volumes.  The  Roehrs  greenhouses  are  in  Farmingdale,

But  ease  of  identification  is 
not  the  only  thing  to  think  about. 
You  can't  hide  your  mailbox  in 
a  clump  of  shrubbery,  for  in- 
stance, since  visibility  is  one  ol 
its  prime  functions.  But  you  can 
let  it  hover  above  a  bed  ol  flow- 
ers. Daylilies  seem  a  pretty  ob- 
vious choice  for  this  kind  of 
semipublic  planting.  There  are 
few  other  plants  tough  enough 
to  resist  spraying  asphalt  and 
frolicking  dogs  and  also  vigorous 
enough  to  discourage  most  road- 
side weeds.  Since  daylilies  need 
sun.  il  your  RFD  box  is  on  the 
shady  side  of  the  street,  it  would 
be  worth  the  extra  effort  it  takes 
every  year  to  set  out  plants  ol 
impatiens.  which  spread  mounds 
ol  color  all  summer  long,  sun  or 
no.  A  little  extra  carpentry  will 
add  a  planter  container  to  the 
support,  so  that  geraniums  or  pe- 
tunias will  add  their  own  color 
note  in  summer  and  be  replaced 
I  iv  evergreens  in  winter. 

The  lot  you  are  planning  to 
build  on,  one  ol  these  days,  is 
important  to  the  neighborhood, 
loo.  In  fact  il  may  be  even  more 
important  than  a  lot  with  a  house 
on  i(  simply  because  it  is  so  con- 
spicuously empty.  So  don't  just 
leave  il  to  grow  up  in  weeds  and 
collect  rubbish.  Even  il  you  do 
no  more  than  scatter  a  lew  hand- 


fuls  of  flower  seeds  and  cut  the 
brush  once  a  year  you'll  be  giv- 
ing notice  of  your  good  intentions 
and  making  a  contribution  to  the 
upgrading  of  the  neighborhood. 
You  can  also  get  off  to  a  Hying 
start   on    landscaping   the  house 
to  be  built  by  planting  the  street- 
side  strip  with  an  eye  to  its  per- 
manent  effect.    Planned   around  ■ 
the    approach     to    your    future 
house,  this  planting  will  have  a 
chance    to    become    established 
and   serve  as  backbone  for  the 
other  landscaping  that  must  wait 
until  the  house  itself  is  finished. 
Undoubtedly  the  most  im- 
portant single  step  in  neighbor- 
hood  beautification    is   policing. 
For  generations,   parks  superin- 
tendents have  applied  a  simple 
psychological  principle  in  keep- 
ing their  domains  tidv— any  nor- 
mal person  hesitates  before  toss- 
ing a  bit  of  litter  on  an  immacu- 
late strip  of  lawn  or  a  well-raked 
path.  But  one  beer  can  lying  in 
the  grass  will  attract  others  faster 
than  you  can  turn  around.  So  be 
sure  to  pick  up  and  dispose  of 
thai  single  can  or  that  one  lone 
candy  wrapper  before  the  litter- 
ing public  expands  it  to  a  heap. 
You'll  be  doing  the  neighborhood 
and  yourself  a  favor,  and  even, 
let  ns  hope,  helping  to  improve 
the  manners  ol  litterers.
